ADDRESS  OF  HON.  MALCOLM  E.  NICHOLS 
BEFORE  THE  CITY  COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

A  review  of  civic  problems  such  as  the  Mayor 
presents  annually  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  City 
Council  necessarily  relates  to  the  financial  ability  of 
the  city  to  meet  them. 

In  three  prior  addresses  I  placed  emphasis  upon 
obligations  which  I  said  had  become  extremely  heavy 
because  of  forced  neglect  of  municipal  services  caused 
by  the  weight  of  war  taxation.  These  obligations 
ran  through  many  avenues  of  municipal  expenditure. 
They  included  among  many  things  a  higher  standard 
of  pay  generally  for  city  employees,  more  adequate 
police  protection  through  a  larger  police  force,  more 
fire  protection  through  additional  fire  fighting  appara¬ 
tus,  a  reorganization  of  the  health  service  of  the  city, 
more  comprehensive  hospitalization,  a  more  effective 
system  for  the  care,  maintenance  and  construction  of 
streets  and  the  building  of  new  schoolhouses.  In 
brief,  the  obligations  were  imposed  by  the  necessity  of 
a  public  service  constantly  expanding  to  meet  the 
needs  of  a  growing  community.  Our  problems  have 
been  successfully  met  with  a  reduction  in  the 
tax  rate  from  that  declared  in  the  first  year  of  my 
administration. 

The  tax  rate  which  had  been  forecasted  at  $32 
before  I  took  office  was  declared  at  $31.80  in  1926. 
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It  was  $30  in  1927.  Last  year  it  dropped  to  $28.80, 
and  I  shall  try  to  bring  about  a  further  reduction 
notwithstanding  the  certainty  of  additional  require¬ 
ments  for  the  new  year.  These  reductions  in  tax 
rate  have  been  accomplished  without  resort  to  unjusti¬ 
fiable  increases  in  valuation.  Indeed,  they  have 
been  accompanied  by  downward  adjustments  of  valua¬ 
tion  throughout  certain  business  districts.  These 
downward  adjustments  in  valuation  have  operated  to 
make  the  annual  increased  net  valuation  of  the  city 
during  the  past  three  years  the  lowest  we  have  known 
in  recent  years.  In  consequence  the  tax  rate  has 
reflected  more  nearly  the  true  burden  of  taxation. 

Notwithstanding  the  increased  demands  made  upon 
the  city,  due  to  unemployment,  which  affect  relief 
furnished  through  the  Public  Welfare  Department, 
the  Soldiers’  Relief  Department,  hospitals  and  institu¬ 
tions,  it  may  be  said  that  after  all  liabilities  incurred 
for  the  financial  year  1928  shall  have  been  paid,  there 
will  be  a  substantial  cash  surplus,  considerably  in 
excess  of  the  $1,700,000  a  year  ago,  which  I  hope  will 
be  effective  for  a  reduction  in  the  tax  rate  of  the  new 
year.  This  condition  was  due  in  part  to  excess  income 
tax  receipts  from  the  state  and  a  substantial  payment 
of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  on  account 
of  the  deficit  of  1919.  While  the  city  borrowed  $19,- 
000,000  in  temporary  loans  during  the  year,  it  is  cause 
for  satisfaction  to  state  that  they  have  all  been  repaid, 
making  the  third  year  in  succession  for  which  there 
were  no  outstanding  temporal  loans  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  This  result  has  been  accomplished  in  large 
part  through  the  effective  collection  of  current  and  back 
taxes. 

The  city  has  been  efficiently  and  economically 
managed  and  its  financial  condition  continues  to  grow 
more  favorable.  Our  credit  as  shown  in  the  sale  of 
securities  is  the  best  of  any  large  city  in  the  country. 

A  RECORD  IN  NEW  AND  BETTER  STREETS. 

Before  my  election  as  Mayor  I  placed  emphasis 
not  only  on  the  need  of  smooth  streets,  but  more 
streets.  The  residential  sections  of  the  city  have 
been  growing  with  great  rapidity,  and  it  is  obvious 
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that  the  building  of  new  streets  in  districts  where 
home  building  is  progressing  not  only  has  a  tendency 
to  improve  property  devoted  to  dwelling  house 
purposes  but  also  to  give  just  encouragement  to  the 
erection  of  new  dwellings. 

A  survey  of  the  work  covering  a  period  of  ten 
years  on  the  building  of  new  streets  in  residential 
districts  shows  that  during  the  period  from  1919  to 
1928,  inclusive,  245  new  streets  have  been  constructed 
in  residential  districts,  of  which  123  have  been  con¬ 
structed  during  the  past  three  years. 

In  linear  feet  the  ten-year  total  is  182,177.  The 
linear  feet  for  the  past  three  years  is  104,267.  The 
ten-year  cost  is  $4,540,812.  The  cost  for  the  past 
three  years  is  $2,875,129.  To  restate  these  totals,  it 
will  be  seen  that  one  half  of  the  residential  streets  con¬ 
structed  during  the  entire  period  of  ten  years  have  been 
constructed  during  the  past  three  years;  that  of  the 
total  number  of  linear  feet  constructed  in  the  past 
ten  years  57  per  cent  has  been  accomplished  during 
the  past  three  years;  and  that  63  per  cent  of  the 
money  expended  during  the  past  ten  years  has  been 
expended  during  the  past  three  3^ears. 

That  is  a  graphic  story  of  the  progress  made  in 
giving  encouragement  to  home  building  and  fulfills 
the  promise  which  I  made  before  assuming  the  office 
of  Majmr. 

As  a  part  of  this  extraordinary  program  there 
have  been  completed  12,785,364  square  feet  of  new 
surface  laid  on  both  old  and  new  streets  and  in  new 
sidewalks.  Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the 
resurfacing  of  streets  in  the  business  district,  of  which 
there  is  ample  evidence  throughout  the  city. 

DEVELOPMENT  OF  ASHLAND,  OAKLAND  AND  RIVER  STREETS. 

An  outstanding  feature  of  the  street-improvement 
program  during  the  past  three  years  is  to  be  found  in 
River  street  and  in  Ashland  and  Oakland  streets  in 
the  Hyde  Park,  West  Roxbury  and  Mattapan  dis¬ 
tricts,  approximating  in  cost  nearly  $1,000,000. 

This  improvement  program  had  been  urged  for 
many  years  by  the  citizens  of  Dorchester,  Hyde  Park 
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and  West  Roxbury,  and  in  the  first  year  of  my  admin¬ 
istration  the  legislation  authorized  the  city  to  borrow 
$250,000  outside  the  debt  limit  for  the  reconstruction 
of  River  street  and  the  River  street  railroad  bridge, 
provided  that  an  additional  appropriation  of  ten  per 
cent  of  this  sum,  or  $25,000,  was  raised  by  the  city 
from  taxes  or  other  sources  of  revenue.  This  was 
done,  thus  making  available  the  sum  of  $275,000.  As 
the  work  progressed  the  Mayor  and  Council  appro¬ 
priated  a  further  sum  of  $100,000  out  of  the  borrowing 
capacity  of  the  city.  The  reconstruction  of  River 
street  extends  from  Mattapan  square  in  Dorchester  to 
Everett  square  in  Hyde  Park.  It  is  the  main  artery 
connecting  Boston  at  Mattapan  with  the  business 
and  residential  sections  of  Hyde  Park,  and  is  about 
two  miles  in  length.  It  carries  through  business 
traffic,  pleasure  traffic  and  the  necessary  public  service 
bus  lines  which  transport  the  citizens  of  the  Hyde 
Park  section  of  Boston  to  their  destinations.  It  is  a 
through  artery  of  travel,  carding  the  traffic  from  Bos¬ 
ton  on  through  Hyde  Park  into  Dedham,  Providence 
and  other  cities  southwest  of  Boston.  For  a  number 
of  3^ears  the  street  has  been  in  poor  condition,  narrow 
and  with  abandoned  car  tracks,  but  has  now  been 
completely  resurfaced,  making  a  wide  and  safe  road¬ 
way.  The  replacing  of  the  old  bridge  over  the  rail¬ 
road  tracks  by  a  new  modern  bridge  to  the  full  width 
of  the  street  is  now  under  construction,  and  will  be 
completed  during  the  coming  spring. 

The  effect  upon  taxable  property  in  Boston  by 
the  improvement  and  reconstruction  of  River  street 
has  already  been  felt.  Residential  streets  entering 
into  River  street  have  been  built  upon.  It  has  made 
the  entire  Hyde  Park  district  more  comfortably 
accessible  to  Boston  proper  and  the  building  of  sub¬ 
urban  homes  is  rapidly  increasing. 

Closely  connected  with  the  reconstruction  of  River 
street  is  the  widening  and  construction  of  Ashland 
and  Oakland  streets,  about  two  and  one  half  miles 
in  length.  This  improved  artery  of  travel  was  also 
authorized  by  the  Legislature  during  the  first  year 
of  my  administration  and  the  city  was  given  authority 
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to  borrow  $500,000,  to  which  sum  it  added  $50,000 
raised  by  taxation.  The  street  extends  from  Roslin- 
dale  square  to  Mattapan  square  through  a  fast-growing 
section  of  suburban  streets  and  homes.  The  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  street,  which  is  now  practically  completed, 
has  made  possible  a  way  to  the  Rugby  section  and  has 
stimulated  the  building  of  many  new  streets  and 
residential  properties,  which  will  add  thousands  of 
dollars  in  taxable  values  to  the  city,  in  addition  to 
making  more  accessible  one  of  the  beautiful  suburban 
sections  of  Boston. 

This  improvement  has  made  a  through  traffic 
artery  from  Roslindale,  West  Roxbury,  and  the  more 
thickly  populated  section  of  our  city  to  Mattapan 
square,  thence  to  the  Southern  Artery  and  all  roads 
to  the  South  Shore.  Its  importance  cannot  be  over¬ 
estimated.  This  improvement  had  been  advocated 
by  citizens  and  associations  for  over  twenty  years  and 
is  one  of  the  notable  street-widenings  of  recent  years. 
Ashland  and  Oakland  streets  are  60  to  80  feet  in  width 
and  by  their  construction  effect  a  saving  of  about  two 
or  three  miles  to  vehicles  in  reaching  Mattapan  square 
or  any  point  beyond  from  the  west  of  Boston. 

WIDENED  EXCHANGE  STREET  AND  EXPANSION  OF  NEW 

THOROUGHFARES. 

The  widening  of  Exchange  street  is  an  improvement 
of  vital  necessity.  For  thirty  years  this  widening  has 
been  advocated  by  every  city  administration.  Its 
importance  at  this  time  is  enhanced  by  the  work 
already  accomplished  in  the  widening  of  Dock  square 
and  Faneuil  Hall  square,  and  the  widenings  of  Cause¬ 
way  and  Nashua  streets  at  the  North  Station.  The 
new  Exchange  street  thus  provides  a  thoroughfare 
connecting  with  Congress  street  and  leading  over  a 
new  Congress  Street  Bridge  to  the  ocean  terminals  in 
South  Boston. 

Plans  are  ready  for  the  reconstruction  of  Congress 
Street  Bridge  under  the  appropriation  recently 
authorized  by  your  honorable  body,  and  it  is  my 
belief  that  the  reconstruction  of  this  bridge  will 
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provide  for  the  commercial  advantages  of  one  of  the 
most  important  wholesale  districts  in  the  world. 

The  City  of  Boston  ought  continually  to  study 
the  best  means  of  readapting  her  streets  to  the  uses 
of  traffic  so  as  to  bring  about  more  rapidity  of  motion 
with  less  congestion.  Last  year  I  asked  the  Legis¬ 
lature  for  authority  to  widen  Portland  and  Merri- 
mac  streets  and  to  provide  for  the  utilization  of  the 
elevated  structure  along  Atlantic  avenue  as  an  over¬ 
head  thoroughfare.  I  am  convinced  that  these  are 
important  measures  to  be  taken  up  with  all  possible 
despatch  and  shall  again  petition  the  Legislature  for 
the  right  to  proceed  with  these  traffic  thoroughfares 
which  may  well  be  deemed  to  be  of  immediate 
importance. 

CHARLES  STREET  WIDENING  AND  PARKWAY  OVERPASSES. 

I  propose  that  the  City  of  Boston  shall  cooperate 
in  the  fullest  possible  way  with  the  plans  for  the 
Charles  River  Basin  laid  out  by  the  Special  Recess 
Commission  of  the  Legislature  and  the  Metropolitan 
Planning  Division.  These  plans  call  for  a  beautiful 
double  parkway  from  out  near  Soldiers  Field  down 
along  the  Charles  river  with  an  underpass  under 
Cambridge  street  to  Charles  street.  They  contem¬ 
plate  a  connection  with  Commonwealth  avenue  near 
the  Commonwealth  Armory,  which  will  divert  traffic 
around  Governor  square  and  help  to  relieve  the 
traffic  situation  there.  If  these  plans  are  adopted, 
I  shall  urge  the  widening  of  Charles  street  by  the 
city  from  Cambridge  street  to  the  widened  Nashua 
street.  I  shall  also  recommend  the  construction  of 
an  ornamental  viaduct  at  the  Charlesgate  over  Com¬ 
monwealth  avenue  and  Beacon  street,  connecting  the 
Basin  Boulevard  with  Audubon  road,  and  I  shall 
urge  that  overpasses  on  the  Riverway  be  constructed 
at  Brookline  avenue  and  Huntington  avenue.  Pro¬ 
vision  should  also  be  made  to  construct  a  double- 
barreled  roadway  from  Forest  Hills  street,  at  Franklin 
Park  entrance,  to  Huntington  avenue,  which  will 
decidedly  reduce  traffic  congestion  at  Forest  Hills 
square.  This  will  make  it  possible  for  the  residents 
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of  Roxbury,  Jamaica  Plain,  West  Roxbury,  Hyde 
Park  and  outer  Dorchester  to  come  in  by  a  widened 
Charles  and  Nashua  streets  to  the  North  Station  or 
by  the  widened  Cambridge  street  to  Scollay  square 
without  crossing  any  bad  traffic  intersection.  And 
those  using  the  great  state  routes  from  the  south, 
southwest  and  west,  will  find  a  ready  entrance  to  the 
business  district  without  any  interruption  or  delay. 

PROMPT  PROVISION  FOR  SCHOOLHOUSE  NEEDS. 

It  has  been  my  fixed  policy  to  keep  the  school 
system  of  Boston  apace  with  modern  developments. 
Boston  has  always  been  in  the  lead  in  educational 
matters,  and  it  should  be  our  pride  to  maintain  that 
lead,  to  the  end  that  our  city  shall  give  its  children 
the  benefit  of  the  developments  in  educational  poli¬ 
cies  and  facilities  that  have  become  so  vital  a  factor 
throughout  the  different  states  of  the  Union.  This 
has  meant  the  expenditure  of  huge  sums  of  money, 
which  in  the  course  of  time  will  bring  back  large 
dividends  in  culture,  learning  and  citizenship. 

Accordingly  the  city  has  had  to  undergo  a 
heavy  burden  of  taxes  that  has  been  borne  cheer¬ 
fully  by  our  citizens  to  carry  out  the  pay-as-you-go 
policy  established  by  my  predecessors.  The  School- 
house  Commission  has  labored  effectively  in  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  many  new  buildings  and  the  remodeling  and 
repairing  of  old  structures,  providing  our  children 
all  over  the  city  with  seats  in  permanent  school  build¬ 
ings,  under  wholesome  conditions,  with  good  venti¬ 
lation,  lighting  and  heating. 

Year  by  year  the  undesirable  portables  are  being 
discarded  for  classroom  purposes,  and  the  time  should 
arrive  shortly  when  our  pupils  will  be  accommodated 
entirely  in  permanent  structures,  with  the  exception  of 
a  small  group  of  portables  necessary  for  colonization 
purposes,  to  accommodate  the  ebb  and  flow  of  the 
school  population. 

It  is  interesting  to  get  a  bird’s-eye  view  of  the 
results  accomplished  in  the  Schoolhouse  Department 
by  comparing  the  past  three  years  with  the  preceding 
seven  years,  after  the  end  of  the  Great  War. 
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The  actual  money  raised  by  taxation  during  the 
past  three  years  was  $12,998,804. 45,  compared  with 
the  sum  of  $14,695,023.59  actually  raised  by  taxa¬ 
tion  during  the  previous  seven  years. 

The  amount  of  money  actually  spent  during 
the  past  three  years  was  $11,766,266.63,  compared 
with  the  sum  of  $15,550,897.64  actually  spent  during 
the  previous  seven  years,  supplying  15,234  pupils’ 
seats  for  the  past  three  years,  as  against  18,984  pupils’ 
seats  for  the  previous  seven  years.  It  is  evident 
from  these  figures  that  the  city  has  been  unusually 
generous  in  its  tax  levies  for  new  schools  and  that 
the  Schoolhouse  Department  has  speeded  up  the 
work  of  construction  and  the  supplying  of  seats  in  a 
most  satisfactory  manner. 

All  school  buildings  planned  for  this  year  have 
been  placed  upon  the  market.  The  appropriations 
under  the  three-year,  ten-million-dollar  program  have 
been  exhausted  and  the  buildings  authorized  there¬ 
under  should  be  practically  completed  during  the 
year  1929. 

FENS  TRANSFORMATION  WITH  ATHLETIC  FIELD,  SCHOOLBOY 

STADIUM  AND  FIELD  HOUSE. 

During  the  past  }rear  Boston  has  added  to  her 
beautiful  park  system  a  noteworthy  feature  in  the 
Back  Bay  Fens.  The  development  covers  a  large 
area  adjacent  to  the  Art  Museum. 

As  a  part  of  the  plan  the  Park  Department  has 
produced  a  play  spot  unsurpassed  in  America,  with 
an  athletic  field,  a  schoolboy  stadium  and  an  attrac¬ 
tive  field  house.  Surrounding  roadways  have  been 
reconstructed  with  granolithic  sidewalks.  Fens  Pond 
has  been  dredged  to  form  a  lagoon  at  the  Art  Museum 
and  two  rustic  bridges  erected.  The  meadows  have 
been  graded  and  adorned.  The  Muddy  River  shore 
line  has  been  changed.  The  work  is  now  at  the 
point  of  completion  and  soon  will  reveal  the  transfor¬ 
mation  of  a  forlorn  waste  of  dump,  meadow,  marsh 
and  bog  into  a  vista  of  landscape  artistry.

BOSTON  SECURES  IMMENSE  AUDITORIUM  AND  PASSENGER 

TERMINAL. 

A  splendid  new  railroad  terminal  and  an  immense 
auditorium  known  as  the  Boston  Garden  have  been 
constructed  during  the  year  at  the  site  of  the  old 
Boston  &  Maine  Station.  The  able  men  who  made 
possible  this  great  public  improvement  paid  a  com¬ 
pliment  to  our  commercial  growth  and  civic  progress. 
I  had  urged  the  building  of  an  auditorium  like  the 
Boston  Garden  as  an  obvious  undertaking  to  be 
entered  upon  by  the  city  unless  private  capital  found 
the  enterprise  attractive. 

When  there  appeared  a  way  not  only  to  secure 
an  auditorium  as  well  as  a  new  terminal  I  promptly 
took  the  action  necessary  by  giving  authority  to 
widen  Nashua  and  Causeway  streets,  at  an  approxi¬ 
mate  cost  of  $1,000,000.  In  so  doing  I  received  ready 
cooperation  from  the  railroad  which  dedicated  to  the 
public  use  essential  portions  of  its  own  property 
requisite  to  complete  the  street  widenings. 

The  promptness  of  the  city  to  avail  itself  of  the 
advantages  presented  is  accorded  recognition  in  a 
communication  addressed  to  me  under  date  of  No¬ 
vember  19,  1927,  from  Mr.  Homer  Loring,  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Boston  &  Maine, 
who  wrote  as  follows:

Boston,  November  19,  1927. 
Hon.  Malcolm  E.  Nichols,  City  Hall,  Boston,  Mass. 

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, —  I  take  pleasure  in  conveying 
to  you  the  appreciation  of  the  Boston  and  Maine 
directors  of  your  cooperation  in  carrying  out  the 
Nashua  street  widening.  I  am  sure  you  are  no 
less  pleased  than  we  are  that  the  final  cost 
probably  will  be  25  per  cent  less  than  the  estimates 
made  when  the  enabling  bill  was  passing  the  Legislature. 

Ever  since  you  suggested  in  your  inaugural  address, 
and  in  various  public  interviews  since,  that  Boston 
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needs  a  large  auditorium,  we  have  been  hopeful  that 
circumstances  might  locate  it  in  the  North  Station 
section  of  the  city. 

Working  with  a  group  of  Boston  business  men 
having  the  benefit  of  the  advice  and  experience  of 
the  Madison  Square  Garden  Corporation,  we  have 
been  able  to  arrange  for  the  building  of  a  new  station 
as  well  as  an  auditorium  which  I  feel  will  do  credit 
to  your  enterprise  in  originating  the  idea  and  keeping 
it  active  and  alive  until  something  was  accomplished. 
Your  auditorium  suggestion  started  us  planning  both 
the  new  station  and  the  auditorium,  so  that  I  feel 
that  you  are  primarily  responsible  for  both  of  these 
important  improvements.

HOSPITAL  IMPROVEMENTS  AT  LONG  ISLAND  —  ADDITIONAL 

CARE  FOR  CHILDREN. 

In  the  field  of  hospitalization,  which  means  so 
much  to  the  care  of  the  sick  and  unfortunate,  the 
city  has  accomplished  much.  The  completion  of  the 
new  buildings  at  Long  Island,  including  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  nurses’  home,  addition  to  men’s  dormi¬ 
tory,  children’s  hospital  building,  installation  of  two 
large  engines  in  the  power  plant,  also  two  new  boilers 
in  the  boiler  plant,  further  development  of  the  nurses’ 
training  school,  and  a  valuable  addition  to  the  out¬ 
patient  department,  bring  Long  Island  up  to  a  point 
of  efficiency  never  before  equalled. 

Additional  out-patient  service  has  been  estab¬ 
lished  for  those  patients  who  are  not  confined  to  the 
hospital,  and  includes  a  careful  examination  of  the 
eyes  of  each  person  and  the  supplying  of  reading 
glasses,  so  that  about  175  people  who  were  previously 
unable  to  enjoy  the  comfort  and  solace  of  reading 
may  do  so  to  their  increased  contentment. 

With  the  transfer  of  the  children  from  the  present 
children’s  building  to  the  new  children’s  hospital 
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building,  which  will  be  accomplished  in  1929,  the 
present  children’s  building  will  be  renovated  and 
devoted  to  the  hospitalization  of  men. 

Continued  progress  in  the  supervision  of  the  care 
and  custody  of  the  children  placed  in  the  Child  Wel¬ 
fare  Division  of  the  Institutions  Department  has  been 
maintained  during  1928. 

The  number  of  children  in  care  of  the  division  has 
greatly  increased.  Examination  of  the  records  dis¬ 
closes  that  on  November  1,  1927-,  there  were  832  chil¬ 
dren  in  care  of  the  division,  and  on  November  1,  1928, 
there  were  949.  Of  this  number,  831  are  in  foster 
homes  and  118  are  in  institutions  —  including  hos¬ 
pitals  and  schools  for  special  training. 

Many  new  prospective  foster  homes  have  been 
inspected.  The  standard  of  medical  examination  of 
each  child  admitted  has  been  raised  with  a  view  to 
administering  such  medical  care  and  treatment  as 
may  be  needed  for  the  child  before  placement  in  a 
foster  home. 

Children  are  being  placed,  in  accordance  with 
rules  previously  established  by  this  administration, 
in  homes  of  the  same  religious  faith  as  those  of  the 
children.  Children  of  the  same  family  are  being 
placed  together  in  one  home  and  every  effort  is  being 
made  to  select  proper  and  suitable  homes. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  most  vital 
need  of  the  Institutions  Department  in  1929  will  be 
the  purchase  of  a  steamer  with  sufficient  passenger 
and  freight  carrying  capacity  to  serve  the  needs  of 
the  island.  The  steamer  “ Hibbard”  is  too  small  and 
has  reached  an  age  where  the  annual  upkeep  exceeds 
the  value  of  the  boat. 

BOSTON  CITY  HOSPITAL  EXTENSIONS  —  NEW  TUBERCULOSIS 

HOSPITAL  UNIT  AT  MATTAPAN. 

The  new  surgical  building  has  been  completed  and 
accepted  and  four  wards,  including  a  new  casualty 
ward  and  indoor  department  of  physiotherapy,  have 
been  opened. 

The  new  house  officers’  building,  containing  125 
rooms,  will  soon  be  turned  over  to  the  trustees.

A  contract  has  been  awarded  for  the  enlargement 
of  the  power  plant  to  carry  the  increased  load  as  the 
result  of  adding  new  buildings  to  the  hospital.  One 
new  engine  has  been  installed,  and  the  installation  of 
boilers  has  been  practically  completed. 

The  trustees  plan  to  start  the  new  medical 
pavilion  at  the  main  hospital,  and  expect  that  it 
will  practically  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1929. 
The  present  administration  building  will  be  replaced 
by  a  new  building,  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of 
this  year. 

During  the  year  plans  will  be  drawn  for  a  new 
surgical  building,  which  will  be  the  largest  unit  at 
the  main  hospital  and  will  contain  between  400  and 
500  beds,  with  a  department  in  the  basement  for  the 
admission  and  discharge  of  patients.  This  building 
will  care  for  surgical  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat  cases, 
and  will  have  operating  rooms  on  the  top  floor  for 
all  of  these  groups,  as  well  as  laboratories. 

Plans  are  being  developed  for  a  new  kitchen, 
dining  room,  laundry  and  domestic  quarters  at  the 
main  hospital,  and  plans  for  a  new  administra¬ 
tion  building  on  Harrison  avenue  are  practically 
completed. 

The  West  Department  has  been  formally  turned 
over  to  the  Hospital  Department,  and  the  trustees 
are  giving  careful  consideration  to  plans  for  its  use. 

New  equipment  of  the  City  Hospital  includes 
appliances  requisite  for  the  practice  of  modern  surges 
and  makes  possible  the  measures  for  immediate  relief 
such  as  the  city  has  never  known  before. 

The  ambulance  which  was  formerly  housed  in  a 
garage  in  East  Boston  and  maintained  by  contract 
is  now  housed  in  the  ambulance  station  at  the  East 
Boston  Relief  Station,  and  there  is  an  ambulance 
force  on  duty  there  day  and  night. 

The  new  hospital  unit  on  the  grounds  of  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Sanatorium  at  Mattapan,  to  be  completed  next 
year,  will  reduce  the  bed  shortage  for  the  care  of  the 
tuberculous  in  this  city  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

The  present  day  camps  will  be  demolished  and  new 
buildings  of  first-class  construction  erected,  providing

75  beds  for  males  and  50  beds  for  females.  The  new 
main  hospital  building  will  contain  150  beds,  also 
laboratories,  X-ray  equipment,  surgical  and  clinical 
examining  rooms,  and  offices  for  dental,  eye,  ear,  nose 
and  throat  clinics. 

TWO  ADDITIONAL  HEALTH  UNITS. 

Two  additional  Health  Units  have  been  started 
during  the  past  year,  one  in  Charlestown  and  one  in 
Roxbury. 

The  Health  Unit  is  an  institution  created  under 
the  George  Robert  White  Fund  with  the  object  in 
view  of  improving  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  people 
in  a  district  served  by  the  Unit. 

To  fulfill  this  purpose  it  aims  to  bring  together 
under  one  roof  the  representatives  of  all  organiza¬ 
tions,  public  and  private,  which  are  working  for  the 
improvement  of  health  and  the  prevention  of  disease 
under  the  leadership  and  control  of  the  Health  Com¬ 
missioner;  providing  these  agencies  with  accommoda¬ 
tions  necessary  for  the  conduct  and  supervision  of 
such  work.  This  develops  a  personal  contact  between 
the  representatives,  resulting  in  correlation  and  co¬ 
ordination  of  effort  which  tends  to  operate  to  the 
best  advantage  of  the  community. 

Generally  speaking,  the  activities  of  the  Unit 
may  be  grouped  under  the  following  headings: 

(a)  To  promote  cooperation  and  coordination 
between  health  and  welfare  agencies  engaged  in 
a  district,  this  being  simplified  by  their  assem¬ 
bling  in  close  contact  with  each  other. 

( b )  Instruction  of  the  public  in  matters  per¬ 
taining  to  maintenance  of  health. 

(c)  Application  of  routine  methods  of  diagnosis 
as  a  means  of  detecting  disease  in  its  early  stages, 
and  advising  the  individual  to  obtain  relief. 

{d)  Control  of  communicable  disease  by  appli¬ 
cation  of  sera  therapy  of  accepted  value  and  the 
expounding  of  such  other  principles  of  preven¬ 
tive  medicine  as  falls  within  the  scope  of  Health 
Department  practice. 
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(c)  Collection  of  data  bearing  on  health 
problems  of  the  district. 

(/)  Furnishing  such  services  which  are 
generally  classified  as  preventive  in  type. 

(g)  Providing  information  or  help  to  form 
contacts  between  agencies  which  treat  disease 
or  relieve  poverty  and  to  individuals  believed 
to  be  in  need  of  such  service. 

The  Health  Unit  policy,  which  had  been  started 
when  I  became  Mayor,  I  regard  as  sound  and  highly 
beneficial.  I  have,  therefore,  taken  all  steps  neces¬ 
sary  to  make  the  health  units  of  the  City  of  Boston 
distinctive  in  the  world  of  preventive  medicine. 

HEALTH  UNIT  SUN  ROOFS  ESTABLISHED. 

Health  unit  roofs  covered  with  vita-glass  are 
now  being  utilized  for  children  of  pre-school  age 
who  are  undernourished,  and  have  been  in  contact 
with  tuberculous  patients.  A  study  is  made  of  each 
child  prior  to  his  entrance.  Weekly  classes  are  held 
by  the  nutritionists  with  the  mothers  of  these  chil¬ 
dren,  in  order  to  develop  such  knowledge  as  will  enable 
them  to  keep  up  a  normal  condition  in  the  children, 
once  it  is  established.  These  roofs  are  in  operation 
each  day  for  ten  months  in  the  year,  X-ray  outfits 
are  installed  in  each  of  the  units  and  are  for  the  serv¬ 
ice  not  only  as  aids  in  diagnosis  to  the  practising 
physicians  but  also  for  the  service  of  the  patients 
regularly  attending  the  clinics. 

In  the  eleven  months  from  January  1  to  Novem¬ 
ber  30,  1928,  at  the  ten  tuberculosis  stations  of  the 
Health  Department  there  were  held  1,272  clinics  with 
an  average  of  11  persons  per  clinic,  and  a  total  of 
13,364  visits  of  persons  for  examination  and  diagnosis. 

The  Division  of  Child  Hygiene  maintains  19 
child  health  conference  stations,  at  which  are  held 
31  conferences  every  week.  These  are  held  in  many 
sections  of  the  city  and  are  devoted  exclusively  to 
well  babies.  Two  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixteen 
special  medical  activities  were  performed  by  the 
medical  inspectors  of  this  division,  including  immuni¬ 
zation  of  entire  opening  classes  of  the  parochial  schools. 
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During  the  past  year  50,000  examinations  were 
made  in  the  laboratories  and  food  division  of  the 
Health  Department. 

IMPROVED  METHOD  OF  ASSESSING  PROPERTY. 

It  has  been  the  effort  of  the  Assessing  Department 
to  recognize  the  changing  conditions  in  the  older  busi¬ 
ness  sections  of  the  city  and  to  observe  carefully  the 
values  in  the  suburban  sections  where  business  is 
growing  and  drawing  from  other  business  sections. 

Plans  for  1929  are  under  way,  which  it  is  hoped 
will  produce  proper  and  equal  values  throughout  the 
entire  city.  Surveys  are  under  way.  Unit  values  are 
being  considered  and  the  assistance  of  experts  con¬ 
templated,  so  that  the  department  will  eventually 
have  a  complete  survey  of  the  city  and  a  unit  value  on 
every  street.  Progress  has  been  made  upon  the  mak¬ 
ing  of  plans  and  the  establishment  of  the  unit  system, 
and  before  the  April  assessments  are  levied  it  is  hoped 
that  sets  of  maps  and  careful  studies  will  have  been 
made,  so  that  at  least  a  portion  of  the  city  will  be 
assessed  according  to  the  improved  plans  and  units. 

The  taxation  of  motor  vehicles  for  the  coming 
year  will  demand  careful  attention  and  will  mean 
additional  work  in  the  department  —  the  law  for  1929 
providing  that  all  motor  vehicles  shall  be  taxed  at  a 
uniform  state  rate,  and  at  the  same  valuation  through¬ 
out  the  entire  Commonwealth. 

The  division  of  the  work  of  the  department  — 
placing  all  of  the  real  estate  in  one  section  and  all 
of  the  personal  in  another  —  will  be  effective  for  1929, 
and  in  this  way  it  is  hoped  that  the  efficiency  will  be 
increased  and  the  public  be  given  better  service. 

“BUILD  BOSTON”  BILL  BACKED  BY  BOSTON. 

A  new  skyline  of  lofty  buildings  in  pyramidal  form 
is  the  promise  contained  in  chapter  137,  Acts  of  1928. 
The  act  is  the  result  of  the  policy  “ Build  Boston,” 
which  I  emphatically  advocate.  Without  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  city  administration,  this  forward  legis¬ 
lation  could  never  have  been  enacted.  Under  the 
“ Build  Boston”  Act  the  twelve-story  building  of  155 
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feet  in  height  will  eventually  yield  to  the  gigantic 
commercial  structure  of  twenty-five  and  thirty  stories. 

As  yet  few  realize  to  what  extent  this  type  of 
building  benefits  not  only  the  investor  and  the  occu¬ 
pants  but  also  the  city  itself.  There  are,  at  the  time 
of  this  address,  three  buildings  designed  under  this 
law,  for  which  applications  have  been  filed  for  permits 
to  build  at  a  cost  aggregating  $8,000,000.  The  late 
filing  of  these  applications  and  an  increasing  knowl¬ 
edge  of  benefits  to  be  derived  from  this  law  presages 
to  my  mind  a  greater  advance  for  the  ensuing  year 
in  the  adoption  of  this  type  of  building  for  business 
purposes. 

The  passage  of  this  law  permitting  additional 
height  has  brought  many  new  problems  in  the  instal¬ 
lation  of  plumbing,  and  in  providing  proper  equip¬ 
ment  to  supply  sufficient  water  from  the  city  mains 
for.  domestic  and  fire  service. 

The  Plumbing  Division  of  the  Building  Depart¬ 
ment  has  formulated  rules  to  govern  the  size  and 
installation  of  drain,  soil  and  vent  pipes  in  these 
higher  buildings  which  are  consistent  with  the  best- 
known  plumbing  practice. 

The  Sprinkler  Division  has  designed  a  pumping 
equipment  and  an  electric  control  panel  which  meet 
all  requirements. 

During  the  year  twelve  materials  and  types  of 
construction  have  been  approved  for  use  in  Boston, 
under  authority  given  in  section  8  of  the  Building 
Law. 

Among  these  twelve  types  of  materials  and  con¬ 
struction  are  three  for  electric  welding  of  connections 
of  steel  members;  two  types  of  steel  stairways  and  one 
type  of  open  truss  steel  joist.  This  approval  of  welded 
connections  in  steel  structures  is  the  entering  wedge  for 
a  method  of  connecting  steel  which  will  be  very  exten¬ 
sively  used  in  the  near  future. 

The  Gasfitting  Division  has  met  a  new  problem 
during  the  past  year  in  the  increasing  use  of  gas- 
operated  appliances  for  house  heating  and  for  large 
industrial  plants.  A  new  form  of  application  for 
work  of  this  sort  has  been  made  which  will  make 
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possible  at  the  start  of  the  work,  better  cooperation 
between  contractor  and  inspector  in  providing  the 
necessary  requirements  for  safety. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  building  con¬ 
struction  for  1928  was  an  increase  over  the  figures 
of  the  same  period  of  1927,  as  follows:

BETTER  WASTE  COLLECTION. 

The  collection  of  ashes  and  garbage  during  the 
year  in  the  five  contract  districts,  namely,  East  Boston, 
Brighton,  Dorchester,  West  Roxbury  and  Hyde  Park, 
shows  a  record  that  has  never  been  reached  in  the 
history  of  the  Public  Works  Department.  This  has 
been  brought  about  by  the  close  inspection  of  the 
work  of  the  contractors  who  have  had  the  carrying 
on  of  this  work,  and  by  the  establishment  of  a  new 
system  of  investigating  all  complaints.  That,  with 
the  willingness  and  hearty  cooperation  on  the  part 
of  the  majority  of  the  householders  in  these  districts, 
made  it  possible  to  show  a  marked  improvement  in 
the  ash  and  garbage  collections. 

During  the  year  the  following  amount  of  ashes, 
rubbish  and  garbage  was  collected  throughout  the  city :

BUILD  THE  NEW  COURTHOUSE  NOW. 

A  project  of  prime  necessity  is  the  building  of  a 
new  courthouse  which  has  been  in  the  hands  of  a 
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special  commission  established  under  a  resolve  of 
the  last  Legislature.  Conditions  at  the  Suffolk  County 
Court  House  by  reason  of  pressure  of  business  and 
its  constant  increase  are  such  that  the  building  of  a 
new  courthouse  can  no  longer  be  deferred.  Three 
plans  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Legislature.  These 
plans  are  the  result  of  suggestions  made  last  year, 
chief  among  which  was  one  from  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
to  erect  a  tower  upon  the  site  of  the  present  court¬ 
house.  This  suggestion  as  amplified  by  the  Court 
House  Commission  takes  the  form  of  a  new  court¬ 
house  on  the  site  of  the  present  building,  extending 
fifteen  stories  in  the  air,  with  a  tower  at  the  top.  I 
believe  this  type  of  building  is  superior  in  every  way 
to  the  other  two  plans  presented  in  the  report  of  the 
Court  House  Commission,  and  I  shall  strongly  urge 
the  passage  of  appropriate  legislation  to  the  end  that 
a  new  courthouse  may  be  assured  as  early  as  pos¬ 
sible  during  the  present  session  of  the  General  Court. 

CENTRAL  FIRE  STATIONS. 

One  of  the  problems  of  the  Fire  Department  is  the 
erection  of  new  and  modern  central  fire  stations  to 
take  the  place  of  various  small  units  for  many  years 
in  use  and  in  such  condition  that  great  annual  expense 
must  be  incurred  for  their  maintenance.  The  first 
of  these  central  fire  stations  on  Broadwav  was  finished 
last  year,  the  second  has  been  authorized  by  appro¬ 
priation  made  by  the  City  Council  to  be  erected  on  the 
site  of  the  old  Revere  House,  and  a  third  under  similar 
authorization  is  to  be  erected  this  year  on  Chestnut 
Hill  avenue  in  Brighton. 

A  new  fire  station  was  opened  during  the  year  at 
Meeting  House  Hill.  In  the  near  future  a  new  house 
should  be  erected  in  South  Boston  to  serve  the  purpose 
of  centralized  operation. 

A  substantial  reduction  in  fire  losses  during  the 
year  presents  strong  reasons  for  a  reduction  in  fire 
rates  now  under  examination  by  a  special  committee 
acting  under  an  appropriation  provided  by  the  City 
Council. 
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MAKE  BOSTON  AIRPORT  THE  BEST. 

The  Boston  Airport  has  been  taken  over  by  the 
city  from  the  Commonwealth  and  a  lease  executed 
under  authority  contained  in  chapter  64,  Resolves  of 
1928.  Under  the  terms  of  the  lease,  the  city  assumes 
the  care  and  management  of  the  Airport  for  a  term  of 
twenty  years  and  agrees  to  provide  and  maintain  the 
premises  as  a  first-class  airport. 

Promptly  upon  the  execution  of  this  lease  the 
city  proceeded  to  enter  upon  long-needed  improve¬ 
ments,  of  which  one  of  the  first  was  a  2,800-foot 
runway,  running  from  east  to  west.  In  some  places 
this  runway  has  been  widened  to  600  feet.  The  work 
also  includes  the  leveling  off  of  25  acres  in  addition 
to  the  building  of  the  runway.  Another  runway, 
from  north  to  south,  which  will  be  approximately  2,400 
feet  long  and  200  feet  wide,  has  been  completed. 
Thirty  per  cent  of  the  planes  which  will  land  at  the 
Airport  will  use  this  north  and  south  runway. 

A  standard  form  of  lease  has  been  adopted  on  a 
rental  basis  of  $1,000  a  year  for  a  term  of  ten  years, 
with  a  renewal  clause  of  ten  years  more  at  a  50  per 
cent  increase  in  rental.  The  Colonial,  Boston  Airport 
Corporation,  Curtis,  Skyways,  Bay  State  and  inde¬ 
pendent  operators  are  ready  to  take  leases. 

The  Boston  Airport  Corporation,  Colonial  Com¬ 
pany,  The  Skyways,  Inc.,  will  start  building  hangars 
immediately.  The  Colonial  Company  wish  to  insti¬ 
tute  passenger  service  between  Boston  and  New  York 
at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

A  contract  is  to  be  awarded  for  flood  lighting  and 
other  necessary  lights.  Contracts  have  been  awarded 
for  the  erection  of  a  sanitary  building  and  for  the 
laying  of  sewer  and  water  pipes. 

Plans  and  specifications  are  now  being  drawn  for 
the  erection  of  buildings  which  will  contain  adminis¬ 
trative  offices,  customs  office,  waiting  room,  pilot 
rooms,  sanitary  and  checking  rooms,  emergency  rooms 
and  other  necessary  facilities.  A  contract  has  also 
been  awarded  to  fill  the  area  between  the  present 
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landing  field  and  Wood  Island,  which  will  enlarge  the 
field  to  the  extent  of  75  acres. 

Parking  spaces  are  being  arranged  for  in  the  rear 
of  the  proposed  hangars  to  accommodate  the  public. 
All  these  contracts,  with  the  exception  of  the  building 
contract,  are  to  be  completed  by  August  1. 

We  must  make  the  Boston  Airport  the  best  in  the 
country.  It  will  prove  of  inestimable  value  to  the 
commercial  development  of  the  Cityr  of  Boston. 

FIGHT  FOR  EQUALITY  IN  FREIGHT  RATES. 

The  matter  of  securing  for  the  Port  of  Boston 
an  equality  in  freight  rates  with  the  other  Atlantic 
ports  was  again  undertaken  by  the  city  government 
during  the  year.  The  Law  Department  was  directed 
to  appear  at  all  the  hearings  held  before  either  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  or  the  United 
States  Shipping  Board  and  the  Corporation  Counsel 
of  the  city  cooperated  to  the  fullest  extent  with 
the  Maritime  Association  of  the  Boston  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  which  has  done  valiant  work  in  this 
cause. 

Prior  to  the  war  our  port  had  no  complaint  to 
make  against  the  differential  in  railroad  rates  which 
favored  Baltimore,  Philadelphia  and  Norfolk  because 
of  the  fact  that  the  ocean  rate  from  Boston  to  the 
United  Kingdom  ports  was  lower  than  that  of  these 
ports  by  the  same  amount  which  favored  them  on 
land  by  reason  of  the  railroad  differential.  During 
the  war,  however,  this  ocean  differential  in  favor 
of  Boston  was  removed  by  the  Shipping  Board  and 
the  railroad  differential  in  favor  of  the  other  Atlantic 
ports  allowed  to  remain.  This  action  on  the  part 
of  the  Shipping  Board  resulted  in  serious  interference 
with  the  movement  of  certain  commodities,  espe¬ 
cially  grain,  through  the  port  of  Boston. 

I  have  been  deeply  interested  in  this  vital  question. 
I  have  spared  no  effort  in  the  last  three  years  to 
secure  from  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  a 
decision  eliminating  the  differentials  which  are  so 
unfair  and  so  damaging  to  the  port  of  Boston. 
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Upon  the  receipt  of  an  adverse  decision  from  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  the  Maritime  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  sought  from 
the  United  States  Shipping  Board  a  change  of  policy 
on  water  by  the  replacement  of  the  ocean  differential 
in  favor  of  Boston  and  a  reversion  to  the  pre-war 
basis  of  rates  which  resulted  in  making  an  equality 
of  through  rates  for  all  the  Atlantic  ports.  I  again 
made  available  the  forces  of  the  city  government  to 
aid  them  in  this  attempt.  Many  hearings  have  been 
held  and  up  to  this  time  no  verdict  has  been  received 
from  the  Shipping  Board  in  regard  to  the  ocean 
differential. 

With  the  equalization  of  port  freight  rates  Boston 
will  again  have  restored  to  her  the  commerce  which 
she  formerly  enjoyed.  We  have  fine  port  facilities,  a 
splendid  harbor  and  industrial,  commercial  and  bank¬ 
ing  interests  ready  to  give  to  Boston  the  proud  emi¬ 
nence  in  commerce  which  she  once  enjoyed  until  the 
port  differentials  destroyed  her  prestige  and  mini¬ 
mized  her  maritime  importance.  The  United  States 
government  must  recognize  the  unfairness  of  the 
present  situation. 

BOSTON  PORT  AUTHORITY  ESSENTIAL. 

The  port  of  Boston  ought  to  have  the  advice  of  a 
business  board  clothed  with  public  authority.  I 
believe  that  an  energetic  and  ever-watchful  local 
authority  would  be  in  a  better  position  to  combat 
such  unfairness  and  to  meet  all  future  attempts  to 
ruin  our  port.  Other  large  cities  in  this  country,  like 
New  York,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  New  Orleans 
and  Galveston,  have  local  municipal  port  authorities 
who  devote  their  entire  time  and  energy  to  the 
development  of  the  port. 

Such  a  port  authority  is  always  on  the  alert  to 
prevent  any  injustice  being  done  to  the  port  and  is 
able  to  advise  the  local  city  government  and  the  state 
government  as  to  what  is  necessary  and  essential  to 
keep  commerce  and  industry  thriving  in  the  port. 
They  are  by  experience  better  equipped  to  fight  the 
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battles  of  the  port  than  those  who  after  the  damage 
is  done  attempt  to  retrieve  the  loss.  I  believe  that 
some  sort  of  local  port  authority  should  be  established 
at  once,  and  I  intend  seeking  legislation  to  this  end. 

The  existence  of  such  a  port  authority  in  my 
opinion  would  have  made  unnecessary  my  fight  before 
the  Shipping  Board  to  secure  the  work  of  repairing 
the  U.S.S.  “ Triumph”  at  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard, 
which  succeeded  only  after  the  most  strenuous  efforts. 
A  real  live  port  authority,  consisting  of  men  well 
versed  in  conditions  of  the  port  and  the  commercial 
and  industrial  life  of  the  city,  would  take  care  of  all 
such  matters. 

CIVIC  AND  BUSINESS  ORGANIZATIONS  COOPERATE  IN  STREET 

TRAFFIC  STUDY. 

Among  the  major  problems  confronting  my  ad¬ 
ministration  none  seemed  more  insistent  than  that 
of  street  traffic  congestion.  Much  had  been  said 
on  this  subject,  various  estimates  had  been  made 
of  the  financial  and  economic  losses  involved,  but 
no  definite,  concerted  action  had  been  taken  to 
relieve  the  condition. 

Realizing  that  no  relief  was  possible  through  iso¬ 
lated  treatment  of  the  various  sources  of  congestion, 
I  appointed  a  committee,  in  December,  1926,  to 
conduct  a  thorough,  general  study  and  investigation 
of  the  entire  problem.  This  committee,  known  as 
the  Mayor’s  Street  Traffic  Advisory  Board,  included 
public  officials  and  representatives  of  civic  and  busi¬ 
ness  organizations  who  were  in  close  contact  with 
street  traffic. 

The  Board  recommended  that  the  services  of  the 
Albert  Russel  Erskine  Bureau  for  Street  Traffic 
Research,  of  Harvard  University,  be  enlisted.  Dr. 
Miller  McClintock,  director  of  the  Bureau,  agreed  to 
undertake  the  task  of  analyzing  the  situation  and 
recommending  relief  measures.  He  offered  the  services 
of  the  Bureau  gratuitously,  provided  the  city  govern¬ 
ment  appropriated  a  sufficient  sum  to  cover  the 
expenses  of  a  survey  of  general  traffic  conditions. 

An  appropriation  of  $25,000  was  voted  by  the 
City  Council,  and  Doctor  McClintock  organized  a 
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staff  to  conduct  the  survey.  A  comprehensive  sur¬ 
vey  of  conditions  in  this  city  was  undertaken  and 
consumed  more  than  a  year  of  investigation  and 
study.  The  assistance  given  by  railroad  companies, 
street  railway  companies,  civic  and  business  organi¬ 
zations  in  this  city  was  a  sufficient  demonstration 
of  the  importance  of  this  work. 

WORK  STARTS  ON  AUTOMATIC  TRAFFIC  SIGNAL  SYSTEM. 

As  a  result  of  this  survey  the  Board  submitted  to 
me  on  April  23,  1928,  a  report  of  Doctor  McClintock’s 
findings  and  conclusions  which  were  printed  in  the 
“Street  Traffic  Control  Problem  of  the  City  of 
Boston,”  a  bound  volume  of  450  pages,  copies  of 
which  were  sent  to  each  member  of  the  City  Council. 
You,  gentlemen,  must  have  been  impressed  by  the 
completeness  of  this  report.  It  was  ample  proof  in 
itself  of  the  vast  amount  of  study  which  was  involved 
in  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  report. 

Various  recommendations  were  made  in  this  traffic 
study.  The  outstanding  feature  was  a  recommenda¬ 
tion  that  a  remodeled  traffic  code  be  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners.  The  new  traffic 
rules  which  became  effective  on  October  8,  1928, 
resulted  from  this  recommendation. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the 
report  a  Traffic  Engineering  Division  was  established 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Street  Com¬ 
missioners  who  have  authority  by  law  to  regulate 
street  traffic  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Various  studies 
have  been  made  and  are  being  made  by  this  division 
since  its  establishment  in  June,  1928. 

Plans  and  specifications  have  been  completed  for 
the  installation  of  a  coordinated  automatic  traffic 
signal  system  in  the  central  business  district.  Pro¬ 
posals  for  the  installation  of  traffic  lights  on  Wash¬ 
ington  and  Tremont  streets  were  opened  today. 
This  installation,  which  is  known  as  Unit  1,  will  be 
installed  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  work  will  be  completed  during  the  late  summer. 

Plans  are  now  in  progress  for  the  installation  of 
traffic  signal  lights  on  various  other  main  arterial 
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highways  in  downtown  Boston  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  report. 

In  an  endeavor  to  assist  the  Police  Department, 
installation  of  traffic  signal  lights  is  being  planned  at 
various  suburban  intersections  where  traffic  officers 
may  be  relieved  for  other  duties. 

ESTABLISH  COMMISSION  FOR  STREET  TRAFFIC  CONTROL. 

During  the  pre-Christmas  rush  traffic  lanes  were 
established  on  Washington  street  in  the  central  retail 
district,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of 
the  report  and  proved  to  be  very  effective  in  regulat¬ 
ing  the  traffic  flo\Y  without  diverting  the  vehicular 
traffic  from  Washington  street  as  was  formerly  the 
custom.  The  recommendations  of  the  Traffic  Board 
are  being  carried  out  at  Governor  square  and  various 
other  intersections  where  relief  measures  have  been 
proposed. 

In  1908  by  a  legislative  act  the  authority  to  regu¬ 
late  street  traffic  was  transferred  from  the  city  legis¬ 
lative  body  to  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners. 
During  the  past  twenty  years  our  street  traffic  problem 
has  become  so  complex  and  acute  that  I  feel  it  is 
necessary  to  recommend  a  change  in  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  this  problem. 

It  is  necessary  to  have  legislative  assistance  in 
order  to  carry  out  this  change.  I  propose  to  intro¬ 
duce  a  bill  which  will  establish  a  traffic  commission 
for  the  City  of  Boston  to  consist  of  a  commissioner, 
who  shall  be  the  executive  and  administrative  head 
of  the  commission,  and  four  associate  commissioners. 
Under  the  provisions  of  the  proposed  bill  the  traffic 
commission  shall  have  sole  authority  to  regulate 
street  traffic  on  all  streets  and  parkways  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  shall  erect  and  maintain  all  traffic  signal 
devices,  signs  and  markings,  and  shall  have  general 
authority  over  all  matters  which  relate  directly  to 
street  traffic  control.  It  is  my  opinion  that  a  cen¬ 
tralized  authority  such  as  outlined  above  with  a 
representative  of  the  law-enforcing  body  in  direct 
contact  with  the  problems  of  traffic  law  establish¬ 
ment,  a  more  immediate  and  effective  relief  of 
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present  congestion  may  be  accomplished  and  all 
questions  of  legality  of  rules  and  overlapping  of 
powers  will  be  eliminated. 

RAPID  TRANSIT  EXTENSIONS  DEMANDED  WITH  ELEVATED 

REORGANIZATION. 

The  Rapid  Transit  Facilities  of  Metropolitan 
Boston  are  far  from  what  they  should  be.  Every¬ 
one  is  familiar  with  the  rundown  condition  of  the 
Elevated  when  it  was  taken  under  public  control 
in  1918.  During  the  past  ten  years  the  physical 
properties  of  the  Elevated  have  been  rehabilitated. 
In  the  ten  years  ending  December  31,  1927,  the  huge 
sum  of  $22,115,563.48  had  been  expended  from  the 
depreciation  account  by  the  public  trustees  and 
included  in  the  cost  of  service  to  the  car-rider  as 
against  $1,006,249.31  similarly  applied  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  ten  years.  The  time  has  come  for  a  change 
in  policy  and  the  car-riders  should  have  those  ade¬ 
quate  rapid  transit  facilities  to  which  residents  of 
this  community  are  entitled.  I  believe  that  neces¬ 
sary  rapid  transit  extensions  should  now  be  provided 
with  comparatively  slight,  if  any,  burden  on  the 
taxpayer. 

I  shall  urge  upon  the  Legislature  this  year  the 
construction  of  the  Huntington  Avenue  Subway,  the 
extension  to  Day  square  in  East  Boston,  the  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  Boylston  Street  Subway  to  Harvard  ave¬ 
nue,  with  the  necessary  extension  on  Beacon  street 
at  Governor  square,  and  the  extension  of  the  Elevated 
from  Forest  Hills  out  Hyde  Park  avenue  to  a  station 
near  Mt.  Hope  to  care  for  the  residents  of  Hyde 
Park,  and  thence  across  the  main  line  of  the  New 
Haven  Railroad  and  Washington  street  to  the  West 
Roxbury  Branch,  and  thence  along  the  West  Rox- 
bury  Branch  through  Roslindale  and  West  Roxbury 
to  Spring  street. 

This  is  a  large  program,  but  I  believe  that  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  Boston  are  entitled  to  the  improved  service 
which  these  extensions  will  bring  about. 

The  Dorchester  Rapid  Transit  Extension  is  now 
in  full  operation  to  Ashmont  and  the  extension  from 
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Ashmont  to  Mattapan  for  high  speed  trolleys  over 
private  rights  of  way  with  no  grade  crossings  is  being 
rapidly  constructed  and  will  be  in  operation  during 
the  present  }^ear. 

These  improvements  will  require  a  readjustment 
of  the  Elevated  financial  structure  by  the  Legislature. 
I  have  been  giving  my  wholehearted  cooperation  to 
the  Recess  Transit  Commission  created  by  the  last 
Legislature  and  I  am  extremely  hopeful  that  they 
may  present  a  solution  of  this  problem  to  which  we 
may  all  find  it  possible  to  lend  our  aid. 

THE  OBVIOUS  NEED  OF  CENTRAL  METROPOLITAN 

GOVERNMENT. 

There  is  a  want  of  effective  responsibility  and 
therefore  a  lack  of  resources  to  construct  the  public 
works  required  for  the  best  industrial  progress  of  a 
metropolitan  city  like  Greater  Boston.  Because  of 
this  want  of  effective  responsibility  problems  relating 
to  the  metropolitan  city  are  located  chiefly  in  various 
State  Boards,  such  as  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  in  the 
Municipal  Departments  of  the  City  of  Boston.  These 
various  agencies  get  along  together  remarkably  well, 
considering  an  absence  of  coherent  effort.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  they  are  deficient  in  the  driving  force  of  central¬ 
ized  control.  The  functions  of  the  metropolitan  city 
ought  not  to  be  state  functions;  they  ought  to  be 
metropolitan  functions  locally  directed.  They  would 
be  so  directed  but  for  our  inability  to  recognize  a 
compelling  common  interest  among  the  forty  cities 
and  towns  of  the  Metropolitan  District. 

It  is  idle  to  say  that  the  failure  of  the  port  of 
Boston  to  make  satisfactory  progress  does  not  hurt 
the  progress  of  the  entire  community.  An  injury  to 
commercial  Boston  injures  all  communities  around 
her.  Bad  traffic  conditions  in  one  part  of  the  greater 
city  make  other  traffic  conditions  bad.  Poor  health, 
fire  and  police  protection  in  any  of  the  forty  cities 
and  towns  surrounding  Boston  put  all  the  others  in 
jeopardy.  Poor  streets  in  one  municipality  tend  to 
cause  a  loss  throughout  all. 
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If  the  City  of  Boston  is  successful  her  success  is 
reflected  in  manifold  directions  throughout  the  larger 
community. 

METROPOLITAN  EXPANSION  OF  POPULATION  AND 

BUSINESS. 

The  forty  cities  and  towns  in  Greater  Boston 
have  today  a  far  closer  tie  than  ever  before. 
The  necessity  is  impressive  for  despatch  in  the  trans¬ 
action  of  business.  The  tide  of  commerce  flows 
throughout  the  avenues  of  the  greater  city.  There 
has  been  an  unmistakable  drift  of  population  from 
the  City  of  Boston  to  her  next-door  neighbors.  At 
the  suburban  termini  there  have  been  notable 
increases  in  population  and  in  valuation.  Prosperous 
industries  which  transact  their  affairs  in  the  City  of 
Boston  have  in  many  instances  their  plants  located 
just  outside.  Business  is  rapidly  expanding  from  the 
City  of  Boston  to  its  limits  and  beyond.  The  sharpest 
rise  in  population  percentages  is  on  the  outside  of 
the  circle.  All  of  this  shows  that  the  City  of  Boston 
is  growing  much  faster  than  indicated  by  statistics 
relating  merely  to  its  corporate  limits. 

Suburban  communities  too  are  thus  growing  busier 
and  more  populous.  There  exists  a  tendency  for  the 
business  to  spread  more  evenly  throughout  the  Met¬ 
ropolitan  District,  and  while  the  population  outside 
compares  with  that  inside  the  city  the  population 
outside  I  think  has  a  marked  tendency  toward  more 
rapid  growth.  The  valuations  inside  and  outside  are 
nearly  equal.  The  combined  valuations  inside  and 
outside  are  about  four  billions.  What  tremendous 
advantages  a  metropolitan  city  with  four  billion  dollars 
in  valuation  would  have  in  the  consummation  of  its 
public  work. 

OBSTACLES  TO  METROPOLITAN  IMPROVEMENTS  WITHOUT 

METROPOLITAN  CITY. 

Would  it  not  be  possible  to  talk  of  improved 
transit,  of  gigantic  thoroughfares,  of  great  tunnels 
and  other  vast  undertakings  for  immense  volumes  of 
business,  all  to  be  erected  with  an  ease  incomparable

to  the  difficulty  experienced  today  in  considering  the 
financial  obligations  necessary  to  be  incurred.  Con¬ 
sider  the  immeasurable  advantage  which  a  city  like 
New  York  has  over  the  City  of  Boston  in  obtaining 
money  for  her  public  undertakings.  With  about 
nine  times  the  population  of  the  City  of  Boston  the 
net  increase  in  valuations  in  the  city  of  New  York 
last  year  exceeded  those  of  the  City  of  Boston  by  100 
times.  New  York  can  build  anything.  The  City  of 
Boston  stands  in  perplexity  at  any  substantial  outlay 
of  money.  This  condition  gives  rise  to  one  official 
report  after  another  for  public  improvements,  hardly 
any  of  which  can  be  carried  to  successful  culmination. 
The  necessity  for  making  improvements  much  needed 
by  a  metropolitan  city  leads  us  into  long  discussions 
in  which  it  is  generally  agreed  that  the  City  of  Boston 
will  have  to  carry  most  or  all  of  the  necessary  burdens. 

I  hear  it  said  that  the  population  outside  of  the 
City  of  Boston  makes  the  valuations  high  inside  and 
therefore  allocates  the  burden  to  the  high  valuations. 
More  likely  is  it  that  the  population  and  resources  of 
the  City  of  Boston  continually  build  up  suburban 
values  and  nowadays,  with  the  expansion  of  all  business 
activities,  is  contributing  to  such  values  in  a  more 
substantial  manner  than  ever  before.  There  is  no 
greater  city  without  the  City  of  Boston.  If  there 
were  no  suburbs  outside,  the  City  of  Boston  would 
still  be  a  great  metropolis.  We  have  in  fact  a  metro¬ 
politan  city  restricted  and  hampered  by  its  form  in 
forty  different  administrative  jurisdictions.  Never¬ 
theless,  the  impulsion  to  do  things  in  a  big  way  seems 
likely  to  hasten  the  consciousness  of  a  metropolitan 
city  which  shall  have  an  administrative  system  more 
uniform  than  the  present  and  a  comprehensive  policy 
of  inaugurating  extensive  public  works  necessary  for  a 
metropolis  of  nearly  two  million  people  with  wealth 
amounting  to  four  billion  dollars.  Bostonians  wherever 
they  live  should  get  behind  Boston.

Sir, —  The  Board  of  Art  Commissioners  respectfully 
submits  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  De¬ 
cember  31,  1928. 

Maintenance  of  Works  of  Art. 

Under  the  law  creating  this  commission  it  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  care  and  custody  of  all  municipal  works 
of  art.  For  the  expenses  involved  in  such  care,  this 
commission  was  allowed  an  appropriation  of  $195 
during  the  past  year.  Removing  accumulations  of 
dirt  from  two  works  of  art,  the  Lincoln  Monument  in 
Park  square  and  the  Robert  Gould  Shaw  Monument 
on  Boston  Common,  cost  fifty-five  and  forty-five  dollars 
respectively.  The  destruction  of  one  of  the  stone  urns 
forming  part  of  the  Shaw  Monument  made  it  necessary 
to  have  a  new  urn  made,  at  a  cost  of  $427.  This  com¬ 
mission  was  therefore  forced  to  apply  to  your  Honor 
for  an  additional  appropriation.  The  commission  has 
asked  for  more  adequate  provision  for  the  maintenance 
of  works  of  art  in  its  budget  estimates  for  1929. 
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War  Memorial. 

This  commission  has  approved  a  War  Memorial 
tablet  by  the  Hennessey  Brass  Works  for  a  site  in  the 
Assembly  Hall  of  the  Mechanic  Arts  High  School. 

Works  of  Art  in  Schools. 

This  commission  has  approved  a  portrait  of  the  late 
headmaster,  Joshua  M.  Dill,  by  Mr.  Henneman,  for  a 
position  in  the  large  hall  of  the  John  A.  Andrew  School; 
also  a  portrait  of  Colonel  Charles  Lindbergh,  by 
Mr.  Barrett,  for  a  position  in  the  Julia  Ward  Howe 
School. 


Other  Paintings. 

The  two  old  portraits  of  former  Alderman  Martin 
Bates  and  his  wife,  Sarah  S.  Bates,  which  were  accepted 
last  year  as  a  gift  to  the  city,  have  been  placed,  with 
the  approval  of  this  commission,  in  the  Lecture  Hall 
of  the  Central  Library  building,  Boston  Public  Library. 

Tablet. 

A  bronze  tablet  by  the  T.  F.  McGann  Company, 
commemorating  Paul  Revere,  has  been  approved  by 
this  commission  for  a  site  at  the  new  Exchange  Trust 
Company  building  on  Washington  street. 


Relocating  Statue. 

This  commission  has  voted  to  move  the  Samuel 
Adams  Statue  from  Haymarket  square  and  relocate  it  in 
Faneuil  Hall  square,  facing  southerly  corner  of  Brattle 
and  Washington  streets.

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  381,  Acts  of  1905, 
amended  by  chapter  268,  Acts  of  1906,  and  chapter  521, 
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Acts  of  1907,  the  Board  of  Assessors  was  notified  by  the 
chairman  of  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commissioners  of 
the  amount  of  assessments  due  for  the  suppression  of 
gypsy  and  brown-tail  moths. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  duly  assessed  the  sum  of 
$7,227. 

Street  Railway  Assessments. 

Chapter  452,  General  Acts  of  1923,  provides  that  no 
commutation  or  excise  tax  assessed  under  provisions  of 
sections  62  and  65  of  chapter  63  of  the  General  Laws  shall 
be  imposed  or  assessed  during  the  years  1924  to  1928, 
inclusive. 

Chapter  358,  section  3,  Acts  of  1923,  also  provides: 
During  the  period  of  public  operation  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  159  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1918,  and  acts  in 
amendment  thereof  and  supplementary  thereto,  said 
company  shall  not  be  required  to  make  the  returns  nor 
shall  there  be  assessed  upon  or  paid  by  it  the  taxes 
required  by  sections  61  to  66,  inclusive,  of  chapter  63  of 
the  General  Laws. 

There  was  also  credited  to  the  City  of  Boston  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  the  sum  of  $172,597.35, 
being  the  city’s  share  of  franchise  tax  on  street  railways 
under  chapter  14  of  the  Revised  Laws.

through  Prescott,  Princeton,  Meridian,  Lexington  and  Border 
streets  to  the  division  line  between  the  property  now  or  late 
of  Alonzo  Crosby  heirs  and  the  property  now  or  late  of  Richard 
F.  Green  and  by  said  line  to  the  beginning. 

District  2. —  That  part  of  Ward  1  (East  Boston,  South, 
including  the  islands)  extending  from  junction  of  City  shore 
line  and  the  division  line  between  the  property  now  or  late  of 
Alonzo  Crosby  heirs  and  the  property  now  or  late  of  Richard 
F.  Green  (said  division  line  being  the  same  as  that  established 
by  the  Ordinances  of  1895)  to  Border  street;  thence  through 
Border,  Lexington,  Meridian,  Princeton  and  Prescott  streets 
(also  Prescott  street  extended)  to  the  location  of  Boston, 
Revere  Beach  &  Lynn  Railroad  and  through  same  to  Brooks 
street  or  the  line  thereof  extended;  thence  through  latter  to 
the  shore  line  and  by  said  line  to  the  beginning.  All  portions 
of  the  City  lying  on  the  outside  of  the  line  beyond  which  build¬ 
ing  or  wharfing  out  is  or  may  hereafter  be  legally  forbidden  or 
where  such  line  does  not  exist,  then  all  portions  lying  on  the 
outside  of  extreme  low  water  mark  and  including  all  islands  in 
Boston  harbor  within  city  limits  are  included  in  District  2 
except  Castle  Island.

TRUST  FUNDS. 
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BABCOCK  MUSIC  FUND. 

By  the  will  of  Archibald  Babcock,  who  died  August  10,  1862,  the  sum 
of  $3,000  was  bequeathed  to  the  City  of  Charlestown,  and  accepted  by  the 
City  Council  of  that  city,  November,  1862,  upon  the  conditions  and  for  the 
purposes  expressed  by  him  in  his  last  will  and  testament. 

“The  income  to  be  annually  expended  in  procuring  the  services  of 
musicians,  or  of  a  band  or  bands  of  musicians,  to  perform  in  public  in  the 
City  of  Charlestown,  within  its  present  limits,  free  to  all  citizens,  one 
half  of  said  income  to  be  annually  expended  in  procuring  musicians,  or 
band  or  bands  of  musicians,  to  play  on  or  near  the  small  common,  at  the 
‘Neck/  so  called,  at  the  corner  of  Main  and  Cambridge  streets,  preference 
to  be  given  to  citizens  of  Charlestown,  due  regard  being  had  as  to  ability 
and  quality.”

JAMES  PHINNEY  BAXTER  BEQUEST. 

By  the  will  of  James  Phinney  Baxter,  a  bequest  of  $50,000  was  made 
to  the  City  of  Boston,  $5,000  of  which  is  to  be  paid  to  the  city,  provided  it 
accept  the  bequest,  within  three  years  after  the  final  probate  of  the  will, 
which  was  July  19,  1921,  and  the  balance  of  $45,000  is  to  be  paid  by  the 
trustees  within  ten  years  of  the  final  probate  of  the  will  in  such  installments 
and  at  such  times  within  the  said  ten  years  as  the  trustees  may  determine. 
The  $50,000  is  to  accumulate  until  the  year  2020,  or  until  such  sum  accu¬ 
mulates  to  $1,000,000,  and  the  sum  is  then  to  be  used  for  a  suitable  building 
to  be  erected  in  the  City  of  Boston  to  commemorate  the  lives  and  deeds 
of  the  founders  of  New  England.  The  city  is  to  complete  the  building  in 
all  such  details  on  December  31,  2025.  The  bequest  was  accepted  by  the 
city  July  25,  1922.

BOSTON  RETIREMENT  SYSTEM  —  FUNDS. 

The  Boston  Retirement  System  was  established  on  February  1,  1923, 
under  the  authority  of  chapter  521  of  the  Acts  of  1922,  known  as  the 
Boston  Retirement  Act,  and  the  funds  thereby  created  are  the  Annuity 
Savings  Fund,  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  and  the  Retirement 
Reserve  Fund. 

The  care  of  the  funds  is  vested  in  a  retirement  Board,  consisting  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  ex  officio;  one  person  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,  and  one  person  appointed  by  the  other  two  members, 
who  must  be  a  member  of  the  retirement  system. 

The  Retirement  Board  is  “authorized  to  invest  the  funds  of  the  retire¬ 
ment  system  in  such  securities  as  are  allowed  for  investment  by  the  sinking 
fund  commissioners  of  the  City  of  Boston.” 

The  purpose  of  the  funds  is  to  provide  retirement  allowances  for  the 
superannuated  and  disabled  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  County 
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of  Suffolk  who  entered  membership  in  the  retirement  system.  Member¬ 
ship  was  optional  for  all  employees  in  service  on  February  1,  1923,  and  is 
compulsory  for  all  persons  entering  service  after  that  date.  Members 
reaching  the  age  of  sixty  are  retired  on  their  own  request  and  upon  attain¬ 
ing  the  age  of  seventy  retirement  is  compulsory.  With  certain  provisions 
members  who  are  under  age  sixty  may  be  retired  for  disability.  A  deduc¬ 
tion  of  four  per  cent  of  the  regular  compensation  of  all  members  is  made 
by  the  Treasurer  and  the  city  contributes  a  like  amount  so  that  upon 
retirement  the  disabled  or  superannuated  employees  receive  a  retirement 
allowance  which  is  made  up  of  an  annuity  based  on  their  accumulated 
deductions  and  a  pension  from  the  city.

A  gift  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  for  the  benefit  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  made  by  his  Honor  Mayor  John  F.  Fitzgerald,  and  accepted 
by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Franklin  Fund,  October  19,  1906,  to  be 
held  by  them  and  their  successors  under  the  following  conditions: 

1.  It  is  to  be  invested  and  reinvested  from  time  to  time  for  one  hun¬ 
dred  years  in  such  investment  as  men  of  prudence,  discretion  and  intelli¬ 
gence  invest  their  own  money,  having  due  regard  both  for  the  probable 
income  from,  and  the  probable  safety  of,  the  money  invested. 

2.  At  the  end  of  one  hundred  years  the  fund  then  accumulated  shall 
be  expended  by  the  managers  of  the  Franklin  Fund  or  their  successors 
for  some  public  purpose  of  use  to  the  citizens  of  Boston. 

3.  The  fund  shall  be  known  as  the  “Thomas  Fitzgerald  Fund,”  in 
honor  of  the  father  of  Mayor  John  F.  Fitzgerald,  and  the  gift  which  shall 
inure  to  the  City  of  Boston  at  the  end  of  the  period  of  one  hundred  years 
shall  have  the  same  name. 

This  fund  is  now  under  the  control  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Franklin 
Foundation,  in  accordance  with  authority  granted  by  the  Legislature  in 
1927.

FRANKLIN  FUND. 

•This  fund  has  resulted  from  a  bequest  of  £1,000  sterling  to  the  “Inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  Town  of  Boston  in  Massachusetts,”  made  by  Benjamin 
Franklin  in  a  codicil  to  his  will  (see  Suffolk  Probate  Records,  book  712, 
page  1).  The  said  codicil  provided  that  the  fund,  “if  accepted  by  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Boston,”  should  be  managed  “under  the 
direction  of  the  Select  Men  united  with  the  Ministers  of  the  oldest  Episco¬ 
palian,  Congregational  and  Presbyterian  Churches  in  that  Town,”  who 
were  to  loan  upon  certain  stated  conditions  portions  of  the  said  fund,  at 
5  per  cent  interest,  “to  such  young  married  artificers,  under  the  age  of 
25  years,  as  have  served  an  Apprenticeship  in  the  said  Town;  and  faith¬ 
fully  fulfilled  the  Duties  required  in  their  Indentures,  so  as  to  obtain 
a  good  moral  Character  from  at  least  two  respectable  Citizens,  who  are 
willing  to  become  their  Sureties  in  a  Bond.” 

The  fund  was  accepted  by  the  Town  at  a  Town  meeting  held  May  25, 
1790  (Franklin  having  died  April  17,  1790),  and  the  “Donation”  was 
paid  to  persons  acting  as  managers  in  1791. 

Franklin’s  codicil  provided  that  at  the  etid  of  100  years  the  managers 
should  reserve  31—131  of  the  amount  which  Franklin  estimated  would  have 
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accumulated  by  that  time,  this  amount  to  continue  “to  be  let  out  on 
interest  in  the  manner  above  directed  for  another  hundred  years, ”  and 
that  they  should  spend  100-131  of  the  fund  which  had  by  that  time  accumu¬ 
lated  “in  Public  Works  which  may  be  judged  of  most  general  utility  to 
the  inhabitants  such  as  Fortifications,  Bridges,  Aqueducts,  Public  Build¬ 
ings,  Baths,  Pavements  or  whatever  may  make  living  in  the  Town  more 
convenient  to  its  People  and  render  it  more  agreeable  to  strangers  resorting 
thither  for  Health  or  a  temporary  residence.” 

The  first  period  of  100  years  expired  May  2,  1891,  but  a  suit  brought 
by  the  heirs  of  Franklin  temporarily  prevented  the  expenditure  of  this 
portion  of  the  fund  for  the  purposes  specified,  and  it  was  not  until  January 
17,  1894,  that  the  treasurer  of  the  fund,  Mr.  Samuel  F.  McCleary,  by 
direction  of  the  ministers  of  the  three  churches  named  in  the  codicil  and 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Boston,  which  Board  had  been 
assumed  to  be  the  successors  of  the  “Select  Men,”  paid  to  the  City  Treas¬ 
urer  $329,300.48  (100-131  of  the  fund);  and  the  said  persons  voted  that 
this  amount  be  expended  “in  the  purchase  of  land  and  for  the  erection 
thereon  of  the  Franklin  Trades  School  and  for  the  equipment  of  the 
same.”  The  fund  was  not,  however,  expended  for  that  purpose,  certain 
suits  having  been  brought  to  have  the  courts  determine  who  were  in  fact 
managers  of  said  fund;  and  it  was  finally  decided  (see  Collins  vs.  Doyle, 
184  Mass.  373)  that  the  “selectmen  while  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties  as  managers  were  not  acting  as  public  officers  of  the  town,”  and  that 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  “did  not  become  their  successors 
as  managers  of  the  Franklin  Fund”;  and  by  virtue  of  a  final  decree  made 
by  Justice  William  C.  Loring  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  on  March  16, 
1904,  nine  persons  (of  whom  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is,  ex  officio,  one)  were 
appointed  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  ministers  of  the  three  churches 
as  managers  of  the  said  fund.  The  managers  are  the  rector  of  Christ 
Church,  the  ministers  of  the  First  Church  in  Boston  and  the  First  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  Malcolm  E.  Nichols,  Mayor  of  Boston  (ex  officio), 
Everett  Morss  ( President ),  James  J.  Phelan  (Vice  President),  Charles  E. 
Cotting  (Treasurer),  Rev.  Charles  E.  Park  (Secretary),  David  A.  Ellis, 
Charles  R.  Gow,  Louis  K.  Rourke,  J.  Frank  O’Hare  and  Henry  B.  Sawyer. 

From  the  accumulated  fund  there  has  been  expended  by  the  managers 
$429,091.64  on  account  of  the  construction  and  equipment  of  a  building 
at  the  corner  of  Appleton  and  Berkeley  streets,  known  as  the  Franklin 
Union,  and  containing  a  hall  capable  of  seating  1,000,  24  class-rooms  and 
6  draughting  rooms.  The  object  of  the  institution  is  to  afford  people 
working  at  a  trade  an  opportunity  to  increase  their  knowledge  and  improve 
their  condition.  The  land  on  which  the  building  stands  was  purchased 
by  the  City  of  Boston  for  $100,000. 

The  balance  of  the  fund,  which  was  retained  by  the  treasurer,  —  and 
which  the  codicil  provides  shall  remain  invested  until  1991,  when  it  will 
be  divided  between  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  in  the  proportion  specified  in  the  bequest, —  was,  at  the  request 
of  the  managers  of  the  fund,  turned  over  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  October 
20,  1904,  it  having  been  voted  by  the  managers  that  the  Treasurer  of  the 
City  of  Boston  for  the  time  being  act  as  the  treasurer  of  both  the  accu¬ 
mulated  and  the  accumulating  funds.

officers  who  have  died  while  in  the  service  of  the  city  or  from  the  effects 
of  injuries  received  in  the  execution  of  their  duty.

SCHOOL  TRUST  FUNDS. 

Bowdoin  Dorchester  School  Fund. —  On  March  1,  1797,  James 
Bowdoin,  of  Boston,  in  token  of  his  respect  and  esteem  for  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  town  of  Dorchester,  and  for  the  sum  of  5s.,  deeded  to  them 
and  to  their  successors  forever,  “for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  public 
schools  in  said  town,  a  certain  parcel  of  woodland.’ ’  The  sale  of  this 
estate  by  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  was  authorized  by  the  City 
Council  in  1889,  and  the  net  proceeds  paid  to  and  invested  by  the  City 
Treasurer  in  bonds  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  income  of  said  bonds  being 
expended  by  the  School  Committee  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  schools 
in  that  part  of  said  city  formerly  called  Dorchester. 

On  September  27,  1897,  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  gave  an 
opinion  that  the  schools  in  South  Boston  had  the  same  right  as  the  schools 
in  Dorchester  to  participate  in  the  benefits  of  this  fund,  and  since  that 
date  the  income  has  annually  been  expended  for  the  purchase  of  books 
and  other  supplies  for  the  schools  in  these  two  sections  of  the  city.

Charlestown  School  Trust  Fund. —  The  Legislature  of  Massachu¬ 
setts,  on  the  27th  of  March,  1793,  passed  an  act  to  incorporate  Richard 
Devens,  Nathaniel  Gorham,  Josiah  Bartlett,  Aaron  Putnam,  Joseph  Hurd, 
Nathaniel  Hawkins,  Seth  Wyman  and  their  successors,  Trustees  of  the 
Charlestown  Free  Schools.  On  the  18th  of  April,  the  same  year,  it  was 
“Voted  that  the  Town  Treasurer  deliver  to  Aaron  Putnam,  Esq.,  Treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Charlestown  Free  Schools,  all  the  money, 
bonds,  notes  of  hand,  etc.  (being  the  property  of  said  free  schools),  that 
now  are  or  may  come  into  his,  the  Town  Treasurer’s,  hand.” 

The  charter  of  the  City  of  Charlestown,  after  prescribing  the  manner 
of  electing  the  School  Committee,  provides  that  the  person  thus  chosen 
shall  have  “all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  liabili¬ 
ties  set  forth”  in  the  act  to  incorporate  certain  persons  under  the  name 
of  the  Trustees  of  Charlestown  Free  Schools.  The  Act  of  Annexation  to 
Boston  provided  for  the  continuance  of  this  corporation  in  the  members 
of  the  School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston  from  the  Charlestown 
District. 

By  chapter  53  of  the  Acts  of  1877,  the  School  Committee  was  incorpo¬ 
rated  and  authorized  to  receive  the  Charlestown  School  Trust  Fund,  to

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“manage  said  fund,  and  disburse  the  income  thereof  within  the  limits  of 
the  former  City  of  Charlestown,  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  instruments 
creating  said  trust.” 

The  School  Committee  elects  annually  one  of  its  members  as  treasurer 
of  the  corporation,  who  holds  in  trust  the  property  of  this  fund,  and 
expends  the  income  thereof  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  other  articles 
for  the  benefit  of  the  schools  situated  within  the  limits  of  the  former  City 
of  Charlestown.

—  Linus  B.  Comins  made  a  donation 
in  1855  of  $500  to  be  held  in  trust  by  the  Chairman  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  the  Mayor  of  the  city  and  the  Bresident  of  the  Common  Council 
who  are  constituted  ex  officiis  trustees  of  the  fund,  the  income  to  be  expended 
for  the  library  of  the  Comins  Grammar  School  for  girls  situated  in  the 
former  limits  of  the  town  of  Roxbury.  This  school  subsequently 
became  a  mixed  school  attended  both  by  girls  and  boys,  and  the  income 
of  the  fund  is  paid  annually  to  the  master  of  the  school,  and  by  him 
expended  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  donor.

By  an  order  of  the  City  Council,  dated  May  16,  1917,  the  bequest  was 
accepted  and  the  City  Treasurer  authorized  in  behalf  of  the  city  to  receive 
and  receipt  for  all  sums  received,  invest  and  reinvest  the  same,  the  income 
therefrom  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  School  Committee  to  be 
expended  for  the  purpose  named  in  the  bequest.

—  The  will  of  David  Devens,  who  died 
August  30,  1855,  contains  a  bequest  of  $1,000  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town  of  Charlestown,  “the  income  thereof  to  be  applied  in  the  discretion 
of  said  inhabitants,  or  by  such  officers  of  said  town  as  they  shall  authorize, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Infant  Schools  in  that  town,  and  of  the  children 
who  shall  attend  them.”  This  bequest  was  accepted  by  the  City  of 
Charlestown,  November  10,  1856,  and  the  income  is  now  paid  to  the 
Mayor  for  the  Hunt  Asylum  for  Destitute  Children,  formerly  the  Infants’ 
School  and  Children’s  Home  Association.

Eastburn  School  Fund. —  John  H.  Eastburn  bequeathed  in  his 
will,  proved  July  28,  1873,  the  sum  of  $10,000  ro  the  City  of  Boston,

poor  scholars  to  finish  their  education  by  pecuniary  assistance  in  the 
Normal  School  for  Females  in  said  City.”  This  bequest  was  received  by 
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the  Mayor  in  May,  1886,  and  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer,  who  was  author¬ 
ized  to  invest  the  same  in  City  of  Boston  bonds,  the  fund  thus  created 
to  be  known  as  “The  Eastburn  School  Fund”  and  the  income  thereof 
paid  to  the  School  Committee,  to  be  expended  by  it  for  the  purposes  set 
forth  in  the  will  of  the  testator. 

Under  regulations  adopted  by  the  School  Committee  the  income  of 
this  fund  is  now  paid  to  the  head  master  of  the  Normal  School,  and  ex¬ 
pended  by  him  with  the  approval  of  the  superintendent  for  the  benefit 
of  deserving  and  indigent  pupils  attending  the  Normal  School.

Franklin  Medal  Fund. —  The  will  of  Dr.  Benjamin  Franklin  con¬ 
tained  a  legacy  of  one  hundred  pounds  sterling  to  establish  a  fund,  the 
income  thereof  to  be  expended  in  silver  medals  as  honorary  rewards  to 
the  pupils  of  the  free  school  belonging  to  the  town  of  Boston.  In  1867 
these  medals  were  given  for  the  last  time  to  pupils  in  the  grammar  schools. 
They  are  now  given  only  to  graduates  of  the  Public  Latin,  English  High, 
Mechanic  Arts  High  Schools  and  the  High  School  of  Commerce.  At  the 
present  time  these  medals  are  awarded  annually  in  June  by  the  Board  of 
Superintendents,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  head  masters  of  these 
four  schools,  to  those  graduates  who  have  attained  high  rank  in  scholarship 
and  conduct.  From  twenty  to  twenty-five  medals  are  thus  distributed 
annually,  divided  proportionately  among  these  four  schools.

Gibson  School  Fund. —  Bequest  of  Christopher  Gibson,  who  pro¬ 
vided  by  will,  about  1674,  that  after  the  payment  of  legacies  and  debts 
his  executors  should  “purchase  some  estate  for  the  promotion  of  learning 
in  the  Town  of  Dorchester.”  The  surviving  executor,  Daniel  Preston, 
purchased  for  £104  twenty-six  acres  of  land  at  Smelt  Brook,  and  deeded 
the  same  February  6,  1693,  to  Enoch  Wiswell,  Samuel  Robinson,  John 
Tolman,  James  Bird  and  Increase  Sumner  as  Trustees,  and  to  their  suc¬ 
cessors  and  assigns,  for  the  “use  and  purpose,  benefit  and  behoof,  of  the 
schools  of  learning  in  the  town  of  Dorchester.”  Sales  of  this  land  have  been 
made  from  time  to  time,  and  the  part  now  held  consists  of  38,230  square 
feet  set  apart  as  a  site  for  the  Rochambeau  School  and  30,090  square  feet 
rented  to  the  Public  Works  Department.  The  proceeds  have  been  in¬

Hoffman  and  Minnie  Hoffman,  to  be  known  as  the  ‘‘Ensign  David  A. 
Hoffman  Memorial  Fund,”  to  be  held  in  trust  by  the  person  holding  the 
office  of  treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  who  is  hereby  appointed  as  trustee 
of  this  fund. 

The  trustee  shall  annually,  and  within  one  week  preceding  the  annual 
graduation  of  the  East  Boston  High  School,  pay  over  to  the  head  of  said 
High  School  hereinafter  known  as  Appointer,  the  annual  income  derived 
from  said  fund  and  present  to  a  certain  young  man  of  the  graduating  class 
to  assist  in  furthering  his  education,  who  is  preparing  to  enter  some  college 
or  university  and  who  in  the  opinion  of  said  Appointer  most  nearly  combines 
the  highest  attributes  of  an  all-round  man  in  studies,  athletic  ability  and 
morality.

PERMANENT  SCHOOL  PENSION  FUND. 

This  fund  was  established  under  authority  of  chapter  589  of  the  Acts 
of  1908,  as  amended  by  chapter  617  of  the  Acts  of  1910  and  chapter  304 
of  the  Special  Acts  of  1915  for  the  payment  of  pensions  to  the  members  of 
the  teaching  or  supervising  staff  of  the  public  day  schools  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

The  care  and  investment  of  said  fund  are  “vested  in  a  board  of  three 
trustees,  of  whom  one  shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Commis¬ 
sioners  of  Sinking  Funds  of  the  City  of  Boston,  ex  officio,  another  chosen 
by  the  School  Committee  and  the  third  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Teachers’  Retirement  Fund  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

“In  addition  to  the  amount  which  the  school  committee  is  now  author¬ 
ised  by  law  to  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  of  the  city 
and  for  other  purposes,  it  shall  annually  appropriate  for  the  purposes  con¬ 
templated  by  this  act,  and  in  the  same  manner  in  which  it  makes  appro¬ 
priations  for  other  school  purposes,  the  sum  of  seven  cents  upon  each  one 
thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation  on  which  the  appropriations  of  the  City 
Council  of  the  city  are  based,  and  shall  from  time  to  time  pay  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  permanent  pension  fund  such  portion  of  the  proceeds  of 
said  seven  cents  upon  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation  aforesaid 
as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  school  committee,  will  not  be  needed  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  pensions  to  teachers  during  that  year.”

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  TEACHERS’  RETIREMENT  FUND. 

This  fund  has  been  created  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter 
237  of  the  Acts  of  1900  and  in  charge  of  a  board  of  trustees  consisting  of 
the  superintendent  of  schools,  three  female  teachers,  three  male  teachers 
and  four  members  of  the  School  Committee. 

The  fund  is  for  the  purpose  of  providing  annuities  to  teachers  who  have 
retired  from  the  service  of  the  City  of  Boston  after  having  taught  a  certain 
length  of  time  in  the  day  schools  of  the  city,  and  who  have  contributed 
a  certain  sum  to  the  fund. 

Eighteen  dollars  per  year  is  deducted  by  the  City  Treasurer  from  the 
salaries  of  all  teachers  who  enter  the  service  of  the  city  after  the  passage 
of  the  Act  of  1900,  and  also  from  the  salaries  of  such  other  teachers  as 
have  voluntarily  elected  to  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  act. 

On  December  31,  1928,  four  thousand  five  teachers  were  contributing 
to  the  fund  at  the  rate  of  $18  per  year. 

On  December  31,  1928,  three  hundred  forty  teachers  were  receiving 
annuities  of  $10  per  month,  one  at  $6.67  per  month,  one  at  $6  per  month, 
three  at  $5  per  month,  one  at  $5.78  per  month  and  one  at  $4.44  per  month.

GEORGE  ROBERT  WHITE  FUND. 

Under  the  will  of  George  Robert  White,  dated  December  30,  1919, 
the  rest  and  residue  of  property  of  every  nature  was  devised  to  the  City 
of  Boston,  “the  same  to  be  held  as  a  permanent  charitable  trust  fund  to 
be  known  as  the  George  Robert  White  Fund,”  and  the  net  income  only 
to  be  used  for  creating  works  of  public  utility  and  beauty,  for  the  use  and 
enjoyment  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  of  Boston.

Ordered ,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  payable  during  the  finan¬ 
cial  year  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  January,  1928,  for  performing 
the  duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance, 
or  by  vote  of  the  City  Council  during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston 
or  County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  officers  thereof,  and  to  meet 
their  obligations  for  interest  on  debt,  sinking  fund  requirements  and 
maturing  debt  not  provided  for  by  sinking  fund,  the  respective  sums  of 
money  specified  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several  departments  and  for 
the  objects  and  purposes  hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  for  Water  Service  current  expenses 
and  the  payment  to  the  state  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488  of  the 
Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment  thereto,  and  for  the 
interest  and  debt  requirements  or  for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes,  be 
met  by  the  income  of  said  works  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes; 
that  the  appropriation  for  Printing  Department  be  met  by  the  depart¬

by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  any  statute,  gift, 
trust  or  special  appropriation,  and  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  payable  during  the  financial 
year  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  January,  1928,  for  performing  the 
duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance,  or 
by  vote  of  the  City  Council  during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston  or 
County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  officers  thereof,  and  to  meet 
their  obligations  for  interest  on  debt,  sinking  fund  requirements  and 
maturing  debt  not  provided  for  by  sinking  fund,  the  respective  sums  of 
money  specified  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several  departments  and  for  the 
objects  and  purposes  hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  hereinafter  specified  be  met  out  of 
the  money  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business  on  December 
31,  1928,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no  part  of  the  income  of 
the  city  but  shall  be  paid  for  services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  de¬ 
partment  or  division  for  any  other  department  or  division,  or  for  any  person 
or  corporation  other  than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general 
treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any  appropriation  be  ex¬ 
pended  for  the  objects  and  purposes  directed  by  the  several  contributors 
thereof.

Dear  Sir, —  In  accordance  with  section  20  of  chapter 
521  of  the  Acts  of  1922,  the  Boston  Retirement  Board 
respectfully  submits  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1928. 

The  Retirement  Board. 

The  Retirement  Board  is  composed  of  three  members, 
namely:  Wilfred  J.  Doyle,  City  Clerk,  appointed  by 
the  Mayor,  City  Treasurer  Frank  L.  Brier  ( ex  officio), 
and  J.  George  Herlihy,  Assistant  Business  Manager  of 
the  School  Committee,  elected  by  the  other  two  members. 
Mr.  Doyle  is  chairman  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Brier  is  treas¬ 
urer  and  Mr.  Herlihy  is  secretary. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Board,  under  the  law,  to  retire 
all  members  reaching  the  compulsory  age  limit  of  seventy 
years  and  members  who  have  attained  the  age  of  sixty 
who  apply  for  retirement.  They  also  pass  upon  the 
retirement  of  members  who  apply  for  retirement  for 
ordinary  or  accidental  disability  after  a  report  by  the 
Medical  Board  established  by  the  act.  The  Board  is 
authorized  and  has  the  responsibility  of  investing  the 
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funds  in  such  securities  as  are  allowed  for  investment  by 
the  Sinking  Funds  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
They  adopt  for  the  Retirement  System  the  necessary 
mortality  and  service  tables  as  experience  may  teach  to 
be  fair  and  equitable  and  certify  the  rates  of  contribu¬ 
tion  payable  by  the  City  of  Boston  under  the  provisions 
of  the  act  and  employ  such  actuarial,  clerical  and  other 
assistants  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  operation 
of  the  system. 

The  Medical  Board. 

The  Medical  Board  consists  of  three  members,  Dr. 
John  A.  Foley,  medical  practitioner,  Dr.  Robert  C. 
Cochrane,  surgeon,  and  Dr.  Arthur  W.  Fairbanks, 
neurologist.  The  members  of  this  Board  are  nominated 
by  the  Senior  Medical  Staff  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
and  are  appointed  by  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital. 

The  duties  of  the  Medical  Board  are  to  examine  as  to 
their  mental  and  physical  capacity  all  members  who  are 
under  consideration  for  ordinary  or  accidental  disability 
retirement  and  approve  or  disapprove  their  retirement, 
and  to  re-examine  all  such  retired  members  until  the  age 
of  sixty  is  reached.  The  result  of  this  re-examination 
is  reported  to  the  Retirement  Board,  and  if  the  disability 
is  no  longer  present,  the  retirement  allowance  ceases,  if 
the  member  was  retired  at  his  request,  and  if  the  mem¬ 
ber  was  retired  at  the  request  of  the  head  of  the  depart¬ 
ment,  the  member  returns  to  duty  at  the  same  rating 
and  salary  as  before  retirement.  Chapter  257  of  the 
Acts  of  1927  also  imposes  on  the  Medical  Board  the 
duty  of  re-examining  annually  all  firemen  pensioned  on 
account  of  disability  until  the  age  of  fifty-five  is  reached, 
reporting  to  the  Fire  Commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston  their  findings;  similarly  imposed,  by  Chapter  3 
of  1926,  is  the  duty  of  re-examining  all  pensioned  police¬ 
men  on  account  of  disability  until  the  age  of  fifty-five 
is  reached,  reporting  to  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the 
City  of  Boston  their  findings. 

The  office  force  appointed  by  the  Board  to  carry  out 
the  executive  and  general  work  necessary  in  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  system,  consists  of  an  executive  officer  and 
nine  other  employees.  Briefly  their  work  may  be  stated 
as  follows:  Receive  and  properly  record  all  applications 
for  membership,  post  from  pay  rolls  the  deductions  of 
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these  members  as  may  be  found  on  their  respective  pay 
rolls.  Prepare  service  records  for  all  members  who 
make  application  for  retirement.  Determine  service 
credits  and  dates  of  birth  for  actuarial  computation. 
Prepare  and  properly  execute  monthly  pay  roll  of  its 
retired  members  and  beneficiaries.  Assist  the  actuary 
in  his  preparation  of  mortality  and  service  tables  and 
in  the  actuarial  valuation  of  the  assets  and  liabilities 
of  the  system.  General  correspondence  notifying  mem¬ 
bers  of  their  retirement  and  also  of  their  final  allowances. 
As  there  is  an  average  net  increase  of  500  new  members 
yearly  and  an  addition  of  125  yearly  to  the  pay  roll  of 
retired  members,  the  work  of  the  organization  increases 
in  proportion. 

Membership  of  the  System. 

Active  Membership. 

The  membership  of  the  system  consists  of  those 
employees  who  joined  during  the  first  year  of  the  opera¬ 
tion  and  who,  therefore,  are  entitled  to  credit  for  services 
rendered  prior  to  February  1,  1923. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  members 
and  their  annual  compensation  as  of  December  31,  1928.

During  the  year  the  Board  retired  163  members  from 
active  service,  at  a  cost  to  the  Retirement  System  of 
$104,944.07,  of  this  number  144  were  service  retire¬ 
ments,  6  were  for  accidental  disability,  12  were  for 
ordinary  disability.  During  the  year  one  of  the  active 
members  met  death  by  accident  in  the  performance  of 
duty,  automatically  incurring  a  liability  of  $850  annually 
against  the  system,  one  half  of  the  actual  compensation 
received  during  the  year  immediately  preceding  the 
date  of  the  accident  being  allowed  to  be  paid  to  his 
beneficiary  until  death. 

During  the  year  there  were  admitted  to  membership 
1,226  new  employees.  The  number  of  withdrawals  from 
service  were  569,  122  due  to  deaths,  408  resignations 
and  39  resulting  from  errors.  The  amount  of  cash 
refunded  as  a  result  of  these  withdrawals  was  $70,658.80. 
The  cost  of  administering  the  system  for  1928,  which  is 
borne  by  the  city,  was  $28,478  which  is  about  seven- 
tenths  of  1  per  cent  of  the  payments  for  the  year.

Building  Operations. 

A  grand  total  of  $64,440,211  represents  the  cost  of 
building  operations  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1928. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  circumstances  govern¬ 
ing  all  lines  of  endeavor  in  the  business  world,  the 
building  industry  has  kept  pace  with  its  record  of  the 
previous  year,  when  conditions  and  the  outlook  were 
more  favorable. 

The  most  notable  feature  of  this  year  was  the  passage 
of  chapter  137,  Acts  of  1928,  which  is  an  amendment 
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to  section  18,  chapter  550,  Acts  of  1907,  providing 
for  buildings  in  excess  of  155  feet  in  height  designed  in 
what  might  be  termed  pyramidal  form. 

As  yet  few  realize  to  what  extent  this  type  of  building 
benefits  not  only  the  investor  and  the  occupants  but 
also  the  city  itself.  There  are,  at  the  time  of  this 
report,  two  buildings  designed  under  this  law,  for  which 
applications  have  been  filed  for  permits  to  build  at  a 
cost  aggregating  $6,500,000,  one  of  which  is  now  in 
process  of  construction.  The  late  filing  of  these  ap¬ 
plications  and  an  increasing  knowledge  of  benefits  to 
be  derived  from  this  law,  presages  a  greater  advance 
for  the  ensuing  year  in  the  adoption  of  this  type  of 
building  for  business  purposes. 

The  passage  of  this  law  permitting  additional  height 
of  certain  buildings  has  brought  many  new  problems  to 
the  department,  in  the  installation  of  plumbing  and 
in  providing  proper  equipment  to  supply  sufficient 
water  from  the  city  mains  for  domestic  and  fire  service. 

The  plumbing  division  has  formulated  rules  to  govern 
the  size  and  installation  of  drain,  soil  and  vent  pipes  in 
these  higher  buildings  which  are  consistent  with  the 
best  known  plumbing  practice. 

During  this  year,  twelve  materials  and  types  of 
construction  have  been  approved  for  use  in  Boston 
after  satisfactory  tests  in  accordance  with  provisions 
of  section  8  of  the  Building  Law.  Among  these  twelve 
types  of  construction  are  three  for  electric  welding  of 
connections  of  steel  members;  two  types  of  steel  stair¬ 
ways  and  one  type  of  open  truss  steel  joist.  This  ap¬ 
proval  of  welded  connections  in  steel  structures  is  the 
entering  wedge  for  a  method  df  connecting  steel  which 
may  be  very  extensively  used  in  the  near  future. 

By  a  careful  observation  df  plans  and  applications 
when  filed  at  desk,  on  which  estimated  costs  of  buildings 
are  given,  such  estimates  have  been  increased  by  con¬ 
siderably  over  $1,000,000,  thereby  increasing  the  fees 
for  same  paid  to  department  to  the  extent  of  over  $1,000. 

This  has  been  an  unusual  year  in  that  the  bulk  of 
the  work,  which  ordinarily  comes  in  the  spring,  came  in 
July.  A  grand  total  of  $64,440,211  represents  the  opera¬ 
tions  for  the  year,  of  which  there  was  $55,445,025 
represented  by  9,278  applications  for  new  buildings 
and  alterations;  and  other  applications  to  the  number  of 
17,600  totaling  $8,995,186,  making  the  grand  total 
as  above  stated. 
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There  was  a  considerable  amount  of  new  housing 
construction  included  in  the  above,  there  being  2,159 
applications  (196  more  than  the  preceding  year,  of 
which  100  were  for  one-family  dwellings)  totaling 
$26,867,550. 

We  therefore  hear  no  more  about  the  acute  housing 
situation  which  was  so  much  to  the  fore  a  few  years 
ago,  and  the  consensus  of  opinion  today  is,  that  this 
condition  has  been  completely  remedied,  as  the  con¬ 
struction  of  dwelling  accommodations  has  been  on  the 
increase  and  constitutes  a  large  part  of  the  building 
program. 

Also  included  in  the  above  are  the  new  office,  com¬ 
mercial  and  industrial  buildings,  206  applications  totaling 
$16>231, 865.00.

Notable  in  the  year’s  work  has  been  the  North  Station, 
lately  completed;  in  addition,  its  adjuncts,  the  Terminal 
Building  and  Hotel,  now  under  construction,  involve 
two  million  dollars  more. 

The  advance  in  business  toward  the  Back  Bay  is 
noted,  where  on  Newbury  street  upward  of  two  million 
dollars  have  been  expended  on  buildings. 

The  number  of  apartment  buildings  of  the  medium 
and  better  class  erected  and  in  process  of  erection 
involves  the  expenditure  of  seven  and  one-half  millions 
of  dollars.  Two  hundred  odd  small  private  and  com¬ 
munity  garage  permits  have  been  granted,  amounting 
to  approximately  $250,000.  Public  garage  permits 
amounting  to  $1,000,, 000  and  the  many  other  varied 
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projects  have  resulted  in  a  very  successful  year,  taking 
all  things  into  consideration. 

The  balance  of  the  building  program  is  included  in 
minor  classifications  such  as  hospitals,  dormitories, 
lodgings,  theater  and  moving-picture  houses  and  school- 
houses. 

The  Building  Department  has  no  control  or  jurisdic¬ 
tion  over  the  erection  or  alteration  of  buildings  of  the 
United  States  Government,  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  the  County  of  Suffolk,  railroads,  elevated 
and  subway  structures  and  stations,  buildings  in  public 
parks  and  public  school  buildings  of  the  city,  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  which  these  are  not  included  in  our 
reports. 

The  building  industry  in  the  city,  judging  from  past 
experiences  and  previous  records  and  reports,  is  in  a 
sound  and  healthful  condition  and  the  coming  months 
in  the  new  year  may  be  expected  to  result  in  an  in¬ 
creasing  volume  of  business. 

The  264  theaters,  moving-picture  houses  and  public 
halls  have  been  inspected  as  required  by  law. 

More  frequent  inspections  of  the  moving-picture 
houses  where  continuous  performances  are  given  are 
now  required,  to  guard  against  the  overcrowding  of  the 
lobbies,  passageways  and  aisles  by  the  patrons  waiting 
for  seats. 

Considerable  discretion  had  to  be  exercised  at  the 
Christmas  season,  as  owners  and  managers  wished  to 
decorate  their  houses  and  lobbies  with  laurel  or  other 
decorative  emblems.  As  most  of  this  material  is  of 
an  inflammable  nature  when  becoming  thoroughly  dry, 
all  such  requests  were  refused  except  such  display  on 
outside  of  buildings.  Frequent  inspections  were  made 
of  the  department  stores  during  the  week  preceding 
Christmas,  to  prevent  the  placing  of  small  tables  with 
display  of  goods  in  aisles  or  other  places  leading  to 
exits. 

The  continued  cooperation  of  the  Licensing  Board 
with  this  department  is  producing  fine  results,  as  is 
evidenced  by  the  more  than  1,500  requests  from  that 
board  having  been  attended  to. 

The  Fire,  Health  and  other  city  departments  con¬ 
tinue  to  send  timely  information  pertaining  to  egress  and 
other  matters  which  are  given  attention  and  the  viola¬ 
tions  rectified. 
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While  owners  are  legally  required  to  maintain  fire 
escapes  in  such  condition  as  not  to  become  dangerous, 
accidents  caused  by  their  giving  way  owing  to  rusted 
condition  do  occur  periodically,  and  an  endeavor  is  also 
made  to  re-examine  such  escapes  in  sections  of  the 
city  where  the  buildings  house  many  people. 

Automatic  sprinkler  protection  is  based  on  the  fact 
that  nearly  all  fires  have  a  small  beginning  and  this 
protection  should  be  so  installed  that  possible  fire  of 
larger  proportion  may  be  controlled  at  the  start.  This 
requires  that  this  class  of  work  be  properly  designed, 
carefully  supervised  and  frequently  inspected  after 
installation. 

Standpipe  systems  for  use  by  the  Fire  Department 
and  occupants  are  also  under  like  supervision  and 
inspection. 

There  are  quite  a  number  of  buildings  at  a  height 
above  that  at  which  water  may  be  supplied.  Automatic 
pumping  equipment  has  been  designed  which  is  con¬ 
trolled  by  the  pressure  in  the  piping  system.  Each 
installation  having  engineering  difficulties  peculiar  to 
itself  requires  a  great  amount  of  study.  Plans  of  the 
proposed  building  are  examined,  probable  water  con¬ 
sumption  estimated,  and  on  this  basis  the  pressure 
required,  size  and  capacity  of  pumps,  tanks,  etc.,  are 
determined.  When  feasible,  standpipe  lines  are  carried 
up  as  the  construction  of  the  building  progresses  and  are 
equipped  for  use  by  the  Fire  Department  and  by  the 
workmen  employed  thereon. 

The  electric  control  panel  used  for  the  regulation  of 
the  operation  of  pumping  equipments  has  been  installed 
in  the  following  buildings  and  is  giving  unfailing  service 
and  complete  satisfaction:

The  Zoning  Law  has  been  satisfactorily  administered 
by  the  department. 
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Some  changes  have  been  made  by  the  Zoning  Board 
and  the  Board  of  Appeal  from  65  and  80  foot  districts  to 
155-foot  district,  resulting  in  the  following  erections  and 
contemplated  ones: 

Sears,  Roebuck  Building,  estimated  cost,  $2,500,000. 

Ritz-Carlton  Hotel,  estimated  cost,  $1,000,000. 

Cottage  Farm  Bridge  Hotel  (not  started),  estimated  cost, 
$5,000,000. 

Boston  University,  Commonwealth  avenue,  Bay  State  road, 
Chilmark  street,  several  millions  in  group  buildings  (not 
started). 

Among  other  applications  for  change  of  zone  which 
were  refused  by  the  Zoning  Adjustment  Board  are 

Embankment  road,  Cambridge  and  Pinckney  streets,  esti¬ 
mated,  $5,000,000; 

Durant,  Inc.,  Huntington  avenue  and  Forsyth  street,  esti¬ 
mated,  $2,500,000; 

J.  Sumner  Draper  et  al.,  Commonwealth  avenue,  Gaffney  and 
St.  Paul  streets,  estimated  costs  not  available; 

showing  the  general  trend  of  buildings  of  a  type  that 
must  be  looked  for  in  the  near  future. 

It  is  vastly  important  that  the  language  of  the  Zoning 
Law  be  clarified  in  cases  where  several  meanings  can  be 
construed,  and  to  amend  the  law  to  protect  the  person 
investing  his  money  in  property,  as  well  as  the  citizen 
who  has  no  property,  yet  has  a  right  under  the  present 
law  to  cause  an  investor  unnecessary  trouble  and  con¬ 
siderable  expense  without  any  chance  for  recompense. 

The  outstanding  achievement  of  the  Plumbing  Division 
for  the  year  has  been  the  more  vigorous  enforcement  of 
the  law  relating  to  roof  water  and  the  adoption  of  better 
methods  for  disposing  of  same.  This  was  brought 
about  by  the  increasing  number  of  complaints  of  water 
and  dampness  in  cellars  and  basements  caused  by  the 
discharge  of  roof  water  leaders  on  the  surface  or  into 
improperly  constructed  and  located  “dry  wells. ” 

After  consultation  with  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment,  it  was  decided  to  insist  that  the  roof  water  leaders 
of  all  buildings  within  the  so-called  separate  system  area, 
be  connected  with  the  surface  drain,  where  such  drain 
was  provided,  or  with  the  sewer  when  there  was  no  sur¬ 
face  drain. 

The  use  of  “dry  wells”  has  been  prohibited  except  in 
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special  cases  and  then  only  when  the  soil  is  of  such  a 
nature  as  to  allow  proper  drainage.  While  this  may 
slightly  increase  the  cost  of  a  plumbing  job  it  is  money 
well  spent,  thereby  preventing  the  possibility  of  roof 
water  getting  into  cellars,  creating  a  more  sanitary  and 
healthful  condition. 

The  Gasfitting  Division  has  met  a  new  problem 
during  the  past  year  in  the  increasing  use  of  gas  operated 
appliances  for  house  heating  and  for  large  industrial 
plants. 

An  early  inspection  of  buildings  where  gas  is  being 
installed  for  central  heating  plants  and  large  manufactur¬ 
ing  buildings  has  made  it  necessary  to  devise  a  new 
form  of  application  blank  to  cover  work  of  this  nature, 
resulting  in  a  better  cooperation  between  the  contractor 
and  inspector  in  providing  the  necessary  requirements 
for  safety. 

The  work  of  the  Elevator  Division  in  general  con¬ 
sists  of  the  enforcement  of  the  Elevator  and  Escalator 
Regulations  of  Massachusetts,  which  took  effect  in 
1914.  The  major  work  is  the  application  of  section  64 
of  the  statutory  provision  which  requires  that  “all 
elevators  shall  be  inspected  and  a  test  of  their  safety 
be  made  at  least  once  a  year.” 

The  inspectors  test  approximately  3,000  elevators 
annually.  Other  work  includes  granting  of  operators* 
licenses,  examinations  of  shaftways,  accident  examina¬ 
tions,  complaints,  and  conferences  with  owners  and 
lessees  on  alterations. 

When  the  law  was  enacted  there  was  a  force  of  two 
inspectors;  at  present  there  are  eleven  inspectors,  one 
night  inspector,  and  one  supervisor.  One  of  the  inspec¬ 
tors  has  been  appointed  within  the  year.  It  is  very 
apparent  that  with  the  present  force  all  elevators  can¬ 
not  be  tested  each  year  as  prescribed  by  law. 

Within  the  last  year  the  work  of  installing  new 
safety  devices  on  the  thirty-seven  escalators  in  the  city 
has  progressed  rapidly  and  at  present  there  are  only 
three  such  remaining  to  be  installed.  Obsolete  cross¬ 
head  safeties  are  being  removed  on  old  elevators,  with 
corresponding  increase  of  safety. 

The  interlocking  platform  type  of  control  on  push¬ 
button  elevators  has  been  discontinued  by  order  of  the 
department,  due  to  accidents  and  because  of  the  possible 
danger  involved,  especially  in  apartment  houses  where 
there  are  children. 
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Constant  inspection  is  maintained  on  all  new  types 
of  devices,  and  approval  is  given  only  after  full  con¬ 
sideration  of  all  details  involved,  from  the  viewpoint 
of  safety  and  durability. 

The  division  in  charge  of  dilapidated  and  unsafe 
buildings  has  by  a  careful  survey  of  conditions  had 
many  such  buildings  and  fire  menaces  removed.  In 
this  connection  the  department  has  had  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  the  Police  Department  by  having,  when  necessary, 
an  officer  on  duty  to  prevent  children  coming  into  too 
close  proximity  or  entering  while  building  is  in  process 
of  demolition.  A  difficulty  that  must  be  met  and  over¬ 
come  in  regard  to  dilapidated  buildings  is  the  finding 
of  correct  ownerships  so  that  needless  delay  in  serving 
notice  of  complaint  may  be  avoided.  In  some  instances, 
when  every  means  of  locating  the  owner  has  been 
exhausted,  it  has  been  necessary  to  tack  the  service  of 
complaint  on  the  building.  Every  care  is  taken  to 
safeguard  the  interests  of  both  the  owner  and  the  public 
in  the  taking  down  of  all  buildings.

The  purpose  of  this  is  to  have  the  Law  Department’s 
representative  endeavor  to  arrange  for  a  conference  at 
the  Building  Department  between  the  violator,  the 
building  inspector  and  the  Building  Commissioner,  the 
purpose  being  to  aid  the  person  against  whom  the  com¬ 
plaint  is  made  by  showing  him  what  is  necessary  to  be 
done  to  have  the  complaint  against  him  closed.

Dear  Sir, —  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  8,  chapter  550,  Acts  of  1907,  as  amended,  we 
submit  herewith  a  summary  of  the  decisions  of  the 
Board  of  Appeal  rendered  during  the  period  between 
January  1  to  December  31,  1928. 

The  Board  has  been  in  consultation  on  several  occa¬ 
sions  with  a  Special  Committee  on  the  Zoning  Law, 
which  met  in  the  office  of  the  City  Planning  Board  in 
reference  to  suggestive  changes  and  amendments.  These 
recommendations  were  embodied  in  a  report,  which, 
after  careful  consideration,  have  been  presented  through 
the  City  Law  Department  to  the  present  Legislature. 

Further,  the  Board  indorses  the  action  of  the  Building 
Commissioner  in  regard  to  certain  amendments  now 
before  the  Legislature,  which,  if  passed,  would,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board,  simplify  the  operation  of  the  law 
and  prove  a  saving  to  the  city  as  well  as  a  benefit  to  the 
community.

In  re  Building  Law  —  chapter  550,  Acts  of  1907,  as 
amended : 

Violation  of  Section  9. —  Converting  two-family  houses 
into  three,  in  the  fire  limits.  It  appeared  at  the  hearing 
that  the  appellant  had  a  two-family  house  that  had  been 
erected  about  twenty-five  years;  at  the  time  of  its 
erection,  the  appellant  could  have  legally  erected  a 
three-family  house,  but  at  that  time  there  was  a  demand 
for  apartments  of  nine  rooms.  The  appellant  contended 
that  there  was  no  longer  a  call  for  large  apartments  and 
he  was  unable  to  lease  same;  that  during  the  period 
of  1922  to  1925  A.  D.,  section  9  of  the  Building  Law 
permitted  two-family  houses  to  be  altered  or  enlarged 
into  three-family  houses  and  that  there  would  be  no 
more  fire  hazard  at  this  time  than  during  that  period. 
The  Board  was  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  a  mani¬ 
fest  injustice  to  refuse  the  appellant  a  permit  in  view 
of  the  character  of  the  alteration,  and  sustained  the 
appeal  as  set  forth  in  full  in  decision  on  file.  There 
were  five  similar  cases  except  in  one  case  the  appellant 
desired  to  convert  a  three-family  house  into  a  five-family 
house. 

Violation  of  Section  9. —  Dining  cars  of  steel  with 
interior  wood  construction.  There  were  three  instances 
where  the  appellant  desired  to  erect  a  portable  steel 
building  on  leased  land.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
appellant  could  be  ordered  to  vacate  at  a  thirty  days’ 
notice,  and  the  further  fact  that  the  proposed  car  was 
not  objectionable  in  the  proposed  location  (the  car 
itself  being  of  a  high  type  of  mechanical  efficiency),  the 
Board  was  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  a  manifest 
injustice  to  refuse  the  appellant  a  permit,  and  in  each 
instance  sustained  the  appeal  as  set  forth  in  full  in 
decisions.  The  Board  also  granted  an  extension  of  time 
to  an  existing  dining  car  for  a  further  period  of  two 
years  before  compelling  its  removal. 
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Violation  of  Section  9. —  Extension  of  wood  in  the  fire 
limits.  There  were  four  instances  where  the  appellant 
desired  to  make  an  addition  of  third-class  construction 
to  an  existing  wooden  dwelling  in  order  to  improve 
living  conditions.  The  proposed  alteration  always 
included  the  reduction  of  the  existing  fire  hazard  and  in 
each  instance  the  spirit  of  the  law  was  maintained.  In 
each  instance  the  Board  believed  that  it  would  be  a 
manifest  injustice  to  refuse  the  appellant  and  sustained 
the  appeal  as  set  forth  in  full  in  decisions  on  file.  In 
two  other  instances,  the  appellant  wanted  a  temporary 
shelter  from  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  in  connection 
with  a  convention,  and  which  was  to  be  removed  in  a 
month;  these  the  Board  also  sustained. 

Violation  of  Section  IS. —  Extension  of  third-class 
buildings  for  mercantile  purposes.  There  were  four 
instances  where  the  appellant  desired  to  alter  his  building 
by  adding  a  sm.all  extension  for  the  effective  conduct  of 
his  business.  In  three  of  the  instances,  the  proposed 
extension  was  of  brick  and  the  appellant  proposed  to 
fire-protect  same  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  35,  applying  to  second-class  buildings.  The 
Board  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  spirit  of  the  law  was 
maintained  and  sustained  the  appeals  as  set  forth  in 
full  in  decisions  on  file. 

Violation  of  Section  13. —  Moving  building  in  fire 
limits.  There  were  two  instances  where  the  appellant 
desired  to  move  building  either  to  adjoining  lot  or  across 
the  street,  due  to  the  fact  that  premises  on  which  building 
stood  was  to  be  used  for  other  purposes.  In  each  in¬ 
stance  the  Board  viewed  the  premises  and  found  the 
building  to  be  of  third-class  construction,  a  single  family 
house  and  one  that  could  be  erected  on  the  proposed  new 
location  legally;  and  also  that  the  structure  was  in 
excellent  condition.  The  Board  was  of  the  opinion  that 
the  violation  was  a  technical  one,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
a  new  structure  of  the  exact  same  type  as  the  appellant 
proposed  moving  could  be  legally  erected  on  the  pro¬ 
posed  site  and  believed  that  it  would  be  a  manifest  injus¬ 
tice  to  refuse  the  appellant  a  permit.  The  Board  sus¬ 
tained  the  two  appeals  as  set  forth  in  full  in  decisions  on 
file. 

Violation  of  Section  17. —  Building  exceeds  3,500 
square  feet  in  area:  first  floor  and  basement  stories 
required  to  be  of  first-class  construction.  It  appeared 
at  the  hearing  that  the  appellant  proposed  to  wire-lath

and  cement  plaster  the  entire  building  throughout,  in¬ 
stead  of  putting  in  a  first-floor  and  basement  of  first-class 
construction.  Were  the  appellant  in  a  residential  zone 
permitting  buildings  to  be  erected  to  a  height  of  65  feet 
and  five  stories  in  height  (instead  of  a  zone  permitting 
a  height  of  but  40  feet)  he  could  erect  his  building  legally 
and  not  have  as  fireproofed  a  building  as  he  proposes. 
The  Board  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  appellant  had 
complied  with  the  spirit  of  the  law,  and  believed  that  it 
would  be  a  manifest  injustice  to  refuse  the  appellant  a 
permit,  and  sustained  the  appeal  with  the  proviso,  “that 
the  building  in  question  be  metal  wire-lathed  and  cement 
plastered  throughout  and  provided  with  metal  covered 
doors.”  There  were  five  similar  cases  all  of  which  are 
on  file  in  this  office. 

Violation  of  Section  17. —  Changing  finished  grades 
surrounding  building,  thus  creating  a  six-story  building. 
It  appeared  when  the  building  was  practically  completed, 
the  Park  Department  (which  has  jurisdiction  over  all 
buildings  erected  on  the  parkways  in  Boston)  ordered 
that  the  grade  surrounding  appellant’s  building  be 
lowered,  thus  making  the  basement  story  entirely  out  of 
ground  instead  of  50  per  cent  below  same.  In  view  of 
the  circumstances  surrounding  these  three  particular 
cases,  the  Board  was  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  a 
manifest  injustice  to  compel  the  appellant  to  conform  to 
the  letter  of  the  law  and  sustained  the  appeals  as  set 
forth  in  full  in  decisions  on  file. 

Violation  of  Section  35,  Paragraph  4. — -  Bricknogging 
and  wire  lath  and  plastering  around  stairways.  It 
appeared  that  the  appellant  desired  to  convert  big,  old- 
fashioned  houses  (that  had  outlived  their  usefulness) 
into  small  apartments  of  three  or  four  rooms  each.  On 
account  of  the  expense,  the  appellant  desired  to  omit  the 
fireproofing  around  the  front  main  stairs,  as  he  would 
have  to  destroy  existing  fine  partitions.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  building,  when  altered,  was  to  be  occupied 
by  only  one  half  as  many  people  as  previously,  it  believed 
that  the  spirit  of  the  law  had  been  complied  with  in  the 
fireproofing  as  proposed  by  the  appellant  and  sustained 
the  appeal  with  the  proviso,  “that  the  stairway  leading 
to  the  basement  be  entirely  enclosed  in  a  fireproof 
partition  and  provided  with  a  metal-covered,  self-closing 
fire  door.”  There  were  three  similar  cases,  with  a  few 
minor  variations  in  detail,  decisions  of  which  are  on  file 
in  this  office. 
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Violation  of  Section  40. —  Extension  of  area  of  existing 
third-class  buildings.  There  were  approximately  four 
cases  where  the  appellant  desired  to  extend  the  area  of  his 
building  of  the  same  construction  without  covering  the 
exterior  with  an  incombustible  material,  thus  spoiling 
the  architectural  effect  and  serving  no  useful  purpose. 
In  view  of  the  conditions  as  expressed  at  the  hearing  in 
each  instance,  the  Board  believed  it  would  be  a  manifest 
injustice  to  refuse  the  appellant  a  permit  and  sustained 
the  appeals  as  set  forth  in  full  in  decisions  on  file  in  this 
office. 

Violation  of  Section  J+ 3 . —  Additional  egress.  There 
were  approximately  three  cases  where  the  question  was 
in  regard  to  sufficient  egress.  The  buildings  in  ques¬ 
tion  were  apartment  houses  of  a  high  type  and  under 
the  surveillance  of  a  janitor  at  all  times.  The  egress 
in  each  instance  was  excellent,  there  being  two  stair¬ 
ways  enclosed  in  fireproof  walls  with  fire  doors  and  an 
elevator  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  occupants.  The 
Board  viewed  the  premises  and  found  that  it  would  be  a 
manifest  injustice  to  refuse  the  appellant  a  permit  in 
each  instance  and  sustained  the  appeals  as  set  forth 
in  full  in  decisions  on  file. 

Violation  of  Section  66. —  Lighting  and  ventilation  of 
stair  halls  —  illegal  well  way.  There  were  approximately 
three  cases  where  the  structure  in  question  was  an 
apartment  house  of  first-class  construction.  The  appel¬ 
lant  had  provided  a  stairway  of  wider  stairs  than  had 
been  required  by  law,  which  necessitated  the  reducing 
of  the  stair  well.  The  Board  believed  that  the  ventila¬ 
tion  proposed  was  within  the  spirit  of  the  act,  and  it 
was  of  the  further  opinion  that  the  extra  width  of  the 
stairs  above  that  required  by  law,  more  than  offset  the 
deficiency  in  the  stair  well  and  believed  it  would  be  a 
manifest  injustice  to  refuse  the  appellant  a  permit  in 
each  instance.  The  Board  sustained  the  appeals  as  set 
forth  in  full  in  decisions  on  file  in  this  office,  with  the 
proviso,  “that  legal  sized  skylights  be  placed  over 
stair  wells. ” 

There  were  eight  dismissed  cases  in  which  the  Board, 
having  heard  the  appellants,  and  in  many  instances  hav¬ 
ing  examined  the  premises,  concurred  with  the  Building 
Commissioner  in  his  refusal  and  dismissed  the  appeals 
as  set  forth  in  decisions  on  file. 

Miscellaneous. —  The  remaining  cases  were  appeals  in 
regard  to  technical  questions  as  to  the  meaning  of  the 
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law,  where  the  appellants  had  complied  with  the  spirit 
of  same  although  not  the  letter,  or  where  it  was  a  case 
not  contemplated  by  the  act  although  covered  by  it. 
A  few  typical  cases  are  as  follows:  Permission  to  erect 
temporary  wooden  building  in  connection  with  a  religious 
crusade;  building  to  be  removed  within  three  months’ 
time;  omission  of  fireproofing  of  beams  in  boiler-room; 
construction  could  legally  have  been  of  second-class 
construction,  but  appellant  elected  to  erect  building  of 
first-class  construction  and  thus  imposed  a  stricter  fire 
regulation  upon  himself;  omission  of  inclosure  of  stair¬ 
case  in  department  store  for  four  stories,  as  there  were 
already  more  means  of  egress  than  required  by  the  act ; 
permission  to  erect  building  for  gypsum  products  and 
to  be  allowed  same  privileges  as  permitted  for  ele¬ 
vators  for  the  storage  of  coal  or  grain  (act  does  not 
mention  mode  of  construction  for  gypsum  products); 
thickness  of  walls  on  small  additions  on  top  of  existing 
structures  to  be  8-inch  instead  of  12-inch  bearing  walls 
in  two  instances.  In  view  of  the  peculiar  circumstances 
in  connection  with  each  particular  case  as  expressed  by 
the  appellant  at  the  hearing,  the  Board  was  of  the 
opinion  that  it  was  a  case  not  contemplated  by  the 
law  although  covered  by  it  and  sustained  the  appeals 
as  set  forth  in  full  in  decisions  on  file  in  this  office. 


In  Re  Zoning  Law,  Chapter  488,  Acts  of  1924,  as 

Amended. 

Violation  of  Section  3. —  Filling  station  in  residential 
district.  There  were  four  cases  where  the  appellant 
desired  to  put  a  filling  station  in  a  residential  district. 
In  one  instance,  directly  across  the  street  was  zoned 
for  B-80  (a  district  where  one  could  construct  a  com¬ 
mercial  plant  to  a  height  of  80  feet).  The  appellant 
had  paid  taxes  on  his  property  for  a  number  of  years 
and  maintained  that  the  zoning  of  property  across  the 
street  made  it  apparent  that  no  one  would  be  warranted 
in  expecting  to  erect  an  apartment  house  in  such  a 
district.  In  two  cases,  the  appellant’s  property  was  on 
marshy  land  where  it  would  be  unhealthful  to  erect  resi¬ 
dences  due  to  dampness  and  the  impossibility  of  put¬ 
ting  in  satisfactory  foundations.  In  the  fourth  instance, 
the  appellant  had  developed  a  tract  of  land  and  had  the 
remaining  piece  left;  the  lot  was  so  small  that  it  was 
impossible  to  erect  a  dwelling  house  on  same  and  con- 
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form  to  the  laws  as  to  set  backs,  rear  yards,  etc.  The 
Board  viewed  the  premises  in  each  case  and  believed 
that  a  practical  difficulty  was  involved  and  that  desira¬ 
ble  relief  might  be  granted  without  substantially 
derogating  from  the  intent  and  purpose  of  the  act. 
The  Board  sustained  the  appeals  as  set  forth  in  full  in 
decisions  on  file. 

Violation  of  Section  4. —  Stores  in  residential  district. 
Proposed  uses  prohibited  in  districts  in  question.  In 
four  instances,  the  appellant  had  an  existing  business  in 
a  residential  district  and  desired  to  change  the  existing 
legal  business  to  one  less  desirable  in  the  district,  e.  g., 
a  blacksmith’s  shop  and  a  forty-car  public  garage  into 
use  for  the  manufacture  of  sherbet  andTonics;  a  lodging 
house  into  a  health  institute;  a  garage  into  a  laundry. 
There  were  thirteen  more  cases  where  the  appellants 
desired  to  put  stores  in  a  residential  district.  A  few 
typical  cases  are  as  follows:  The  appellant’s  lot  was 
two  thirds  in  a  local  business  zone  and  the  remainder 
in  a  residential,  and  the  appellant  desired  to  occupy  the 
entire  lot  for  commercial  purposes;  a  main  thoroughfare 
was  zoned  for  commercial  purposes  with  the  exception 
of  a  couple  of  thousand  feet  (which  the  previous  owner 
—  trustees  of  a  hospital  — *  deliberately  had  zoned 
for  residential  purposes  due  to  its  hospital  being  located 
in  the  locus).  The  latter  owners  sold  to  the  appellant 
and  new  owner  desired  locus  zoned  in  accordance  with 
commercial  zone  granted  rest  of  main  thoroughfare; 
moving  undertaking  parlor  from  present  lot  to  adjoin¬ 
ing  lot;  changing  existing  dwellings  into  commercial 
purposes  where  residences  had  outlived  usefulness 
and  character  of  neighborhood  had  changed.  The 
Board  heard  testimony  on  both  sides  on  all  of  the  above 
appeals,  and  after  examining  the  premises  in  each 
instance,  was  of  the  opinion  that  each  was  a  specific 
case  wherein  a  strict  enforcement  of  the  act  involved 
an  unnecessary  hardship  and  sustained  the  appeals  as 
set  forth  in  full  in  decisions  on  file. 

There  were  fifteen  other  cases  where  the  appellants 
desired  to  put  stores  in  a  residential  district.  In  these 
cases,  however,  the  Board,  after  viewing  each  locus  in 
question,  concurred  with  the  Building  Commissioner 
in  his  refusals  and  dismissed  the  appeals. 

Violation  of  Section  6. —  Business  prohibited  in  local 
and  general  business  districts.  There  were  five  cases  as 
follows:  Manufacturing  ice  in  excess  of  20  tons,  viz., 
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50  tons,  in  order  to  effectively  conduct  appellant’s 
business;  permit  lumber  yard  and  planing  saw  mill  in 
connection  with  appellant’s  existing  business;  permit 
storage  of  gasolene  in  excess  of  5,000  gallons.  The 
Board  heard  testimony  on  all  above  appeals,  and  in 
view  of  the  conditions  as  expressed  by  the  appellant 
at  the  hearing  in  each  instance,  and  after  having  viewed 
each  locus  in  question,  the  Board  was  of  the  opinion 
in  each  instance  that  it  was  a  specific  case  wherein 
desirable  relief  might  be  granted  without  substantially 
derogating  from  the  intent  and  purpose  of  the  act 
and  therefore  sustained  the  appeals  as  set  forth  in  full 
in  decisions  on  file. 

Violation  of  Section  7. —  Cement  gypsum  manufacture 
prohibited.  The  appellant’s  property  was  situated  on 
a  waterfront  and  was  abutting  a  railroad  in  the  rear. 
No  other  property  was  within  1,000  feet  of  the  locus  in 
question.  The  Board  was  of  the  opinion  that  this 
was  a  specific  case  wherein  a  strict  enforcement  of 
the  act  involved  a  practical  difficulty  and  sustained  the 
appeal  as  set  forth  in  full  in  decision  on  file.  Another 
case  was  the  conversion  of  an  old  existing  brewery 
into  a  plant  for  the  manufacture  of  paint.  The  Board 
was  of  the  opinion  that  the  appellant’s  industry  was  not 
exactly  within  the  classification  of  the  paint  manufacture 
business,  strictly  speaking,  and  believed  that  desirable 
relief  might  be  granted  without  substantially  derogating 
from  the  intent  and  purpose  of  the  act,  and  therefore 
sustained  the  appeal  as  set  forth  in  full  in  decision  on 
file. 

Violation  of  Section  13. —  Height  limit  of  building  in 
excess  of  that  allowed  by  law.  It  appeared  that  the 
appellant  had  a  lot  that  was  located  in  a  residential 
district  that  permitted  his  structure  to  be  erected  to  a 
height  of  65  feet,  but  the  rear  portion  of  the  lot  extended 
into  a  residential  district  that  permitted  building  to  be 
erected  to  a  height  of  40  feet.  The  appellant  asked  to 
be  relieved  of  the  law  by  being  permitted  to  erect  his 
building  to  a  uniform  height,  the  building  being  upon 
a  steep  embankment  in  the  rear  and  about  100  feet  from 
the  nearest  building.  The  Board  believed  that  this 
was  a  specific  case  wherein  desirable  relief  might  be 
granted  without  substantially  derogating  from  the 
intent  and  purpose  of  the  act.  The  case,  however,  had 
to  receive  a  confirming  vote  of  three  quarters  of  the 
members’  votes  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment. 
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Same  was  not  passed  for  want  of  one  vote;  the  Building 
Commissioner  was  therefore  unable  to  grant  a  permit 
for  the  proposed  relief. 

There  was  another  appeal  where  the  appellant  desired 
a  variation  of  the  act  in  regard  to  the  height  limit  by 
about  1  foot.  The  Board  granted  the  appeal  and  it 
was  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment. 

Violation  of  Section  12. —  Building  covers  more  than 
70  per  cent  of  the  lot.  There  were  four  cases  in  which 
the  appellant  desired  to  erect  a  one-story  structure 
and  to  cover  his  entire  lot.  Section  12  reads  that  no 
structure  shall  exceed  70  per  cent  of  the  lot,  but  sec¬ 
tion  16  (which  deals  with  exceptions)  reads  “no  yard  is 
required  for  one-story  buildings  other  than  dwellings/ ’ 
and  the  structures  in  question  were  to  be  occupied  for 
stores.  The  Board  believed  that  the  appellant  was 
within  his  rights  and  believed  that  a  strict  enforcement 
of  the  act  involved  an  unnecessary  hardship  and  sus¬ 
tained  the  appeal  in  each  instance  as  set  forth  in  full 
in  decisions  on  file. 

Violation  of  Sections  11,  12  and  13. — Yards  and  courts 
less  than  legal  area;  also  section  16, —  garages  in  yards. 
There  were  twenty-four  cases  where  the  yards  were 
good-sized  but  were  obstructed  by  either  garages  or 
piazzas.  In  some  instances,  the  garages  were  legal 
in  the  rear  yard,  but  a  small  portion  would  run  into 
the  side  yard.  The  appellants  were  handicapped  in  so 
far  that  the  lots  had  been  owned  by  them  for  several 
years  previous  to  the  passage  of  the  Zoning  Law  and 
dwellings  had  already  been  built  upon  them.  In  other 
instances  the  rear  yard  had  been  established  in  accord 
with  the  law  at  the  time  the  dwellings  were  erected, 
but  the  side  yards  were  more  ample  than  the  rear 
yards,  and  the  appellant  desired  to  erect  garages  in  the 
side  yards  instead  of  the  rear  yards.  The  appellants 
maintained,  and  the  Board  concurred  with  them, 
that  a  one  or  two-car  garage  is  an  “accessory  build¬ 
ing”  and  that  they  should  be  granted  relief  from  the 
strict  interpretation  of  the  act  as  a  practical  difficulty 
was  involved.  In  the  cases  where  the  piazzas  extended 
into  the  rear  yard  (the  piazzas  being  open  appurte¬ 
nances),  the  Board  was  of  the  opinion  that  living  con¬ 
ditions  were  improved  and  there  was  ample  light  and 
air  surrounding  the  structure  and  the  spirit  of  the  law 
had  been  maintained.  The  Board,  having  viewed 
the  premises  in  each  instance,  was  of  the  opinion  that 
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these  were  specific  cases  wherein  desirable  relief  might 
be  granted  without  substantially  derogating  from  the 
intent  and  purpose  of  the  act,  and  sustained  the  appeals 
as  set  forth  in  full  in  decisions  on  file. 

Violation  of  Section  12. —  Setbacks  illegal.  There 
were  four  cases  —  two  cases  where  the  appellant  desired 
to  keep  his  proposed  new  structure  on  a  line  with  the 
other  houses  on  the  street  —  and  two  where  the  differ¬ 
ence  between  the  grade  of  the  street  and  the  grade  of 
the  appellant’s  land  was  about  20  feet.  In  the  latter 
two  cases,  the  appellant  desired  to  bury  his  garage  in  the 
embankment  with  the  doors  of  the  garage  facing  the 
front  of  the  street.  In  view  of  the  conditions  as 
expressed  by  the  appellant  at  the  hearing  in  each  of 
the  above  instances,  the  Board  believed  that  a  strict 
enforcement  of  the  act  involved  a  practical  difficulty 
and  sustained  the  appeals  as  set  forth  in  full  in  decisions 
on  file. 

There  were  forty-one  cases  in  which  the  Board,  after 
having  heard  the  appellants  and  having  viewed  the 
premises,  was  of  the  opinion  that  these  were  not  specific 
cases  wherein  a  strict  enforcement  of  the  act  involved 
either  practical  difficulties  or  unnecessary  hardships  and 
therefore  it  (the  Board)  concurred  with  the  Building 
Commissioner  in  his  refusals,  and  dismissed  the  appeals 
as  set  forth  in  full  in  decisions  on  file  in  this  office.

Dear  Sir, —  In  compliance  with  your  request,  the 
Board  of  Examiners  submits  herewith  the  report  of  the 
activities  of  the  department  during  the  year  1928. 

The  Board  held  129  meetings  at  which  6,164  applica¬ 
tions  for  license  were  acted  upon.  In  addition,  14  com¬ 
plaint  cases  were  disposed  of  or  sent  on  to  the  Law 
Department  for  prosecution.  Applications  in  every 
class  exceeded  in  number  those  of  any  other  one  year. 
The  most  noticeable  increase  in  applications  was  from 
men  in  charge  of  minor  repair  work  on  elevators,  this 
response  proving  that  even  the  most  minor  branches  of 
structural  building  work  are  under  control  of  licensed 
mechanics.  Reports  from  cities  and  organizations  prove 
that  this  principle  of  practical  superintendence  has 
brought  about  far  better  results  than  any  plan  of  pro¬ 
fessional  control  of  building  operations. 

The  method  of  examination  was  continued  as  in  the 
past.  Examinations  are  oral  ones,  each  member  of  the 
Board  considering  from  his  own  professional  or  mechan¬ 
ical  viewpoint  the  applicant’s  fitness  through  experience 
and  training.  Personal  contact  has  proven  more  effec¬ 
tive  than  plying  with  stereotyped  questions  as  a  means 
of  judging  applicants’  ability.  Men  appearing  for 
renewal  of  previously  issued  licenses  were  examined 
and  their  records  investigated.  In  reclassifying  these 
men,  the  Board  was  greatly  aided  by  the  co-operation 
of  the  Building  Department. 

From  the  entire  number  making  application,  3,157 
applicants  qualified  as  regularly  licensed  superintendents. 
These  men  are,  in  reality,  assistants  to  the  Building 
Department.  They  must  report  to  the  department 
conditions  contrary  to  law,  poor  materials,  faulty  work¬ 
manship,  etc.  They  are  instructed  to  take  no  orders 
from  the  owner  or  the  contractor  which  are  not  in 
compliance  with  the  rules  of  the  Building  Department. 
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By  this  co-operation  of  the  superintendent  with  the 
Building  Department,  the  ordinary  hazard  on  building 
work  is  reduced  to  a  minimum,  the  prevention  of  acci¬ 
dent  purpose  of  our  law  being  thus  carried  out. 

The  campaign  to  familiarize  mechanics  with  the 
building  law  was  continued  most  successfully.  As  a 
result  of  this  study,  examinations  for  renewal  of  license 
showed  a  decided  improvement  in  the  comprehension 
of  the  law  by  licensees. 

The  increasingly  large  number  of  inquiries  from 
various  cities  of  the  country  points  to  the  widespread 
reports  of  the  success  of  our  law,  and  the  Board  feels 
that,  with  the  constantly  growing  appreciation  of  such 
a  law,  the  year  to  come  will  be  still  more  effective.

Sir, —  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances,  I  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
City  Clerk  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1928. 

The  year  was  marked  by  the  retirement  from  the 
office  of  City  Clerk  on  December  1,  1927,  of  the  Hon. 
James  Donovan,  who  had  occupied  the  position  since 
April  17,  1912.  His  retirement  was  caused  by  sickness 
which  resulted  in  his  death  on  January  19,  1929. 

The  respect  and  esteem  in  which  Mr.  Donovan  was 
held  is  perhaps  well  summarized  in  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  submitted  by  the  Hon.  Henry  Parkman,  Jr.,  and 
unanimously  adopted  by  the  City  Council  at  the  time 
of  his  retirement: 

u  Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  City  Council 
sincerely  regret  that  the  ill-health  of  the  Hon.  James 
Donovan,  the  City  Clerk  and  Clerk  of  the  City  Council, 
has  impelled  him  to  seek  retirement  from  the  position 
which  he  has  held  for  the  past  seventeen  years. 

“  During  his  public  career  he  has  occupied  the  offices 
of  member  of  the  Common  Council,  Representative  in 
the  General  Court,  Senator  in  the  General  Court,  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Governor’s  Council,  Secretary  and  President 
of  the  Democratic  City  Committee,  Superintendent  of 
Lamps,  Superintendent  of  Streets  and  City  Clerk.  The 
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duties  of  these  several  offices,  both  appointive  and  elec¬ 
tive,  he  has  discharged  with  ability  and  integrity.  He 
has  loomed  large  in  the  political  affairs  of  the  city  and 
the  state  during  the  past  half  century  as  a  man  of 
vision,  who  has  tried  at  all  times  to  keep  the  level  of 
politics  on  a  high  plane,  and  as  a  friend  or  opponent 
who  has  accepted  defeat  without  recrimination  and 
victory  without  undue  exultation. 

“The  office  of  City  Clerk,  with  which  the  members 
of  the  City  Council  are  most  familiar,  he  has  admin¬ 
istered  with  conspicuous  ability  and  with  due  regard  to 
the  interests  of  the  public  and  of  the  city. 

“We  trust  that  the  loss  we  sustain  by  his  retirement  will 
be  counterbalanced  by  a  speedy  improvement  in  his 
health,  and  that  he  will  enjoy  a  well-earned  vacation.”

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Dear  SiR, —  The  City  Planning  Board  submits  here¬ 
with,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  24, 
chapter  3,  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925,  its  Fifteenth 
Annual  Report  containing  a  statement  of  its  acts  and 
doings  and  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year 
ending  December  31, 1928. 

The  personnel  and  organization  of  the  Board  have 
remained  unchanged  throughout  the  year,  i.  e.,  Frederic 
H.  Fay  (1929),  chairman,  William  Stanley  Parker 
(1928),  vice  chairman,  Ernest  A.  Johnson  (1930),  Mrs. 
Francis  E.  Slattery  (1931)  and  Sidney  S.  Conrad  (1932). 
There  has  been  but  one  change  in  the  office  staff.  This 
has  made  possible  a  desirable  continuity  of  thought  and 
effort  in  the  development  of  city  planning  projects. 

As  in  previous  reports,  the  various  problems  studied 
during  the  past  year  are  presented  herewith  in  as  much 
detail  as  appears  advisable  for  purposes  of  record. 
They  have  been,  so  far  as  possible,  classified  into  groups 
under  appropriate  headings,  while  all  of  the  blueprints, 
maps,  plans,  charts  and  photographs  referred  to  are  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Board,  Room  30,  City  Hall,  and 
are  open  to  inspection. 
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COMPREHENSIVE  SURVEYS. 

Thoroughfare  Plan. 

Work  in  connection  with  the  Thoroughfare  Plan 
which  is  being  prepared  under  the  direction  of  Robert 
Whitten,  city  planning  consultant  of  New  York  City, 
has  gone  steadily  forward  during  the  past  year. 

The  study  has  for  its  purpose  the  preparation  of  a 
complete  plan  of  main  traffic  arteries,  to  take  care,  not 
only  of  present,  but  of  probable  future  needs,  for  an 
approximate  period  of  a  quarter  century.  It  has  not 
included  a  study  of  the  purely  local  streets,  either 
residence  or  business,  but  has  been  •  chiefly  concerned 
with  the  main  or  trunk  line  system  of  traffic  arteries. 

Supplementing  the  data  collected  by  the  Mayor's 
Street  Traffic  Survey,  and  in  co-operation  with  the 
Division  of  Metropolitan  Planning,  an  unusually  com¬ 
plete  traffic  analysis  and  forecast  was  prepared.  This 
research  included  the  determination  of  the  origin  and 
destination,  volume  and  distribution  of  traffic,  and  a 
forecast  of  future  traffic  growth.  It  has  furnished 
what  is  probably  the  most  complete  factual  basis  for 
the  design  of  highway  improvements  that  has  ever 
been  secured  by  any  great  city. 

Every  project  included  in  the  Thoroughfare  Plan  has 
been  carefully  investigated  to  determine  whether  the 
resulting  economic  savings  are  at  least  equal  to  the 
cost.  Many  improvements  that  would  be  advantageous 
and  would  seem  to  be  a  logical  part  of  any  complete 
Thoroughfare  Plan  have  not  been  included  because  they 
cannot  be  economically  justified. 

Every  project  has  also  been  considered  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  its  relative  urgency.  It  is  clear  that  the  finan¬ 
cial  capacity  of  the  city  is  limited,  and  that  not  all  the 
improvements  that  are  now  needed  can  be  undertaken 
at  one  time.  Moreover,  some  of  the  projects  will  not 
be  greatly  needed  for  ten  or  more  years,  and  their  con¬ 
struction  at  present  could  not  be  justified  economically. 
An  order  or  urgency  and  construction  program  extend¬ 
ing  over  a  period  of  years  is  therefore  included  as  an 
essential  part  of  the  plan  itself. 

The  members  of  the  Board  have  kept  closely  in 
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touch  with  the  details  of  the  plan  as  they  have  been 
developed,  supplementing  office  conferences  by  fre¬ 
quent  inspection  trips  in  order  to  see  at  first  hand  the 
actual  conditions  in  the  field,  the  difficulty  in  the  way 
of  any  of  the  changes  proposed,  and  the  possibilities  for 
improvement.  The  work  is  now  nearing  completion 
and  will  be  submitted  to  your  Honor  in  final  form  during 
the  present  year. 

Zoning  Plan  and  Statute. 

The  Board  ha^  participated  in  legislative  hearings 
with  regard  to  amendments  to  the  Boston  Zoning  Law, 
sponsoring  particularly,  with  the  approval  of  your 
Honor,  a  bill  providing  for  limitation  by  volume  rather 
than  by  height  in  the  155-foot  district.  This  bill, 
which  was  introduced  in  the  form  of  House  No.  772 
and  enacted  into  law  as  chapter  137  of  the  Acts  of  the 
year  1928,  provides  that  on  a  lot  on  which  a  building- 
155  feet  in  height  is  permitted,  part  of  a  building  or 
structure  may  exceed  such  height  provided  the  volume 
of  such  building  or  structure  does  not  exceed  the  number 
of  square  feet  of  buildable  area  of  the  lot  multiplied 
by  155  feet,  and  provided  further  that  every  part 
of  such  building  or  structure  above  a  height  equal  to 
two  and  one  half  times  the  effective  width  of  the  street 
but  not  exceeding  125  feet  shall  set  back  from  every 
street  and  lot  line  one  foot  for  each  two  and  one  half 
feet  of  additional  height. 

A  second  bill,  providing  for  the  application  of  the 
Zoning  Law  to  ways  other  than  public  streets,  and  for 
certain  setback  and  side-yard  modifications,  which  was 
submitted  to  the  1928  legislature  in  the  form  of  House 
No.  773,  was  reported  upon  favorably  by  the  legislative 
committee,  but  was  debated  in  third  reading  in  the 
House  and  was  referred  to  the  next  annual  session. 
This  bill  will  be  reintroduced  in  the  1929  Legislature. 

The  Board  has  adopted  the  practice  of  calling  together 
each  year,  before  the  time  for  filing  of  legislative  bills 
shall  have  expired,  the  various  city  officials,  and  other 
groups  and  individuals  concerned  with  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  Zoning  Law  in  order  that  agreement  may 
be  reached  with  regard  to  possible  or  desirable  changes 
in  the  law  itself.  This  resulted  during  the  past  year  in 
the  drafting  of  two  legislative  bills,  in  addition  to  the 
one  referred  to  above,  all  of  which  met  with  the  approval 
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of  your  Honor  and  are  now  awaiting  consideration 
before  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Mercantile 
Affairs,  i.  e., 

House  No.  233.  Bill  relative  to  certain  legal  proceedings  under  the 

Zoning  Law  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

House  No.  236.  Bill  relative  to  the  occupancy  of  certain  lots  under  the 

Boston  Zoning  Law. 

House  No.  238.  Similar  to  House  No.  773  of  1928,  referred  to  above. 


A  second  amendment  to  the  Boston  Zoning  Law  was 
adopted  during  the  year  1928  upon  petition  of  interested 
parties  in  the  form  of  chapter  70  which  amplifies  the 
procedure  relative  to  notice  of  hearings  before  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities  upon  applications  for 
exemption  of  premises  of  public  service  corporations 
from  the  zoning  laws  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Maps. 

The  demand  for  copies  of  the  City  of  Boston  map 
published  by  the  City  Planning  Board  has  continued 
throughout  the  year  and  as  far  as  circumstances  per¬ 
mitted,  the  Board  has  supplied  them  without  charge 
to  other  city  departments  and  to  special  city  com¬ 
missions.  The  usual  edition,  with  the  ward  lines 
imposed,  has  been  included  in  the  1928  volume  of  the 
“  Municipal  Register.”  It  has  been  generally  conceded, 
particularly  by  special  groups  investigating  traffic  con¬ 
ditions,  school  requirements,  fire  insurance  rates  and 
library  facilities  that  the  availability  of  these  maps  for 
their  use  has  meant  a  very  substantial  saving  in  field 
work,  reproduction  costs  and  royalty  expense.  At  the 
same  time  permission  has  been  given  to  certain  public 
utility  interests  and  press  organization  to  reproduce 
the  map  in  whole  or  in  part  without  expense  where 
such  permission  appeared  to  be  in  the  interests  of  public 
welfare. 
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STREETS  AND  TRANSPORTATION. 

Thoroughfare  Plan. 

The  activities  of  the  department  in  connection  with 
the  preparation  of  a  Thoroughfare  Plan  are  reported 
upon  in  the  section  devoted  to  Comprehensive  Surveys. 
The  details  of  the  plan  are  being  developed  by  the  regu¬ 
lar  office  staff  under  the  direction  of  Robert  Whitten, 
city  planning  consultant  of  New  York  City,  with  the 
assistance  of  such  additional  employees  for  specific 
work  as  are  found  necessary  from  time  to  time.  As 
stated  in  previous  reports,  this  is  the  first  attempt  that 
has  been  made  since  the  Board  of  Survey  recommenda¬ 
tions,  thirty-five  years  ago,  to  develop  a  really  compre¬ 
hensive  plan  for  a  system  of  main  thoroughfares,  to¬ 
gether  with  such  secondary  routes  as  are  necessary  to 
complete  the  program.  It  is  hoped  that  the  work, 
which  is  now  nearing  completion,  will  point  the  way  in 
Boston,  as  similar  plans  have  done  in  other  communities, 
to  a  logical  and  efficient  development  of  our  street 
system. 

Post  Office  Square. 

•  The  following  report  was  submitted  to  your  Honor 
under  date  of  June  12,  1928: 

The  City  Planning  Board  submits  herewith,  and  recommends 
to  your  Honor’s  favorable  consideration,  a  plan  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  Post  Office  square  which  is  in  effect  an  adaptation  of  an 
earlier  plan  submitted  under- date  of  June  5,  1924. 

In  its  report  at  that  time,  the  Board  recommended  that  the 
practice  which  had  previously  existed  of  handling  merchandise 
in  the  square  be  prohibited.  That  recommendation  was 
adopted  and  to  a  certain  extent  the  complications  formerly 
existing  were  eliminated. 

The  plan  proposed  herewith  is  designed  primarily  to  afford 
protection  to  pedestrian  traffic  through  a  sidewalk  immediately 
adjacent  to  the  parking  space,  and  crosswalks  as  indicated;  also 
to  bring  about  a  degree  of  uniformity  and  order  in  the  regulation 
of  horse-drawn  vehicles  which  assemble  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
drinking  fountain,  and  to  provide  as  much  parking  space  for 
automobiles  as  exists  at  present. 

The  electric  freight  cars  which  formerly  passed  in  front  of 
the  Post  Office  have  been  discontinued  and  the  Board  is  in¬ 
formed  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  that  this 
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service  will  not  be  resumed  but  that  the  tracks  will  be  retained 
in  their  present  location  for  emergency  use. 

The  Board  is  also  advised  by  the  Post  Office  Department  at 
Washington  that  while  plans  for  the  proposed  new  Government 
building  at  Boston  have  not  yet  been  formulated,  it  is  contem¬ 
plated  that  trucks  will  be  loaded  and  unloaded  in  the  basement 
of  the  new  building.  This  will  be  in  conformity  with  the 
report  of  the  Street  Traffic  Survey  which  recommends  a  com-

prehensive  study  with  a  view  to  seeking  an  amendment  of  the 
building  law,  making  mandatory  the  provision  of  suitable  off- 
street  loading  facilities,  in  the  construction  or  major  alterations 
of  buildings  in  the  future. 

These  two  factors  together  tend  to  simplify  somewhat  the 
problem  directly  in  front  of  the  Post  Office  building  and  permit 
of  a  more  or  less  permanent  treatment  of  the  entire  area.  The 
plan  submitted  herewith  provides  for  a  raised  island,  triangular 
in  shape,  around  the  Angell  Memorial  and  extending  to  the 
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north,  with  parking  spaces  along  two  sides;  and  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  raised  sidewalk  running  from  east  to  west  as  in¬ 
dicated.  It  suggests  the  location  of  lamp-posts  in  order  that  the 
area  may  be  adequately  illuminated,  and  also  provides  for  the 
placing  of  posts  similar  to  those  installed  in  connection  with  the 
recently  created  park  area  between  Stuart  street  and  Columbus 
avenue,  at  regular  intervals. 

So  far  as  Bath  street  is  concerned,  it  would  appear  that  its 
usefulness  as  a  public  street  has  been  materially  lessened  with 
the  closing  of  a  considerable  portion  of  it  and  the  building 
developments  which  have  already  taken  place  and  are  proposed 
in  the  immediate  vicinity.  The  Board  suggests  that  it  might 
be  feasible  for  the  owners  of  property  immediately  adjacent  to 
enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  city  providing  for  the  dis¬ 
continuance  of  Bath  street  as  a  public  way  and  a  subsequent 
development  of  street  and  sidewalk  conditions  at  this  point 
which  would  meet  all  necessary  requirements  and  improve  the 
general  appearance. 

The  City  Planning  Board  trusts  that  the  above  recommenda¬ 
tion  will  meet  with  your  Honor’s  favorable  consideration  in  the 
belief  that  the  adoption  of  the  plan  will  result  in  relieving 
present  dangerous  conditions  so  far  as  pedestrians  are  con¬ 
cerned  and  at  the  same  time  afford  a  dignified  and  orderly 
treatment  of  the  square,  more  in  keeping  with  the  Government 
building  and  other  property  in  the  immediate  vicinity  than 
present  conditions. 

Hamilton  Coolidge  Square. 

The  Board  recognizes  the  increasing  seriousness  of 
the  congestion  at  the  intersection  of  Charles  and  Cam¬ 
bridge  streets  and  has  prepared  plans  for  a  traffic  circle 
at  this  point  with  an  underpass  under  the  Longfellow 
Bridge.  Copies  of  this  plan  have  been  furnished  to  the 
Special  Commission  appointed  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  16  of  the  Resolves  of  the  Legislature  of  1928 
and  appears  with  their  indorsement  in  their  report  on 
means  and  methods  of  making  the  Charles  River  Basin 
more  safe,  suitable  and  attractive  for  recreation  and 
civic  welfare  purposes.  The  plan  will  also  be  included 
in  the  main  thoroughfare  report  of  the  City  Planning- 
Board  and  assigned  to  its  proper  place  in  the  order  of 
emergency. 

Portland  and  Merrimac  Streets  Widening. 

A  legislative  bill  providing  for  the  widening  of  Port¬ 
land  and  Merrimac  streets  was  prepared  by  direction 
of  your  Honor,  the  Board  feeling  that  the  project  was  a 
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logical  part  of  the  proposed  Intermediate  Thoroughfare 
Plan,  modified  to  fit  the  conditions  arising  from  the 
street  improvements  already  authorized  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  North  Station,  particularly  the  new  street  leading 
from  the  Charles  River  Dam  at  Charles  street  to  Nashua 
street  and  including  the  widening  of  Nashua  street  to 
Causeway  street.  This  improvement  is  distinctly  a 
part  of  the  comprehensive  street  plan  now  being  de¬ 
veloped  by  the  City  Planning  Board  under  Mr.  Whitten’s 
direction. 

This  bill,  which  was  introduced  in  the  form  of  House 
No.  1020  (1928)  met  with  opposition  however  and  was 
given  leave  to  withdraw. 

Exchange  Street  Widening. 

The  Board  voted  to  indorse  a  project  for  the  widen¬ 
ing  of  Exchange  street  at  such  time  as  the  building  at 
the  northeast  corner  of  Exchange  and  State  streets  was 
removed.  At  the  present  time  Exchange  street  is  from 
twenty-four  to  twenty-eight  feet  in  width  between 
building  lines,  with  a  roadway  wholly  inadequate  for 
traffic  requirements  particularly  in  view  of  the  improve¬ 
ments  in  Dock  square.  The  Board  accordingly  felt 
that  in  the  opportunity  offered  at  the  present  time  in 
the  removal  of  the  building  at  the  northeast  corner  of 
Exchange  and  State  streets,  there  was  created  a  situa¬ 
tion  which  had  not  existed  in  the  past,  and  which  in  all 
probability  would  not  occur  again  in  the  future.  Under 
the  circumstances,  therefore,  from  the  point  of  view  of 
expediency  and  economy,  it  seemed  advisable  to  carry 
through  this  improvement  at  the  present  time  for  the 
benefit  it  will  afford  to  traffic  in  that  locality. 

Miscellaneous  Legislative  Matters. 

The  Board  has  kept  in  touch  with  the  various  matters 
of  legislation  throughout  the  year,  including  bills  pro¬ 
viding  for  the  laying-out  and  construction  of  an  aerial 
highway  on  Atlantic  avenue,  Commercial  street  and 
other  locations;  for  the  construction  of  the  East  Boston 
Bridge  or  Tunnel;  for  the  appointment  of  a  special 
commission  to  study  and  report  upon  the  development 
of  the  Charles  River  Basin;  and  for  the  establishment 
of  a  division  of  planning  within  the  department  of 
Public  Welfare,  with  authority  to  restrict  the  use  of 
premises  bordering  state  highways. 
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BUILDING  AND  HOUSING. 

West  End  Health  Unit. 

The  following  report  was  submitted  to  your  Honor 
as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  George 
Robert  White  Fund  relative  to  a  proper  location  for  a 
health  unit  in  the  West  End  section  of  the  city: 

The  City  Planning  Board  respectfully  submits  herewith 
its  report  and  recommendation  relative  to  an  area  within 
which  a  health  unit  might  properly  be  located  in  the  West  End 
section  of  the  city.  This  report  and  recommendation  are  in 
compliance  with  the  following  vote  passed  by  your  honorable 
body: 

Voted,  That  the  City  Planning  Board  be  requested  to  confer  with  the 
medical  and  other  organizations  interested  in  health  work,  with  the  view 
of  determining  the  central  point  in  the  West  End,  covering  an  area  of  at 
least  three  quarters  of  a  mile,  wherein  a  health  unit  might  be  provided, 
and  submit  a  report  of  their  conclusions  to  the  Trustees. 

Area  and  Population. 

The  geographical  boundaries  of  the  locality  commonly 
referred  to  as  the  West  End  are  purely  imaginary  limitations 
and  are  capable  of  definition  in  only  the  most  general  terms. 
For  the  purpose  of  this  survey  the  area  bounded  by  the  Charles- 
bank,  Nashua  street  and  the  North  Station,  Portland  and 
Sudbury  streets,  and  the  southerly  side  of  Myrtle  street  has 
been  considered  in  detail  as  comprising  the  territory  which 
would  reap  the  greatest  benefit  from  the  installation  cf  a 
health  unit  such  as  has  been  established  in  other  sections  of  the 
city. 

This  affords  an  area  of  approximately  146  acres  with  a 
total  population,  according  to  the  1925  decennial  census, 
of  28,656,  or  a  density  of  nearly  200  persons  to  the  acre,  as 
compared  with  a  density  of  about  twenty-five  persons  per  acre 
throughout  the  entire  city.  These  figures  are  still  further 
emphasized  by  the  open  area  surrounding  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  and  the  Suffolk  County  Jail  properties,  which 
in  effect  withdraws  more  than  twelve  acres  from  residential  use. 
The  thoroughness  with  which  the  land  is  covered  by  existing 
buildings,  exclusive  of  these  two  institutions,  is  shown  on 
the  accompanying  aerial  view. 

The  location  of  a  health  unit  in  the  district  will  be  not 
only  of  great  assistance  from  a  health  standpoint,  but  it  will 
also  afford  an  opportunity  to  replace  congested  living  con¬ 
ditions  with  a  building  which  will  promote  health  matters 
within  its  own  confines,  and  will,  at  the  same  time,  through 
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its  proper  location  and  surroundings,  constitute  an  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  physical  plan  of  the  locality.  This  is  a  factor 
which  the  City  Planning  Board  believes  should  not  be  lost 
sight  of  in  the  final  determination  of  a  specific  location.  The 
actual  distribution  of  population,  according  to  the  1925  census, 
is  also  indicated  on  an  accompanying  illustration. 

Physical  Plan. 

The  location  of  rapid  transit,  viaduct  cars  and  bus  lines 
in  the  district  are  indicated  on  the  general  plan  shown  herewith, 
Illustration  III.  The  Board  is  advised  by  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  that  no  radical  changes  in  transportation  facilities  as 
shown  herewith  are  contemplated  at  the  present  time. 

The  locations  of  the  various  schoolhouses  included  within 
the  district  are  also  indicated  on  Illustration  III.  The  number 
of  pupils  in  attendance  reaches  a  total  of  4,642,  including 
the  Bowdoin  District,  900  pupils;  the  Washington  District, 
1,056  pupils;  the  Wells  District,  1,695  pupils;  and  the  Wendell 
Phillips  district,  991  pupils. 

The  location  of  other  public  and  semipublic  buildings  are 
also  shown  on  Illustration  III  and  in  a  general  way  indicate 
the  different  established  centers  of  activity. 

Zoning. 

The  fourth  illustration  shows  the  areas  set  apart  for  resi¬ 
dential,  for  local  business  and  for  general  business  use.  It  is 
to  be  noted  that  the  periphery  of  the  area  is  zoned  almost 
entirely  for  general  business  use,  with  the  exception  of  that 
portion  bordering  on  the  Charles  River  Basin,  with  the  inner 
portion  zoned  for  local  business  use,  which  makes  provision 
for  the  many  small  stores  which  abound  throughout  the  section. 

Topography. 

The  topography  of  the  area  is  shown  on  the  fifth  illustration, 
with  five-foot  contour  intervals.  On  the  northerly  side  of 
Cambridge  street  the  grades  are  not  serious,  but  on  the  southerly 
side  the  slope  of  Beacon  Hill  rises  rapidly.  While  there  is  a 
popular  sentiment  in  favor  of  a  high  location  for  health  insti¬ 
tutions,  the  construction  of  a  building  such  as  the  proposed 
health  unit  could  doubtless  be  accomplished  with  perfect 
safety  and  propriety  on  any  of  the  streets  of  the  West  End. 

Local  Opinion. 

In  its  survey  of  general  conditions,  the  Board  addressed  a 
communication  to  the  various  religious,  educational,  health 
and  social  agencies  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  district, 
and  to  numerous  civic  organizations  and  individuals.

PROPOSED  HEALTH  UNIT  AREA  AS  OUTLINED. 
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Recommendation. 

From  the  replies  received,  from  personal  inspection  trips 
and  conferences,  and  from  a  study  of  available  data,  the  City 
Planning  Board  believes  that  the  best  interests  of  the  com¬ 
munity  will  be  served  by  the  location  of  the  proposed  health 
unit  within  the  area  bounded  by  Chambers  street,  Cambridge 
street,  North  Anderson  street  and  Spring  street,  as  indicated 
on  the  accompanying  illustration.  This  area  is  approximately 
the  geographical  center  of  the  district  and  is  readily  accessible 
from  all  sections.  It  is  in  accordance  with  the  opinions  of  a 
majority  of  the  people  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  com¬ 
munity  as  indicated  by  the  replies  received  to  the  inquiry  sent 
out  by  the  City  Planning  Board.  It  is  adjacent  to  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  General  Hospital,  with  its  Out-Patient  Department, 
and  is  convenient  to  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Eye  and 
Ear  Infirmary.  It  includes  the  City  of  Boston  property  on 
Blossom  street  which  has  been  utilized  as  a  health  unit  and 
which  has  done  exceedingly  valuable  pioneer  work  in  the 
dissemination  of  health  information  for  the  last  twelve  years. 
It  also  includes  no  less  than  seven  public  and  private  schools, 
three  social  service  headquarters,  including  the  recently  con¬ 
structed  West  End  Boys’  Club,  a  church,  a  hospital  and  a 
synagogue.  This  would  indicate  that  many  of  the  religious, 
health,  educational  and  social  activities  of  the  district  are 
already  centered  within  the  limits  of  the  area  recommended 
and  the  location  of  the  proposed  health  unit  adjacent  to  them 
will  serve  to  co-ordinate  and  supplement  their  work  without 
involving  any  departure  from  established  custom. 

The  City  Planning  Board  accordingly  recommends  that  the 
proposed  health  unit  for  the  West  End  district  be  located 
within  the  area  bounded : 

On  the  north  by  Chambers  street. 

On  the  east  by  Chambers  street. 

On  the  south  by  Cambridge  street. 

On  the  west  by  North  Anderson  street  and  Spring  street. 


\ 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 

Conferences. 

The  International  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Congress. 

The  Board  was  able  this  year  for  the  first  time  since 
its  creation  to  be  represented  at  the  International  Town 
Planning  Congress  which  was  held  in  Paris  July  2  to 
8,  inclusive,  the  secretary,  in  accepting  such  appoint¬ 
ment  agreeing  to  assume  personally  the  expense  of  the 
trip  over  and  above  the  amount  usually  allowed  for 
traveling  expenses. 

A  brief  statement  relative  to  the  proceedings  of  the 
Congress,  compiled  by  the  secretary  from  the  mass  of 
material  accumulated,  is  submitted  herewith : 

The  Eleventh  International  Housing  and  Town  Planning 
Congress  was  held  in  Paris  July  2  to  8,  1928,  upon  invitation  of 
the  City  of  Paris  and  the  General  Council  of  the  Department 
of  the  Seine,  supported  by  the  French  housing  and  town  plan¬ 
ning  organizations. 

The  delegates,  more  than  eleven  hundred  in  number,  were 
gathered  from  every  quarter  of  the  earth,  representing  coun¬ 
tries  at  every  stage  of  civic  and  social  development.  Twenty  - 
five  were  registered  from  the  United  States,  with  large  groups 
from  every  country  in  Europe,  and  smaller  delegations  from 
South  America,  Asia,  Africa  and  Australia. 

It  was  particularly  appropriate  that  the  sessions,  which 
were  devoted  to  a  consideration  of  the  problem  of  better  living 
conditions,  should  be  held  in  the  Palais  de  la  Sorbonne,  which 
for  nine  hundred  years  has  held  its  place  as  a  center  of  scientific 
research,  and  which  today  numbers  more  than  twenty  thousand 
students. 

The  papers  presented  at  the  Congress  were  printed  in  advance, 
in  English,  French  and  German,  and  distributed  to  the  delegates 
as  the  basis  for  discussion.  The  remarks  of  the  leader  in  each 
discussion  was  summarized  by  the  translators,  and  a  resume 
of  other  statements  was  given  from  time  to  time.  While  this 
had  the  effect  of  slowing  up  proceedings  somewhat,  it  also 
induced  concentration. 

Two  major  topics  were  scheduled  for  consideration,  including: 

(1)  Town  Planning. 

(a)  Mass  and  Density  of  Buildings  in  Relation  to  Open  Spaces  and 

Traffic  Facilities. 

Under  this  heading  was  discussed  the  relations  between  (a) 
the  height,  depth,  width  and  total  cubic  contents  of  buildings 
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and  proportion  of  lot  built  upon,  (6)  the  open  spaces  necessary 
for  healthy  and  efficient  communities,  and  (c)  traffic  facilities. 
Also,  on  the  basis  of  the  above  relations,  to  discuss  the  obstacles 
preventing  the  realization  of  desirable  standards  of  require¬ 
ments  and  practical  methods  of  overcoming  such  obstacles. 

The  subjects  were  dealt  with  largely  from  experience  and 
naturally  included  a  large  amount  of  data  from  different 
countries.  While  this  may  lead  to  further  discussion  and 
point  the  way  to  certain  general  principles,  any  attempt  to 
reduce  the  evidence  to  a  common  basis  would  be  futile  par¬ 
ticularly  (to  borrow  an  expression  used  by  a  delegate  from 
Amsterdam)  in  view  of  the  mass  and  density  of  the  subject  in 
relation  to  the  space  at  my  disposal. 

(6)  Legal  and  Practical  Difficulties  in  Carrying  Out  Town  and  Regional 

Plans. 

The  object  of  this  series  of  papers  was  to  ascertain  the 
difficulties  that  hamper  the  realization  of  town  and  regional 
plans  in  various  countries,  how  far  they  are  being  overcome 
and  by  what  methods,  and  to  obtain  suggestions  as  to  further 
powers  required  or  other  means  that  may  be  employed  to 
overcome  obstacles  to  comprehensive  planning. 

In  the  main  the  difficulties  enumerated  were  of  the  same 
character,  including  the  absence  of  general  obligation  to  pre¬ 
pare  town  or  city  plans  and  the  questions  involved  in  the 
ownership  of  property.  In  connection  with  regional  planning 
the  two  chief  difficulties  were  declared  to  be  (a)  conflict  of 
authorities  where  the  natural  geographical  boundaries  of  a 
region,  united  by  a  common,  social  or  economic  interest,  bear 
no  relation  to  the  artificial  divisions  of  state,  county,  or  local 
authority;  and  ( b )  finance,  arising  principally  from  the  diffi¬ 
culty  of  pooling  the  resources  of  the  region  and  agreeing  as 
to  an  equitable  distribution  of  cost. 

(2)  Housing. 

(a)  Building  Costs. 

In  the  eighteen  papers  on  house  building  costs  it  was  unani¬ 
mously  stated  that  the  cessation  of  building  during  the  war 
and  the  fluctuations  in  European  currencies  had  given  rise 
to  a  general  housing  shortage  that  has  been  overtaken  in  very 
few  countries. 

Assuming  the  pre-war  building  cost  index  to  be  100,  England 
reached  its  peak  in  1920  with  370;  Denmark,  350;  Holland, 
370,  and  in  1919  in  Switzerland,  276.  In  all  of  these  four 
countries  costs  were  said  to  have  now  assumed  the  average 
standard  of  from  163  to  175. 

To  revive  building  activities  most  countries  have  subsidized, 
with  certain  restrictions  from  public  funds,  although  other 
ways  have  been  adopted  in  addition,  to  reduce  building  costs. 
Loans  have  been  made  to  contractors,  the  purchase  of  build- 
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ing  materials  has  been  centralized,  standard  building  plans 
have  been  prepared,  exemption  from  taxation  granted,  organ¬ 
ization  in  building  resulting  in  acceleration  in  work  and  reduc¬ 
tion  in  freight  rates  through  organized  transport  services. 

( b )  Rural  Housing. 

This  discussion  centered  around  the  needs  of  land  workers 
and  those  engaged  in  work  associated  with  agriculture,  the 
grouping  of  houses  in  rural  communities,  the  most  suitable 
types  of  houses  and  the  difficulty  of  building  them  at  economic 
rent. 

Every  participant  in  the  discussion  insisted  on  having  a 
rural  housing  policy,  not  only  from  a  humanitarian  point  of 
view  but  also  for  the  future  of  the  race  and  for  the  national 
economy  of  each  country.  The  amelioration  of  rural  housing 
was  declared  imperative  if  depopulation  of  the  country  districts 
was  to  be  prevented. 

While  there  was  no  single  reply  to  the  question,  its  solution 
depending  on  the  customs  and  the  social  and  economic  condi¬ 
tion  of  each  region,  and  on  the  peculiar  situation  of  each  family, 
there  was  no  difference  of  opinion  with  regard  to  the  necessity 
for  providing  hygienic  and  agreeable  dwellings,  whether 
through  private  enterprise  or  public  funds. 

(c)  Housing  of  the  Very  Poor. 

The  definition  of  this  term  was  declared  to  be  difficult  as 
conditions  were  not  the  same  in  all  countries.  On  the  one 
hand  the  delegate  from  Italy  declared  that  because  the  standard 
of  housing  has  improved  so  much  the  very  poor  have  been 
unable  to  afford  the  rents,  while  the  representative  from  the 
Manchester  (England)  City  Council  Housing  Committee  main¬ 
tained  the  business  of  housing  reformers  was  to  insure  that 
good  standards  should  be  maintained  and  improved. 

.  In  all  of  these  discussions  representatives  from  the  United 
States  participated  as  did  also  representatives  from  Australia, 
Austria,  Belgium,  Czecho-Slovakia,  Denmark,  England,  Estho- 
nia,  Finland,  France,  Germany,  Holland,  Italy,  Jugo-Slavia, 
Latvia,  Norway,  Spain,  Switzerland  and  Wales. 

Following  the  formal  sessions  of  the  Congress  three  days 
were  spent  in  visiting  housing  and  town  planning  schemes  in 
Paris  and  environs,  followed  by  a  three-day  tour  of  the 
Chateaux  of  the  Loire  with  their  striking  examples  of  old 
methods  of  city  building.  These  tours  also  afforded  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  personal  contact  with  delegates  from  other  countries, 
an  opportunity  which  was  of  necessity  restricted  during  the 
formal  proceedings  of  the  earlier  part  of  the  Congress. 

While  differences  in  laws  and  languages,  in  habits  and  cus¬ 
toms,  in  social  and  economic  conditions,  all  contribute  to 
make  difficult  any  common  basis  of  comparison,  there  never- 
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theless  emerged  from  the  Congress  certain  general  conclusions 
and  principles.  In  the  consideration  of  housing  problems,  the 
emphasis  was  placed  upon  healthful  conditions  as  being  the 
first  requisite,  followed  closely  by  education  in  household 
matters,  agreeable  surroundings  and  privacy,  leaving  questions 
of  financing,  location,  material,  type  and  all  the  other  factors 
to  follow  in  proper  order  and  relation  to  each  other. 

While  there  is  much  of  value  and  much  of  inspiration  to  be 
derived  from  the  experience  of  the  Old  World  in  town  and 
regional  planning,  the  changes  which  have  taken  place  in  recent 
years  have  brought  about  a  new  set  of  conditions  and  while 
these  must  be  approached  in  each  country  in  the  light  of  gen¬ 
eral,  social  and  economic  factors,  there  is  one  fundamental 
upon  which  all  can  agree.  Prof.  Dr.  G.  A.  van  Poelji,  in  pre¬ 
senting  his  paper,  gave  expression  to  a  sentiment  which  is  as 
true  in  the  United  States  as  it  is  in  his  own  country  of  Holland 
or  as  it  may  be  found  a  fact  throughout  the  entire  civilized 
world  today. 

Town  planning  and  regional  planning  are  not  solely  and  not  even 
primarily,  questions  of  law  making  and  legal  advice,  for  the  best  town 
planning  act  will  remain  a  dead  thing  without  a  strong  faith  in  the  value 
of  intelligent  planning  and  a  firm  will  to  make  the  best  of  it.  And  where 
legal  provisions  fail,  much,  though  not  all,  can  be  done  by  able  adminis¬ 
trators,  willing  to  place  the  common  good  above  the  private  interests  of 
some  casual  land  owner. 


National  Conference  on  City  Planning. 

The  Twentieth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  National 
Conference  on  City  Planning  was  held  in  Dallas,  Texas 
on  May  7,  8,  9  and  10.  The  Board  was  not  represented 
at  this  conference,  the  members  being  of  the  opinion 
that  attendance  at  the  Paris  meeting  would  be  more 
profitable  for  the  department. 

Massachusetts  Federation  of  Planning  Boards. 

The  Sixteenth  Annual  Conference  on  City  and  Town 
Planning,  called  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor  was 
held  in  New  Bedford  on  October  4  and  5,  and  was 
attended  by  the  Secretary  as  the  representative  of  the 
Board. 

The  report  of  the  secretary  was  to  the  effect  that 
approximately  one  hundred  persons  were  registered  at 
the  conference,  representing  more  than  thirty  boards 
throughout  the  state.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  Federation,  the  proceedings  were  printed  and 
appeared  as  Bulletin  No.  23  of  the  Massachusetts 
Federation  of  Planning  Boards.  It  was  reported  at  the 
meeting  that  there  are  now  107  planning  boards  through- 
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out  the  state  and  that  in  sixty-three  communities, 
representing  82  per  cent  of  the  entire  population,  zoning- 
in  some  form  has  been  adopted. 

Publicity  and  Co-operation. 

The  Board  and  members  of  the  staff  have  co-operated 
in  every  possible  way  with  the  work  of  other  groups  and 
communities,  both  in  the  consideration  of  actual  plans 
and  by  participation  in  public  meetings  and  private 
conferences.  In  addition,  correspondence  has  been  had 
with  and  material  furnished  to  numerous  cities  and 
towns  of  our  own  state,  to  practically  every  other  state 
in  the  Union,  and  to  many  foreign  municipalities. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Board  appreciates  the  cour¬ 
tesies  and  assistance  which  have  been  rendered  to  it 
by  other  groups  and  individuals.  In  this  respect,  it 
extends  to  your  Honor,  to  the  public  officials  and 
employees,  organizations  and  individuals  who  have 
aided  in  the  work  of  the  department  during  the  past 
year,  an  expression  of  its  cordial  thanks  together  with 
an  appeal  for  a  continuance  of  that  interest  and  co-oper¬ 
ation  which  is  not  only  helpful  but  which  is  essential  to 
real  success.

Sir, —  In  compliance  with  section  24,  chapter  3  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances,  the  Board  of  Election  Com¬ 
missioners  respectfully  submits  its  annual  report. 

Registration. 

Registration  was  held  at  the  central  office  from  July  2 
to  August  29,  inclusive,  and  from  September  19  to 
October  17,  inclusive.  No  registration  Sundays  or 
holidays.  Registration  in  wards  was  held  on  August 
21,  22,  23,  24,  25,  27,  28  and  29;  from  6  p.  m.  to  10  p.  m. 
continuously  for  the  state  primary;  and  October  3, 
4,  5,  6,  8,  9,  10,  11,  13,  15,  16,  and  17,  from  6  p.  m.  to 
10  p.  m.  continuously  for  the  state  election.  This 
registration  was  held  in  four  places  in  different  sections 
of  each  ward,  five  nights  in  each  place. 
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Number  of  Voters. 

At  the  city  election  held  November  8,  1927,  the 
number  of  male  and  female  voters  on  the  list  was 
221,404.  The  number  of  such  voters  on  the  first  list 
published  by  the  Board  August  1,  1928,  was  200,566. 
From  that  time  to  the  close  of  registration  for  the  state 
election  there  were  added  the  names  of  98,500  voters. 
The  number  of  voters  on  the  final  list  sent  to  the  polls 
on  the  day  of  the  state  election,  held  November  6,  1928, 
was  299,066,  an  increase  of  77,662  from  the  number  on 
the  list  at  the  preceding  city  election. 

Supplementary  Registration  of  Soldiers  and 

Sailors. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  51,  sections  50  and 
51  of  the  General  Laws,  no  one  in  the  military  service 
availed  himself  of  the  opportunity  afforded  by  this  act 
by  registering  as  a  voter  of  this  city  during  the  period 
after  the  close  of  registration  up  to  the  third  day  pre¬ 
ceding  the  state  election. 

Nomination  Papers  and  Referendum  Petitions. 

The  Board  received  130  nomination  papers  for  the 
presidential  primary  on  which  2,699  names  were  certi¬ 
fied;  1,263  nomination  papers  for  the  state  primary 
on  which  20,947  names  were  certified;  161  independent 
nomination  papers  for  the  state  election  on  which 
3,386  names  were  certified;  and  449  referendum  peti¬ 
tions  on  which  11,391  names  were  certified.  This 
makes  a  total  of  2,003  papers  on  which  the  names  of 
38,423  voters  were  certified. 

Questions  That  Appeared  on  the  Ballot  at  the 
State  Election,  Held  November  6,  1928. 

Statistics  will  be  found  in  the  body  of  this  report 
showing  the  votes  cast  in  this  city  on  all  questions 
that  appeared  upon  the  ballot  at  the  state  election.

Revision  of  the  Voting  List. 

The  names  of  2,633  voters  were  stricken  from  the 
voting  list  by  reason  of  death,  removal  from  the  city 
and  other  causes.  There  were  no  complaints  of  illegal 
registration. 

Jurors. 

In  accordance  with  chapter  234  of  the  General  Laws 
as  amended  by  chapter  311  of  the  Acts  of  1924,  the 
Election  Commissioners  prepare  a  list  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Boston  liable  to  serve  as  jurors.  The  Board  has  estab¬ 
lished  a  system  of  having  each  person  provisionally 
selected  for  jury  duty  appear  at  this  office  to  fill  out  a 
questionnaire,  making  oath  to  the  statements  contained 
therein  before  a  member  of  the  Board.  This  gives  the 
Board  an  opportunity  to  meet  each  individual  and 
note,  if  any,  his  physical  defects  or  disability  to  render 
to  the  county  the  service  that  would  be  required  of 
him  as  a  juror.  These  personal  examinations  also 
enabled  us  to  know  the  educational  qualifications  of 
each  prospective  juror.  The  members  of  the  Board 
make  an  impartial  selection  from  all  parts  of  the  city 
of  men  of  various  occupations,  and  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  persons  finally  selected  represent  an  average 
of  our  citizenship. 

The  jury  list  prepared  by  the  Board  in  1928  con¬ 
tained  the  names  of  9,942  voters  of  Boston.  During 
the  time  covered  by  this  report,  3,129  were  drawn  for 
jury  service. 

Absent  Voting. 

The  Board  received  2,847  requests  for  applications 
for  absent  voters’  ballots.  From  this  number  2,497 
applications  were  received.  From  the  number  of  appli¬ 
cations  properly  filed,  2,396  were  found  to  be  voters 
qualified  to  receive  a  ballot  and  ballots  were  mailed  to 
said  applicants.  Two  thousand  and  thirty-five  ballots 
were  received  in  this  office  in  time  to  be  distributed 
to  the  various  precincts  before  the  close  of  the  polls.

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Eight  ballots  were  received  and  not  cast,  as  the  appli¬ 
cants  voted  in  person.  Twenty-six  ballots  returned  too 
late  to  cast,  and  27  were  returned  by  the  Post  Office 
officials  as  unclaimed. 

Membership  of  the  Board. 

The  term  of  James  F.  Eagan,  Esq.,  expired  March  31, 
1928.  Honorable  James  J.  Mulvey  was  appointed  his 
successor  for  the  term  of  four  years  ending  March  31, 
1932,  and  was  approved  by  the  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion.  He  assumed  the  duties  of  his  office  on  Decem¬ 
ber  19,  1928. 

Honorable  Frank  Seiberlich  was  designated  as  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  and 
Honorable  Patrick  H.  O'Connor,  member  of  the  Listing 
Board.

Dear  Sir, —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith 
the  following  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Boston  Fire 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1928,  as 
required  by  section  24,  chapter  4,  of  the  Revised  Ordi¬ 
nances  of  1925. 

Fire  Loss. 

The  total  fire  loss  for  1928  in  the  City  of  Boston  as 
estimated  by  the  insurance  companies  amounted  to 
$3,887,250.  This  loss  is  divided  as  follows,  and  com¬ 
pared  with  the  loss  for  1926  and  1927:

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The  above  table  shows  that  the  insured  loss  reported 
by  the  insurance  companies  for  the  year  1928  is  ap¬ 
proximately  2  per  cent  less  than  in  1927,  while  compared 
with  1926  the  insured  loss  in  1928  is  31  per  cent  less. 
On  the  other  hand  the  uninsured  loss  estimated  by  the 
insurance  companies  for  1928  is  134  per  cent  greater 
than  in  1927  and  116  per  cent  greater  than  in  1926. 
This  apparently  strange  phenomenon  of  the  insured 
loss  constantly  being  reduced  while  the  estimates  of  the 
insurance  companies  of  uninsured  losses  during  the 
same  period  have  increased  so  largely,  the  Fire  Com¬ 
missioner  is  not  able  to  satisfactorily  answer. 

For  purposes  of  general  comparison  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  during  1928  when  the  loss  in  Boston  de¬ 
creased  2  per  cent  in  insured  losses  that  the  total  fire 
loss  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  showed 
an  increase  of  15  per  cent.

In  addition  to  the  insured  loss  on  the  foregoing 
fires  the  insurance  companies  added  an  estimated 
uninsured  loss  of  $140,359  to  the  Back  Bay  Station 
fire  and  an  estimated  uninsured  loss  of  $156,696  to  the 
fire  at  rear  of  312  Congress  street  as  total  of  approxi¬ 
mately  $300,000  in  uninsured  loss  on  two  fires. 

These  four  fires,  which  caused  over  25  per  cent  of  the 
total  loss  for  the  year  were  all  in  buildings  not  equipped 
with  automatic  sprinklers.  The  cause  of  the  fire  in 
each  case  where  it  was  possible  to  determine  it  was  due 
to  carelessness. 

The  fire  loss  in  this  city  cannot  be  reduced  to  an 
amount  that  is  reasonable  until  such  time  as  the  law 
gives  to  officials,  charged  with  prevention  of  fires, 
authority  to  order  the  installation  of  sprinklers,  and  the 
public  has  been  awakened  by  proper  education  to  the 
criminal  waste  of  the  Commonwealth’s  productive 
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efforts  by  carelessness  and  negligence  resulting  in  the 
tremendous  destruction  of  life  and  property  which 
now  is  occurring. 

There  were  7,696  alarms  of  fire  during  1928,  an 
increase  of  364  over  the  year  of  1927,  but  this  increase 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  city  was  visited  by  an  epidemic 
of  false  alarms  during  1928.  In  the  past  year  there 
were  1,804  false  and  needless  alarms  as  compared  with 
1,229  in  1927,  an  increase  of  575.  Active  measures 
have  been  taken  to  reduce  the  number  of  false  alarms 
which  I  believe  will  be  effective. 

Fire  Prevention. 

The  department  has  continued  to  carry  out  the  policy 
of  fire  prevention  so  earnestly  supported  by  your 
Honor.  The  inspection  force  was  increased  in  numbers 
in  order  to  meet  the  demands  of  this  important  division.

Reports  of  hazardous  conditions  were  sent  to  other 
departments  as  follows:

Eight  hundred  and  six  notices  were  sent  to  owners 
and  occupants  to  correct  hazardous  conditions,  and 
were  followed  up  by  inspections  until  conditions  were 
corrected.  Six  hundred  and  twenty-five  personal 
services  were  made  by  the  constable  attached  to  the 
Fire  Prevention  Division.  Fifteen  convictions  were 
obtained  during  the  year  for  failure  to  comply  with  the 
orders  of  the  Fire  Commissioner  to  remedy  hazardous 
conditions. 

The  subject  of  arson  and  suspicious  fires  received 
the  constant  attention  of  the  division  and  104  suspicious 
fires  were  reported  to  the  State  Fire  Marshal. 
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In  addition  to  the  inspections  made  by  the  inspection 
force  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  the  following 
inspections  were  made  by  district  and  company  officers.

New  Equipment. 

The  department  continued  the  policy  established  in 
1927  of  furnishing  the  men  with  humane  equipment 
in  order  to  remove  some  of  the  hazards  encountered 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty-seven  individual  Wheat 
lights  were  furnished  to  Engines  1,  2,  3,  5,  9,  10,  11, 
12,  13,  14,  15,  17,  18,  21,  22,  23,  24,  25,  26,  27,  29,  32, 
33,  35,  36,  37,  38,  39,  40,  41,  43,  44,  47,  50,  52;  Ladders 
2,  3,  4,  5,  7,  8,  9,  11,  12,  13,  14,  15,  17,  18,  19,  20,  21, 
22,  23,  26,  29,  31.  Rescue  1;  Towers  1,  2,  3;  Division 
1,  2  and  3  cars;  Districts  1,  2,  3,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11 
cars;  Assistant  Chief  of  Department  and  the  Emergency 
Crew  of  the  Maintenance  Division. 

All  service  gas  masks  were  placed  in  the  following 
companies:  Ladders  8,  10,  12,  13,  15,  17,  18,  23,  24, 
28  and  30;  Rescue  2.  Six  masks  were  placed  on  the 
cars  of  the  following  district  chiefs:  2,  9,  10,  12,  13 
and  14. 

During  the  year  the  department  constructed  a 
new  lighting  plant  in  order  to  furnish  light  at  night 
fires  and  at  fires  where  buildings  were  heavily  charged 
with  smoke.  The  truck  was  manufactured  by  the 
General  Motors  Company  and  the  following  light 
equipment  was  assembled  by  the  maintenance  shop 
and  installed  on  the  truck.

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Since  the  truck  was  installed  it  has  given  excellent 
service  and  has  been  of  considerable  assistance  in  reduc¬ 
ing  the  fire  loss  and  the  possibility  of  serious  accident 
to  the  men. 

Other  modern  appliances  of  various  kinds  were  placed 
in  service  in  different  companies. 

Buildings. 

Two  new  fire  stations  were  opened  during  the  year. 
One  at  Broadway,  city  proper,  and  the  other  at  Parish 
street,  Meeting  House  Hill. 

On  February  5,  1928,  this  department  took  possession 
of  the  new  fire  station  on  Parish  street,  Meeting  House 
Hill.  This  building  took  the  place  of  two  old  fire  stations 
which  were  occupied  by  the  same  companies,  and  sleep¬ 
ing  quarters  and  an  office  were  provided  for  the  District 
Chief  of  District  No.  10.  The  building  is  of  brick  and 
limestone  trimmings,  three  stories  in  height  and  is 
equipped  with  all  the  modern  conveniences  for  a  fire 
station.  The  cost  of  erection  and  construction  was 
$104,703.33  above  the  land. 

On  April  17,  1928,  the  department  took  possession  of 
the  new  building  on  Broadway,  between  Shawmut 
avenue  and  Washington  street,  and  the  following  com¬ 
panies  were  quartered  in  that  building:  Engine  Com¬ 
pany  26,  Engine  Company  35,  Rescue  Company  1,  and 
Water  Tower  Company  2.  Offices  and  sleeping- 
quarters  were  provided  for  the  Chief  and  Assistant  Chief 
of  department,  and  the  District  Chief  of  District  No.  5. 

The  building  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $210,540.90 
above  the  land.  The  building  is  84  feet  wide  by  105 
feet  long,  three  stories  in  height,  of  fireproof  construc¬ 
tion  and  embodies  all  the  modern  requirements  of  a 
building  of  this  character.  One  of  the  particular 
features  of  this  building  is  that  the  station  is  equipped 
with  the  latest  type  of  electrical  signaling  system,  so 
that  by  a  series  of  lights  operated  from  the  patrol 
booth  the  members  are  informed  as  to  just  what  appara¬ 
tus  responds  to  each  alarm  of  fire.  This  is  necessary 
because  of  the  fact  that  four  companies  are  quartered 
in  this  building. 

A  new  concrete  floor  was  installed  in  the  quarters 
of  Engine  Company  19,  Babson  street,  Mattapan, 
and  other  changes  were  made  in  the  building  in  order 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  present  day  need. 
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A  new  concrete  floor  was  installed  in  the  quarters  of 
Engine  Company  34,  Western  avenue,  Brighton,  and 
extensive  alterations  made  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
that  company. 

A  new  concrete  floor  was  installed  in  quarters  of 
Engine  Company  45,  Washington  and  Poplar  streets, 
Roslindale,  and  the  department  is  now  remodeling  this 
building  so  that  the  accommodations  will  be  practically 
the  same  as  they  would  be  if  a  new  building  was  erected 
on  this  site. 

A  new  concrete  floor  was  installed  in  the  quarters  of 
Engine  Company  36,  Monument  street,  Charlestown, 
and  other  extensive  changes  were  made  in  this  building 
in  order  to  put  it  in  first-class  condition  as  a  fire  station. 

Throughout  the  department  many  improvements 
and  changes  have  been  made  in  the  fire  stations.  Many 
buildings  have  been  painted  throughout,  roofs  repaired, 
plastering  renewed,  and  new  window  and  door  screens 
furnished.  Metal  weather  stripping  has  been  furnished 
for  the  doors  and  windows  of  several  stations,  not  only 
for  the  protection  of  the  health  of  the  men,  but  for 
the  conservation  of  heat.

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the  rolling  stock 
of  the  department  in  the  very  best  condition. 

On  the  present  motor  equipment  of  the  department 
fifty  self-starting  units,  generators,  and  batteries  were 
installed.  In  the  first  years  of  motor  apparatus  there 
were  no  self-starters  and  in  later  years  the  self-starter 
had  not  been  developed  sufficiently  to  be  reliable.  At 
the  present  time  a  satisfactory  self-starter  can  be 
installed  on  the  apparatus  to  make  it  more  efficient 
and  to  eliminate  the  danger  of  injury  to  men  from 
cranking. 

Changes  are  being  made  in  several  pieces  of  apparatus 
in  order  to  equip  them  with  pneumatic  tires.  To  do 
this,  it  is  necessary  to  cut  down  the  wheels.  The 
installation  of  heavy  pneumatic  tires  is  prolonging  the 
life  of  the  apparatus. 

Fireboats. 

The  three  fireboats  of  the  department  were  taken 
out  of  service  for  annual  inspection  by  the  United 
States  steamboat  inspectors,  and  at  the  same  time  were 
given  a  complete  overhauling  in  order  that  they  would 
be  in  a  seaworthy  condition.  Approximately  $12,600 
was  expended  in  making  repairs  to  the  fireboats  during 
the  year. 

House  Equipment. 

The  equipment  of  the  houses  has  received  careful 
attention  and  renewals  have  been  made  wherever  neces¬ 
sary.  New  hot  water  heaters  were  installed  in  fifteen 
houses.  This  will  eliminate  the  necessity  of  keeping  a 
separate  hot  water  heater  burning  to  provide  hot  water 
for  the  house. 

Drill  School. 

During  the  year  thirty-nine  appointees  successfully 
passed  the  intensive  course  of  instruction  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Drill  School,  together  with  officers  and  members 
of  other  departments. 
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Pump  School. 

Thirty-four  officers  and  one  hundred  and  six  privates 
attended  the  course  of  instruction  at  the  gasolene  pump 
school  and  qualified  as  motor  pump  operators. 

Chauffeurs’  School. 

Forty-six  members  of  the  department  received  in¬ 
struction  in  the  chauffeurs’  school  during  the  year  and 
were  certified  as  operators  of  department  motor  appa¬ 
ratus.  In  addition,  special  instructions  were  given  to 
various  members  in  different  companies. 

Company  Drills. 

The  regular  weekly  company  drills,  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  district  chiefs  in  the  various  districts,  were 
held,  and  in  addition  lectures  were  given  by  deputy 
chiefs  on  the  subjects  of  fire  fighting,  building  inspec¬ 
tion,  etc.,  to  the  different  companies  in  their  divisions. 
In  addition,  in  order  to  establish  a  uniform  method  of 
operation  at  fires  the  assistant  chief  of  department  was 
detailed  to  conduct  a  series  of  company  drills  through¬ 
out  the  department  where  companies  worked  under 
conditions,  as  near  as  it  was  possible  to  make  them,  as 
those  encountered  at  fires.

Construction  Work. 

A  larger  amount  of  underground  cable  (nearly  64,000 
feet)  was  installed  this  year  than  usual  due  principally 
to  the  fact  that  cable  ordered  in  1927  was  accepted  too 
late  to  be  installed  until  this  year.  About  4,000  feet  of 
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ducts  were  laid  underground,  38  posts  were  set,  8  were 
relocated  and  20  were  replaced  by  new.  Automobiles 
caused  damage  to  74  posts.  Fifty-five  new  fire  alarm 
boxes  were  installed  and  8  were  removed  from  service. 
All  boxes  and  posts  were  painted. 

The  bells  in  all  keyless  doors,  nearly  1,000  in  number, 
were  removed  as  well  as  the  glass  key  guards  on  boxes  in 
Hyde  Park.  Advantage  was  taken  by  irresponsible 
and  malicious  persons  of  the  fact  that  the  warning  signal 
was  eliminated  and  the  number  of  false  alarms  increased 
from  335  in  1927  to  871  in  1928.  An  increase  of  false 
alarms  is  always  expected  when  a  change  in  the  type  of 
box  is  made,  to  last  until  the  newness  is  worn  off,  and 
toward  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  gradually 
diminished  to  normal.  The  probability  of  failure  to 
sound  the  alarm,  because  of  the  misunderstanding  caused 
by  the  ringing  of  the  bell,  has  undoubtedly  been  elimi¬ 
nated. 

The  numbers  of  423  boxes  were  changed,  which  in¬ 
cluded  all  boxes  in  East  Boston  and  Charlestown  as  well 
as  all  private  boxes.  All  boxes  are  being  changed  to 
strike  three  blows  a  second,  the  same  as  the  tapper 
service.  By  speeding  up,  the  average  box  will  now 
transmit  the  first  round  of  its  signal  in  about  six  seconds. 

All  of  the  old  obsolete,  sector  type  boxes,  about  875 
in  all,  which  have  served  so  long,  are  still  in  service.  An 
appropriation  should  be  made  to  replace  at  least  half 
of  them  with  modern  boxes  this  coming  year.  Fourteen 
more  siren  horns  to  warn  traffic  of  the  approach  of  fire 
apparatus  were  installed  making  a  total  of  23  horns  and 
22  bells  now  in  service. 

In  order  to  overcome  some  difficulties  encountered  an 
increase  in  power  from  7\  watts  to  50  watts  for  station 
WEY.  at  fire  alarm  headquarters  was  granted  by  the 
Radio  Commission  and  orders  were  issued  for  a  new  set. 
Radio  service  between  headquarters  and  the  fire  boats 
has  been  excellent.

During  the  year  the  fires  arid  accidents  due  to  electrical 
causes  were  with  slight  exceptions  insignificant  in 
character,  the  total  insurance  loss  for  fires  in  so  far  as 
could  be  determined  being  $11,957.36. 

The  income  from  permits  to  perform  interior  electrical 
work  was  $96,122.37. 

Interior  Division. 

All  new  electrical  construction  in  department  stores, 
hotels,  apartment  houses,  etc.,  of  which  the  division 
had  knowledge  was  carefully  inspected,  and  where  time 
and  conditions  permitted,  old  installations  were  inspected 
and  changes  where  necessary  in  the  interests  of  safety 
were  called  for. 

Regular  inspections  of  the  permanent  installations  of 
theaters,  places  of  amusement  and  public  halls  were 
also  made  in  compliance  with  the  law  governing  the 
same. 

The  division  has  been  diligent  in  its  endeavors  to 
prohibit  the  installation  and  use  of  sub-standard  equip¬ 
ments  and  materials,  such  as  bridge  lamps  with  im¬ 
proper  cords  feeding  the  same,  electrical  toys,  curling 
irons,  toasters,  etc.,  which  may  prove  to  be  a  fire  hazard 
if  installed  and  used.

In  these  prescribed  streets  from  which  poles  and 
overhead  wires  were  to  be  removed,  there  were  standing, 
on  January  1,  1928,  a  total  of  one  hundred  eighty- 
four  (184)  poles  (not  including  the  trolley  poles  of 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway,  which  are  exempt), 
supporting  a  total  of  six  hundred  forty-five  thousand 
eight  hundred  (645,800)  feet  of  overhead  wires,  or  a 
little  more  than  one  hundred  twenty-two  (122)  miles, 
owned  by  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company, 
New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company, 
Charlestown  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  Boston  Fire 
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Department  (Fire  Alarm  Branch),  Boston  Police  De¬ 
partment  (Police  Signal  Service)  and  American  District 
Telegraph  Company. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  inspection  work  necessary 
on  account  of  new  construction  the  inspection  of  old 
overhead  construction  is  also  included  in  the  duties 
of  our  inspectors. 

During  the  past  year  the  inspectors  of  this  division 
have  reported  ninety-six  (96)  poles  decayed  at  base 
and  twenty  (20)  poles  leaning  or  a  total  of  one  hundred 
sixteen  (116)  poles,  which  were  replaced  by  new  poles 
or  reset  by  the  various  companies  at  the  request  of 
this  department. 

Sixty-five  (65)  abandoned  poles  were  also  reported 
by  our  inspectors  and  were  removed  by  the  owners  at 
our  request.

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Recommendations. 

Mutual  Aid. 

Once  again  I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  mutual 
system  now  in  effect  between  the  Boston  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  departments  of  adjoining  municipalities. 
Some  years  ago  a  courtesy  agreement  was  entered  into 
between  neighboring  cities  and  towns  whereby  the 
Boston  department  would  respond  to  certain  so-called 
border  boxes  outside  the  city  limits,  and  the  departments 
outside  Boston  would  come  into  this  city  in  response  to 
alarms  from  similar  Boston  boxes.  Under  this  arrange¬ 
ment  Boston  responded  to  forty-eight  alarms  in  suburban 
communities  in  1928.  In  addition,  a  pressing  call  for 
help  was  received  from  Fall  River  during  the  conflagra¬ 
tion  in  that  city.  Such  a  call  as  the  latter  from  a 
community  in  distress  cannot  go  unanswered,  accom¬ 
panied  as  it  may  be  with  a  serious  liability  to  the  city. 
Nevertheless  the  Fire  Commissioner  of  Boston  has 
never  been  authorized  by  the  City  Council,  the  proper 
body  to  grant  such  authority,  to  send  the  men  and 
apparatus  of  this  department  outside  the  city  limits. 
In  view  of  recent  legislation  the  Fire  Commissioner  can 
do  nothing  to  extend  or  strengthen  any  system  of 
mutual  aid.  While  any  system  of  mutual  aid  which 
can  be  devised  will  be  of  greater  value  to  the  adjoining 
municipalities  than  it  is  likely  to  be  to  this  city,  I 
recommend  that  the  City  Council  take  action  in  order 
that  Boston  may  legally  take  part  in  a  comprehensive 
but  limited  system  of  metropolitan  mutual  aid  in  fire 
protection. 

Relocation  of  Fire  Stations. 

During  the  past  year  a  step  forward  has  been  made 
to  effect  a  consolidation  of  fire  stations.  With  the 
•opening  of  the  fire  station  on  Broadway  it  was  possible 
to  place  Engine  Company  26,  Engine  Company  35, 
Rescue  Company  1  and  Water  Tower  Company  2  in 
one  fire  station,  at  the  same  time  increasing  the  efficiency 
of  these  fire-fighting  units  in  the  congested  value  section 
of  the  city. 

In  other  sections  of  the  city  there  are  stations  within 
a  short  distance  of  each  other  housing  one  company 
and  a  few  men.  A  typical  example  of  this  exists  in  the 
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West  End  section  where  Engine  Company  4  and  Water 
Tower  Company  1  on  Bulfinch  street,  Engine  Company 
6  on  Leverett  street  and  Ladder  Company  24  on  North 
Grove  street  are  all  within  a  narrow  radius  of  each  other. 
Funds  should  be  provided  to  erect  a  fire  station  in  a 
central  location,  such  as  Bowdoin  square,  to  house  all 
these  companies  and  abandon  the  stations  on  Bulfinch 
street,  North  Grove  street  and  Leverett  street. 

Other  combinations  which  should  receive  considera¬ 
tion  are  as  follows: 

Engine  2  at  O  and  Fourth  streets,  South  Boston,  and 
Ladder  19  on  Fourth  street,  South  Boston.  Both 
these  houses  should  be  abandoned  and  a  new  station 
erected  in  the  vicinity  of  K  or  L  street  where  these 
companies  would  be  in  a  better  location  to  serve  the 
entire  community. 

Engine  8  on  Salem  street  and  Ladder  1  on  Friend 
street  should  be  consolidated  in  one  station  in  the 
vicinity  of  Cross  and  Richmond  streets.  These  two 
companies  are  now  located  on  narrow  and  congested 
streets,  resulting  in  frequent  delays  in  responding  to 
alarms  of  fire. 

Engine  3  and  Ladder  3,  Harrison  avenue  and  Bristol 
street,  and  Engine  23  on  Northampton  street.  These 
companies  should  be  consolidated  in  a  station  in  the 
vicinity  of  Harrison  avenue  and  Wareham  street. 
Both  these  houses  are  antiquated  and  require  constant 
attention.  In  a  short  time  it  will  be  necessary  to 
rebuild  them.  The  department  now  owns  considerable 
land  at  the  location  recommended  which  might  be 
adapted  for  use  as  a  fire  station  with  the  purchase  of  a 
small  piece  of  additional  land  for  a  site. 

Engine  13  on  Cabot  street  and  Ladder  12  on  Tremont 
street.  With  the  purchase  of  a  piece  of  land  adjoining 
Ladder  12  an  addition  could  be  provided  to  house 
Engine  13,  and  the  present  quarters  of  Engine  13  could 
be  disposed  of. 

There  are  other  stations  located  in  outlying  sections 
of  the  city,  in  some  instances  they  are  practically  on 
the  border.  Nearly  all  of  these  houses  are  over  fifty 
years  old,  built  to  accommodate  a  call  fire  department, 
and  are  in  need  of  extensive  repairs  or  rebuilding. 
When  it  is  possible  to  provide  the  funds,  these  companies 
should  be  moved  to  other  locations  where  they  will  be 
centrally  located  in  the  districts  they  are  called  upon 
to  serve. 
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The  department  has  continued  its  policy  of  remodel¬ 
ing  fire  stations  which  are  properly  located,  and  which 
are  in  condition  to  give  good  service  for  many  years. 
This  work  has  been  done  out  of  the  tax  levy.  There  are 
a  few  cases  where  the  remodeling  requires  a  large 
expenditure  which  in  my  opinion  could  be  best  taken 
care  of  by  a  loan.  The  first  case  of  this  character 
which  should  receive  attention  is  the  quarters  of  Engine 
22  and  Ladder  13.  This  is  a  well  built  station  in  an 
excellent  location  which  was  erected  in  the  days  of 
horse-drawn  apparatus.  It  now  requires  considerable 
alteration  which  should  not  be  delayed. 

Maintenance  Shop. 

The  present  maintenance  shop  is  suffering  from  lack 
of  adequate  floor  space.  It  is  well  equipped,  and  every 
effort  is  made  to  adapt  it  to  the  requirements  of  motor 
apparatus.  It  was  erected  just  prior  to  the  advent  of 
motor-driven  equipment,  but  the  department  has  far 
outgrown  it.  Plans  should  be  made  to  enlarge  the  shop 
and  department  garage,  so  that  there  would  be  proper 
coordination  between  all  the  shops  of  the  department, 
and  at  the  same  time  accommodate  the  growing  needs 
of  the  department.

receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year  1928. 


SUMMARY  OF  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  HEALTH 
DEPARTMENT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1928. 

Population,  Appropriation  and  Expenditures. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  city  for  the  year 
was  799,200.  The  amount  of  money  expended  by  the 
Health  Department  was  $897,549.67,  a  per  capita 
expenditure  of  $1.12,  as  compared  with  an  expenditure 
of  $815,668.17  in  1927,  or  $1.03.  Of  the  total  amount 
expended,  $128,701.67,  or  14  per  cent,  was  paid  from 
the  appropriation  to  the  Commonwealth  and  to  cities 
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and  towns  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  persons  ill  with 
communicable  diseases  for  which  Boston  was  legally 
responsible  by  reason  of  settlement.  Of  this  amount, 
$120,848.78  was  expended  for  the  care  of  cases  of 
tuberculosis,  mainly  to  the  Commonwealth,  and  the 
remainder,  $7,852.89,  for  cases  of  other  communicable 
diseases  to  cities  and  towns,  an  increase  in  both  items 
over  last  year. 

Receipts  from  cities  and  towns  and  the  Common¬ 
wealth  for  the  care  of  out-of-town  patients  in  Boston 
hospitals  are  not  credited  to  the  Health  Department 
appropriation,  but  to  the  receipts  of  the  City  Col¬ 
lector.  The  accompanying  charts  show  in  detail  the 
expenditures  for  the  past  year  by  the  various  divisions 
and  for  personal  service.  The  accompanying  tables 
show  the  income  received  from  various  sources,  mainly 
from  licenses  and  permits,  but  not  reimbursements  for 
the  care  of  patients  with  a  legal  settlement  outside  of 
Boston. 


Mortality  and  Morbidity  Statistics. 

Deaths ,  Births  and  Rates  for  Calendar  Year  1928, 
Compared  with  Deaths,  Births  and  Rates  for 
Previous  Years . 

Deaths. —  The  mortality  statistics  for  the  year  just 
closed  indicated  that  the  health  of  the  people  of  Boston 
was  good.  The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was 
11,563  —  of  which  18.9  per  cent  were  nonresidents  — 
and  based  upon  an  estimated  population  of  799,200, 
the  death  rate  for  the  year  is  14.5  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  As  compared  with  1927  there  was  an 
increase  of  461  deaths. 

Births. — *  The  total  number  of  live  births  during  the 
year  was  18,751,  a  decrease  of  320  over  the  previous 
year,  establishing  a  birth  rate  of  23.46  as  against  24.05 
for  1927,  and  23.68  for  1926.  A  normal  rate  for  a 
large  city  is  twenty-five,  and  Boston  each  year  shows 
an  inclination  to  keep  below  this  figure.  This  may  be 
due  to  the  tendency  of  young  married  people  to  move 
to  less  crowded  districts  outside  the  city  where  present 
day  favorable  economic  conditions  and  automobile 
transportation  enable  them  to  maintain  homes.

There  were  also  reported  986  cases  of  ophthalmia;  2,444  cases  and  2  deaths  from  gonorrhea 
and  757  cases  of  syphilis  with  69  deaths  for  calendar  year  1928. 
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Infant  Mortality. —  Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
of  age  numbered  1,446,  and  is  the  lowest  number  ever 
recorded  in  the  history  of  the  City  of  Boston  (as  far 
back  as  the  statistics  were  tabulated,  1871),  and  shows 
an  infant  mortality  rate  of  77.11  as  compared  with  a 
rate  of  76.29  for  1927  and  84.49  for  1926.  Boston 
each  year  has  an  average  of  20  per  cent  of  nonresident 
deaths  under  one  year  of  age.  Of  the  1,446  deaths 
under  one  year  of  age,  677  died  during  the  first  month 
of  life.  Inherent  weakness  (congenital  inability  to  live) 
will,  as  usual,  account  for  most  of  these  deaths  under 
one  month  of  age. 

Communicable  Diseases. —  Boston  has  been  fortunate 
during  the  year  in  not  having  experienced  any  severe 
outbreak  or  epidemic  of  communicable  diseases,  except 
for  the  flurry  of  influenza  which  began  towards  the 
close  of  the  year.  Although  there  was  a  widespread 
prevalence  of  infantile  paralysis  in  the  United  States, 
which  included  towns  adjacent  to  this  city,  Boston 
escaped.  Among  other  communicable  diseases  there 
have  been  the  usual  fluctuations. 

Typhoid  Fever. —  The  decline  in  deaths  from  typhoid 
fever  continued  and  the  number  of  deaths  and  the  death 
rate  from  this  disease  were  the  lowest  recorded  since 
statistics  were  first  tabulated  for  this  disease.  Boston 
holds  an  enviable  record  regarding  typhoid  fever,  hav¬ 
ing  but  five  deaths  reported  during  the  entire  year, 
showing  a  death  rate  of  .63  per  100,000  of  population, 
a  rate  probably  not  excelled  or  equalled  by  any  other 
large  city  in  the  world.  Figures  such  as  these  indicate 
a  good  water  supply,  a  proper  system  of  sewage  dis¬ 
posal,  besides  work  to  protect  the  milk  and  food  supply 
of  the  people. 

Tuberculosis. —  There  is  satisfaction  in  noting  a  fur¬ 
ther  decline  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  all  other  forms  of  tuberculosis;  581 
deaths  were  reported  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  giv¬ 
ing  a  death  rate  of  72.7  per  100,000  of  the  population, 
and  664  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis, —  a  death 
rate  of  83.1  per  100,000  of  the  population,  the  lowest 
rates  ever  recorded  from  this  disease  in  Boston. 

Scarlet  Fever. —  Diphtheria. —  These  diseases  are  con¬ 
tinuing  to  be  of  less  practical  importance  each  year,  and 
although  the  tendency  has  been  towards  a  reduction  in 
the  number  of  deaths  from  these  diseases  through  the 
operation  of  natural  causes,  measures  and  methods  for 
their  prevention  and  control  are  also  producing  results. 
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Deaths  fro-m  diphtheria  numbered  sixty- three,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  three  over  the  preceding  year,  whereas  scarlet 
fever  took  a  toll  of  thirty-one  deaths  as  against  fifty- 
three  for  the  previous  year. 

Whooping  Cough. —  This  disease  continues  to  be 
serious,  dangerous  and  insidious.  Although  looked  on 
almost  with  indifference  by  many  parents  it  was  the 
direct  cause  of  fifty-two  deaths  during  the  past  year 
and  an  indirect  cause  of  many  more.  The  Whooping 
Cough  Commission  of  Boston  is  making  a  special  study 
of  this  disease. 

Smallpox  and  Leprosy. —  Two  cases  of  leprosy  were 
discovered  in  Boston.  They  were  immediately  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  National  Leprosarium  at  Carville,  La. 
Smallpox  was  found  on  three  different  occasions  in  the 
city.  In  each  instance  the  cases  were  promptly  hos¬ 
pitalized,  and  contacts  vaccinated  and  observed  and 
the  spread  of  the  disease  prevented. 

Rabies  ( in  Animals). —  The  experience  of  the  year  has 
served  to  accentuate  a  troublesome  situation  which  is 
bound  to  grow  worse  until  public  opinion  will  support 
effective  measures  for  its  control.  In  1925  there  were 
demonstrated  nine  cases  of  rabies  in  Boston.  In  1926 
the  number  had  increased  to  thirty,  and  in  1927  it  had 
jumped  to  130,  a  number  which  will  be  almost  reached 
in  the  year  just  closed.  Investigation  of  persons  bitten 
by  dogs  shows  that  most  of  the  trouble  is  caused  by 
unlicensed  dogs  which  infest  the  city,  and  is  aggravated 
by  the  present  popularity  of  the  large  treacherous  dogs 
of  the  European  working-dog  type,  commonly  referred 
to  as  “police  dogs.” 

Comparisons.—  Decreases  in  deaths  during  1928  as 
compared  with  1927  were  shown  in  the  following  report- 
able  diseases:  Typhoid  fever,  tuberculosis,  epidemic 
meningitis,  anterior  poliomyelitis,  scarlet  fever  and  septic 
sore  throat.  Increases  were  shown  in  deaths  from 
diphtheria,  influenza,  measles,  lobar  pneumonia  and 
whooping  cough.  In  the  group  of  general  diseases, 
increases  were  shown  in  the  following:  Heart  disease, 
cancer,  cerebral  hemorrhage,  broncho-pneumonia  and 
arteriosclerosis.  Decreases  were  shown  in  deaths  from 
diabetes,  chronic  nephritis,  diarrhea  and  enteritis  (under 
two  years)  and  alcoholism. 

Influenza. —  Infections  of  the  upper  respiratory  tract 
were  unusually  prevalent  in  Boston  and  vicinity  during 
early  autumn.  There  was  also  evidence  of  an  unusual 
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prevalence  of  such  infections  in  April  and  May.  The 
infections  which  prevailed  during  the  autumn  were  not 
usually  disabling  in  character,  but  frequently  left  a 
persistent  cough. 

About  the  middle  of  December  there  began  to  be 
signs  that  infections  of  the  upper  respiratory  tract  were 
taking  on  a  new  aspect.  Deaths  ascribed  in  death 
certificates  to  lobar  pneumonia,  which  had  been  run¬ 
ning  below  the  five-year  average  for  the  season,  mounted 
above  this  average  and  physicians  began  sending  in 
reports  of  cases  of  influenza  in  unusual  numbers. 
Deaths  from  broncho-pneumonia  also  began  to  show 
an  evident  tendency  to  increase. 

Every  reported  case  of  influenza  was  investigated  by 
a  medical  inspector  of  the  Health  Department.  These 
investigations  indicated  that  reports  of  cases  of  influenza 
in  Boston  were  largely  the  result  of  the  publicity  given 
to  the  prevalence  of  influenza  in  other  parts  of  the 
country  and  which  was  evidently  spreading  from  West 
to  East.  The  usual  history  of  a  reported  case  of 
influenza  in  Boston  at  that  time  was  that  a  person  had 
been  suffering  from  a  cold  for  some  time  and  had  finally 
felt  obliged  to  stay  home  from  work  and  perhaps  remain 
abed  for  two  or  three  days.  The  contagious  character 
of  the  infection  was  indicated  by  the  frequency  with 
which  two  or  more  members  of  the  same  household  or 
groups  of  fellow  workers  became  affected  within  a  period 
of  two  or  three  days.  Recovery  was  usually  uneventful 
and  prostration  not  very  pronounced. 

Toward  the  latter  part  of  December  infections  of  the 
respiratory  tract  began  to  take  on  a  more  serious  char¬ 
acter.  Absenteeism  from  industry  began  to  manifest 
itself  to  a  very  unusual  extent  for  this  season  of  the 
year.  Persons  who  had  not  been  suffering  from  “  colds,” 
as  well  as  those  with  previous  catarrhal  symptoms, 
began  to  be  stricken  down  with  an  abruptness  and 
prostration  characteristic  of  a  true  influenza.  Apparent 
recovery  was  often  followed  by  a  relapse  with  manifes¬ 
tations  of  serious  infections  of  the  respiratory  tract. 
Cases  in  which  the  digestive  tract  was  involved  were 
common. 

By  the  first  of  January,  1929,  reported  cases  of 
influenza  and  lobar  pneumonia  had  begun  to  mount 
rapidly,  as  did  also  deaths  ascribed  directly  to  influenza, 
and  to  some  form  of  lobar  pneumonia  and  to  broncho¬ 
pneumonia. 
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The  high  prevalence  of  respiratory  infections  con¬ 
tinued  through  January,  1929,  without  definite  indica¬ 
tions  of  abatement.  Toward  the  end  of  the  month 
there  appeared  a  tendency  of  reported  cases  of  influenza 
to  decrease,  but  it  was  evident  that  the  pneumonias 
were  continuing  to  show  much  more  than  a  seasonal 
increase. 

The  investigations  of  the  Boston  Health  Department 
would  indicate  that  the  disability  and  mortality  in  the 
epidemic  of  this  year  were  the  result  chiefly  of  a  mixed 
infection.  What  infective  agents  were  involved  have 
not  been  determined,  so  far  as  the  department  is  aware. 
The  department’s  investigation  would,  however,  indicate 
that  while  broncho-pneumonia  greatly  predominated  in 
death  certificates  there  was  a  marked  tendency  to  report 
as  lobar  pneumonia  cases  which  were  properly  classifiable 
as  broncho-pneumonia.  The  most  common  type  of 
lobar  pneumonia  to  be  found  in  Boston  during  the 
epidemic  would  appear  to  have  been  type  IV.

Child  Hygiene. —  We  are  cooperating  with  other 
authorities  for  the  enactment  of  regulations  providing 
for  the  examination  of  summer  camps  and  the  persons 
who  attend  them.  Although  there  are  few,  if  any,  of 
these  camps  in  Boston,  we  are  concerned  with  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  this  city  who  attend  these  camps  during  the 
summer  season.  We  desire  them  to  return  to  their 
homes  in  as  good  physical  condition  at  least  as  when 
they  left  them.  It  is  proposed  to  have  approved  regu¬ 
lations  in  effect  the  coming  summer. 

Health  Units. —  The  year  just  ended  showed  much 
progress  in  adding  to  the  chain  of  health  units  in  this 
city,  and  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Mayor  a 
splendid  structure  was  purchased  in  Roxbury  which  is 
now  being  remodeled  to  provide  a  modern,  up-to-date 
unit  for  the  people  of  that  section  of  Boston.  The 
former  out-patient  department  of  the  Boston  Sanato¬ 
rium  has  been  converted  into  a  health  unit.  Land  was 
purchased  in  Charlestown  and  the  corner  stone  laid  for 
a  George  Robert  White  Health  Unit  in  that  section. 
It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  before  the  close  of  1929  there 
will  be  a  total  of  seven  health  units  in  operation  in 
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Boston,  the  additions  of  this  year  being  the  most 
important  since  the  first  was  established. 

These  units,  as  is  well  known,  are  intended  to  house 
organizations  and  associations  interested  in  child  wel¬ 
fare,  and  are  clearing  houses  for  all  health  activities  in 
the  sections  of  the  city  where  they  are  located.  Their 
worth  has  been  well  attested,  not  only  by  local  authori¬ 
ties  but  by  public  health  experts  from  all  parts  of  the 
world  who  visit  them  and  find  them  models  of  their 
kind.  The  roofs  of  these  units  are  now  utilized  for  the 
observation  and  care  of  the  undernourished  who  are 
known  to  be  tubercular  contacts.  A  nutritional  demon¬ 
stration  is  also  carried  on  in  connection  with  this  work. 

In  addition,  this  department  maintains  nineteen  child 
health  conference  stations  at  which  are  held  thirty-one 
conferences  every  week.  These  are  distributed  in  differ¬ 
ent  parts  of  the  city  and  are  devoted  exclusively  to 
babies.  The  pediatricians  in  charge  of  these  stations, 
and  who  work  with  the  nurses  of  this  department,  are 
selected  by  the  three  medical  schools  in  Boston  and 
they  are  on  the  teaching  staffs  of  these  schools:  Har¬ 
vard,  Tufts  and  Boston  University.  As  attesting  the 
popularity  of  these  baby  conferences  it  may  be  men¬ 
tioned  that  the  attendance  of  babies  and  pre-school 
children  for  the  year  now  coming  to  a  close  will  be 
65,000.  These  figures  do  not  include  the  number  of 
visits  by  the  nurses  of  this  department  to  cases  of 
tuberculosis,  communicable  diseases,  and  to  infants 
who  for  one  reason  or  another  do  not  come  to  the 
conferences. 

It  is  expected  that  with  seven  health  units  in  opera¬ 
tion,  and  with  the  completed  program  of  infant  welfare 
and  tuberculosis  prevention  that  will  be  carried  on  by 
the  forces  of  this  department,  results  will  follow  which 
will  reflect  credit  on  those  who  have  devoted  their  per¬ 
sonal  efforts  to  this  work. 

Nursing. —  The  work  of  the  nursing  service  continues 
to  expand  in  volume  and  into  new  fields  of  endeavor. 
Each  year  shows  increased  personnel  added  by  the 
Health  Commissioner,  and  in  1928  a  new  peak  was 
reached  in  the  number  of  persons  engaged  in  carrying  on 
the  communicable  disease,  tuberculosis  and  child  hygiene 
programs, —  120  staff  nurses,  12  supervisors,  2  dietitians, 
and  a  director,  making  a  total  of  135  persons.  All  are 
chosen  from  eligible  lists  certified  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission,  and  the  amount  of  service  and  number  of 
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visits  and  activities  performed  by  them  reached  its 
highest  figure  this  year.  A  detailed  report  of  the  work 
of  the  Nursing  Service  is  included  herewith. 

Bacteriological  Laboratory. — •  The  laboratory  of  the 
department  has  made  50,000  examinations  this  year, 
and  in  addition  to  the  routine  work  of  diagnosis,  con¬ 
siderable  time  and  study  have  been  spent  on  special 
investigations.  Exhaustive  studies  have  been  made  of 
the  degree  of  pollution  of  the  tidewaters  of  Savin  Hill 
and  Freeport  beaches.  Further  work  has  been  done  on 
wash  waters  in  laundries  and  in  swimming  pools  of  the 
city.  Special  technical  and  bacteriological  studies  have 
been  made  and  will  be  continued  next  year.  The  sub¬ 
jects  under  investigation  include  the  efficiency  of 
methods  employed  in  the  cleaning  of  eating  and  drinking 
utensils. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  NEW  HEALTH  UNITS. 

Charlestown  Health  Unit. 

The  site  for  this  building  at  High,  Summer  and  Elm 
streets,  near  the  Bunker  Hill  Monument,  was  selected 
as  being  the  best  location  for  the  community  which  it 
will  serve. 

The  lot  has  streets  on  three  sides  and  with  the  build¬ 
ing  located  as  planned  there  will  for  all  time  be  free 
open  spaces  on  all  sides  of  the  building,  which  is  60  by 
108  feet  in  size,  covering  an  area  of  16,478  square  feet. 

This  size  is  an  increase  over  the  units  previously  built, 
a  feature  which  was  found  desirable  from  experience  in 
the  operation  of  the  earlier  units. 

The  exterior  is  of  red  brick  and  limestone,  designed 
after  the  Georgian  period  of  Colonial  architecture. 
Limestone  pilasters  adorn  the  four  sides  with  a  limestone 
cornice.  The  front  is  provided  with  stone  panels  for 
the  inscriptions. 

Entering  from  High  street  through  a  vestibule  one 
passes  into  a  lobby,  from  which  on  one  side  are  stairs 
connecting  with  the  other  floors  and  on  the  other  side 
an  administration  office.  Passing  through  this  lobby 
visitors  go  into  a  main  waiting  room  from  which  clinic, 
dental,  rest  and  toilet  rooms  open. 

At  the  back  of  this  waiting  room  is  the  space  assigned 
for  baby,  pre-natal  and  tuberculosis  clinics.  There  is 
complete  service  for  fluoroscopy,  radiography  and 
heliotherapy. 
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The  basement  contains  cafeteria  with  kitchen,  storage 
rooms,  also  locker  and  toilets  for  the  personnel  of  the 
building. 

Ascending  the  stairs  to  the  second  floor  one  enters  a 
lobby  from  which  opens  an  auditorium  seating  two 
hundred  people  and  provided  with  a  stage  and  motion 
picture  equipment.  The  rest  of  the  second  floor  is 
occupied  by  the  offices  of  the  organizations  serving 
the  community  and  which  are  closely  related  to  the 
activities  of  the  first  floor. 

The  third  floor  is  mainly  given  over  to  the  large  glass- 
roofed  and  inclosed  space  which  will  be  heated  in  winter.

The  glass  used  on  this  roof  has  the  ability  to  pass  the 
health-giving  rays  of  the  sun.  There  is  also  provided 
on  this  floor  a  kitchen  for  the  serving  of  the  children’s 
lunches. 


New  Health  Unit  in  Roxbury. 

The  trustees  of  the  George  Robert  White  Fund 
voted  to  purchase,  at  a  cost  of  165,000,  the  Nawn 
property  on  Blue  Hill  avenue,  at  the  corner  of  Savin 
and  Maywood  streets,  for  the  establishment  of  a  health 
unit  in  Roxbury. 
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The  lot  of  land  has  an  area  of  19,200  square  feet, 
valued  by  the  assessors  in  1927  at  $12,400.  The 
buildings  on  the  lot  are  assessed  for  $50,600,  making  a 
total  assessed  valuation  of  $63,000. 

The  brick  and  limestone  building,  measuring  35  feet 
on  Savin  street  and  85  feet  on  Blue  Hill  avenue,  was 
erected  in  1919,  to  be  used  for  the  general  offices  of  the 
Nawn  Construction  Company,  and  an  examination  of 
the  same  by  the  Health  Commissioner,  Dr.  Francis  X. 
Mahoney,  and  Dr.  Charles  F.  Wilinsky,  Deputy  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Health  in  charge  of  Health  Units,  acting 
with  Coolidge,  Shepley,  Bulfinch  &  Abbott,  the  archi¬ 
tects  of  the  three  health  units  already  established  and 
of  the  Charlestown  Health  Unit  now  in  process,  demon¬ 
strated  that  the  building  could  be  readily  adapted,  at 
an  expense  of  probably  $50,000,  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  work  of  a  health  unit. 

The  building  in  size  compares  favorably  with  the  first 
health  unit  erected  at  the  North  End  (measuring  40  feet 
in  width  and  80  feet  in  length)  and  occupies  about  3,000 
square  feet  of  the  total  area  of  the  lot,  leaving  about 
16,000  square  feet,  after  the  present  wooden  structures 
are  removed,  for  use  as  an  open-air  park  in  connection 
with  the  work  of  the  health  unit  and  in  conformity  with 
the  other  health  units  now  in  operation. 

It  is  expected  that  the  necessary  alterations  can  be 
made  to  the  present  structure  and  a  glass  roof  house 
added  to  the  same  to  meet  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Health  Department,  so  that  the  unit  may  be  dedi¬ 
cated  and  in  full  operation  in  October  of  the  present 
year. 

SETTLEMENT  ACTIVITIES. 

Statutory  law  requires  the  Health  Department  to 
provide  hospital  treatment  for  persons  infected  with 
diseases  dangerous  to  the  public  health.  Such  service 
must  be  paid  for  by  the  person  thus  treated,  if  he  is 
able;  if  he  is  not  able,  the  expense  must  be  borne  by  the 
city  or  town  in  which  the  patient  has  a  “  legal  settle¬ 
ment”  or  by  the  state.  Liability  is  determined  in 
accordance  with  somewhat  complicated  statutes  and 
court  decisions  commonly  referred  to  as  the  “  Settle¬ 
ment  Law.” 

The  total  sum  expended  in  1928  for  the  care  of  persons 
ill  with  communicable  diseases  was  $128,701.67,  which, 
under  the  statute,  must  be  approved  by  the  Health 
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Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  amount 
expended,  however,  does  not  necessarily  reflect  fairly 
the  amount  of  labor  involved  in  the  investigation  by 
the  Health  Commissioner. 

Approximately  1,971  cases  were  handled  during  the 
year.  1,234  of  these  cases  were  either  claims  against 
the  City  of  Boston  for  persons  sick  with  communicable 
diseases  in  other  cities  and  towns,  or  were  requests  for 
probable  settlements  before  admittances  to  the  various 
sanatoria.  In  737  of  the  cases  bills  were  rendered  to 
this  department  for  the  care  of  persons  who  had  a  settle¬ 
ment  in  this  city;  149  notices  were  received  from  out- 
of-town  boards  of  health  in  which  reimbursement  was 
expected  from  Boston;  125  notices  were  received  from 
the  Medical  Division  of  the  department;  138  notices 
were  received  from  the  Massachusetts  Eye  and  Ear 
Infirmary,  in  "which  reimbursement  was  requested  for 
certain  patients  sick  with  trachoma,  suppurative  con¬ 
junctivitis,  or  ophthalmia  neonatorum.  The  Division 
of  Tuberculosis  requested  a  determination  of  settlements 
of  533  patients  before  their  admittance  to  the  Boston 
Sanatorium,  State  Sanatorium,  and  other  private 
sanatoria. 

The  patients  or  their  friends,  in  emergency  cases,  now 
call  at  the  Health  Department  and  present  their  settle¬ 
ment  facts.  In  the  year  1927  and  the  first  six  months  of 
the  year  1928,  the  settlement  investigator  was  instructed 
to  visit  each  patient,  but  owing  to  the  amount  of  office 
work,  this  can  no  longer  be  done. 

Notices  to  the  Health  Department  from  the  Boston 
City  Hospital,  covering  the  admission  of  200  out-of- 
town  residents  in  1928,  were  forwarded  by  the  settle¬ 
ment  investigator  to  the  various  local  boards  of  health 
concerned. 

This  department  has  denied  158  cases  and  has 
acknowledged  345,  besides  stating  the  probable  settle¬ 
ments  in  over  700  cases. 

The  amount  of  bills  deposited  with  the  Collection 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  $7,255.98, 
representing  unpaid  claims  against  individuals  and 
local  boards  of  health. 

Of  the  $128,701.67,  which  was  prepared  for  approval, 
$97,650.84  was  for  the  care  of  patients  at  the  four  state 
sanatoria.  This  rate  is  $17.50  for  adults  and  $7  for 
children  with  Boston  settlements.  The  bills  are  ren¬ 
dered  quarterly,  according  to  statute.  Of  the  balance, 
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$23,197.94  was  paid  to  cities  and  towns  and  private  sana¬ 
toria  for  the  care  of  tuberculous  patients.  $7,852.89 
was  paid  for  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis. 

In  compliance  with  the  statute,  chapter  91,  Acts  of 
1927,  it  is  incumbent  upon  the  Health  Commissioner 
to  examine  each  bill  presented  to  him  for  payment  of 
reasonable  expenses,  after  the  settlement  has  been 
determined  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare. 
Of  the  149  notices  received,  after  acknowledgment  of 
settlement,  the  bills  were  approved  or  disapproved  for 
payment,  and  the  reasons  for  disapproval  have  been 
furnished  to  the  city  making  the  claim. 

Many  contested  claims  against  the  City  of  Boston 
have  been  settled  by  the  Health  Commissioner  and  the 
Law  Department.  In  addition  to  the  determination  of 
settlement,  evidence  of  the  patients’  ability  to  pay  has 
been  carefully  considered  by  the  Health  Department 
before  the  commissioner  approves  the  same. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Diagnosis  clinics  for  tuberculosis  have  been  opened  in 
the  five  health  units  and  in  five  other  districts,  so  that 
in  ten  different  sections  of  Boston  there  were  1,272 
clinics  held  for  the  examination  and  diagnosis  of  13,364 
persons,  an  average  of  eleven  persons  per  clinic.  The 
program,  as  a  whole,  has  been  confronted  with  a  short¬ 
age  of  beds,  in  both  the  city  and  state  institutions. 
His  Honor  the  Mayor,  together  with  Boston  City 
Hospital  Trustees,  have  arranged  for  a  new  hospital 
unit  on  the  grounds  of  the  Boston  Sanatorium,  to  be 
completed  next  year,  which  will  reduce  the  bed 
shortage  in  the  city,  and  will  be  a  great  help  in  the 
furtherance  of  the  tuberculosis  program.  The  present 
arrangement,  entered  into  with  the  State  Division  of 
Tuberculosis  and  the  Boston  City  Hospital  Trustees, 
places  the  selection  of  cases  for  hospitalization  in  tuber¬ 
culosis  hospitals  in  the  hands  of  the  Health  Com¬ 
missioner,  acting  through  the  director  of  the  Division 
of  Tuberculosis. 

It  is  part  of  this  policy  to  determine  and  establish 
speedily  and  with  accuracy  the  legal  settlement  of  each 
candidate  in  order  to  preclude  the  possibility,  so  far  as 
is  reasonable  and  humane,  of  admission  of  cases  which 
belong  to  other  municipalities  and  to  the  State,  in  our 
local  hospital.  So  far,  this  plan  has  worked  well,  with 
profit  and  great  advantage. 
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The  health  unit  roofs,  covered  with  vita-glass,  are 
being  utilized  for  children  of  a  pre-school  age  class, 
who  are  undernourished,  and  have  been  contacts  with 
tuberculosis  patients.  A  study  is  made  of  each  child 
prior  to  his  entrance,  of  his  food  intake,  etc.,  that  it 
may  be  used  in  planning  his  nutrition.  Weekly  classes 
are  held  by  the  nutritionists  with  the  mothers  of  these 
children,  in  order  to  develop  such  knowledge  as  will 
enable  them  to  keep  up  a  normal  condition  in  the  chil¬ 
dren,  once  it  is  established.  These  roofs  are  in  opera¬ 
tion,  each  day,  for  ten  months  in  the  year.  X-ray 
outfits  are  installed  in  each  of  the  units  and  are  for  the 
service  not  only  of  the  patients  regularly  attending  the 
clinics,  but  also  for  the  aid  in  diagnosis  of  the  practising 
physicians  in  said  district. 

The  Division  of  Tuberculosis,  as  well  as  the  Division 
of  Child  Hygiene,  is  furnished  with  an  examining  staff 
of  physicians,  from  the  three  medical  schools  in  the  city, 
namely,  Harvard,  Tufts  and  Boston  University,  each 
one  of  whom  has  been  selected  by  the  Health  Commis¬ 
sioner  for  excellence  in  training,  ability  and  experience. 

The  addition  to  the  hospital  for  tuberculosis  patients 
at  Mattapan  next  year  will  mean  one  hundred  and  fifty 
more  beds  and  will  greatly  facilitate  the  handling  of  this 
disease  in  Boston.  This  addition  will  provide  sufficient 
beds  for  Boston  cases  and  the  amount  now  paid  the 
Commonwealth  for  the  care  of  patients  at  State  Sana¬ 
toria  will  be  greatly  decreased  each  year  until,  it  is 
hoped,  it  will  be  finally  eliminated.  This  amount 
annually  exceeds  $100,000  and  is  more  than  ten  per  cent 
of  the  total  appropriation  of  the  department. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

There  have  been  more  than  50,000  inspections  of 
stores  and  manufactories,  together  with  over  3,000 
reinspections  of  establishments  where  defects  have  been 
found  to  exist. 

The  cleaning  up  of  a  long-standing  unsatisfactory 
sanitary  condition  at  the  Boston  Fish  Pier  was  an 
important  achievement  of  the  Food  Division.  Careless 
handling  of  fish  and  fish  waste  over  a  long  period  had 
resulted  in  unclean  conditions,  which  were  looked  upon 
as  almost  necessary.  Notices  were  issued  concerning 
the  care  of  fish  waste  in  proper  receptacles,  and  co- 
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operative  action  was  taken  by  the  Boston  Fish  Market 
Corporation.  Their  tenants  were  requested  by  circular 
letter  of  the  corporation  to  keep  their  places  in  order, 
and  arrangements  were  made  also  for  a  daily  flushing 
of  the  pier.  Much  favorable  comment  has  been  received 
on  the  result  of  this  action,  and  federal  officials  have 
reported  the  Fish  Pier  as  one  of  the  best  conducted 
in  the  country. 

At  present  a  cooperative  survey  is  being  made  by 
federal  officials  of  nuts  and  nut  meats  in  warehouses  and 

r 

terminals.  To  date,  more  than  two  tons  of  nuts  and 
nut  meats  have  been  seized  and  condemned. 

Special  surveys  have  been  made  of  tonic  and  ice  cream 
manufacturing  plants  with  a  view  to  improving  sanitary 
conditions  in  these  places.  The  proper  labeling  of  tonics 
was  also  inquired  into. 

Another  special  work  of  importance  was  a  survey  of 
the  great  ice-making  plants  of  this  city.  Conditions 
under  which  ice  is  made  were  observed  and  noted  and 
samples  were  taken  of  the  ice  and  all  water  used  in  any 
way  in  the  process  of  manufacture.  With  few  excep¬ 
tions,  serious  faults  were  observed  and  subsequent 
analysis  bore  out  the  findings.  Some  defects  observed 
were  spitting  in  the  tank  water  surrounding  the  ice 
tanks,  the  throwing  of  cigarettes  and  matches  into  the 
tank  water,  and  in  two  cases  the  use  of  contaminated 
harbor  water  to  free  ice  from  the  freezing  tanks. 
Twenty-six  samples  were  taken.  Steps  were  taken  to 
correct  the  conditions  complained  of,  and  the  ice  manu¬ 
facturers  are  cooperating  in  every  particular. 

Terminal  inspection  at  the  railroad  again  showed 
astounding  totals  of  condemnations.  Without  resorting 
to  tables,  it  may  be  sufficient  to  state  that  in  one  month 
more  than  30  tons  of  Mexican  tomatoes  were  seized 
on  account  of  injury  from  blight,  insect  injury  and  mold. 
In  another  month,  there  was  a  seizure  of  31,100  pounds 
of  turnips  and  15,300  pounds  of  onions. 

The  market  inspection  has  resulted  in  huge  seizures 
because  of  unfitness.  To  date,  more  than  40  tons  of 
meats  of  all  kinds  have  been  condemned  as  unwhole¬ 
some  and  unfit  for  food.  A  close  watch  has  been  kept 
on  the  offerings  of  pedlers  on  the  big  Saturday  night 
market,  resulting  in  the  withdrawing  of  many  pounds 
of  decayed  fruit  and  vegetables. 

Semiannual  inspection  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Bakery  Law  was  made  of  the  600  manufacturing  bakeries 
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in  this  city.  Conditions  on  the  whole  were  good,  and 
where  defects  were  observed,  notices  to  correct  were 
served. 

Special  inquiry  involving  a  number  of  inspectors  was 
instituted  following  receipt  of  two  complaints  where 
large  numbers  of  people  were  made  ill  following  the 
eating  of  pastry  made  with  contaminated  cream  filling. 
Every  possible  source  of  contamination  at  the  plant 
which  was  thought  might  be  a  potential  cause  of  illness 
was  eliminated.  In  addition,  a  broad  inquiry  was 
made  of  the  larger  plants  where  cream  filling  was  proc¬ 
essed,  and  suggestions  tending  to  avert  any  recurrence 
of  illness  from  such  sources  were  put  into  effect. 

MILK  INSPECTION. 

Special  investigation  and  successful  prosecution  of  an 
unusual  adulteration  of  cream  and  cheese  with  a  foreign 
substance,  to  wit,  mineral  oil,  was  conducted  during 
this  year. 

There  has  been  established  a  new  system  of  follow  up 
of  violations  of  Health  Department  regulations,  which 
has  had  good  success  in  aiding  the  guilty  persons  to 
correct  faulty  conditions  without  resorting  to  court  pro¬ 
cedure.  This  has  resulted  in  increased  efficiency  of 
operations,  an  improved  supply  of  the  foods  concerned, 
and  a  better  feeling  between  the  trade  and  this 
Department. 

Recommendations  have  been  made  to  the  State 
Department  of  Health  for  a  regulation  for  establishments 
for  the  pasteurization  of  milk,  requiring  that  no  milk 
having  a  prepasteurization  count  of  more  than  750,000 
bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter  be  received  for  pasteuriza¬ 
tion,  and  advocacy  of  said  recommendation  to  final 
adaption.  This  is  an  important  step  towards  prevent¬ 
ing  the  depreciation  of  good  milk  by  the  admixture  of 
milk  unfit  for  human  use. 

NEW  REGULATIONS. 

Amendments  have  been  added  to  the  present  milk 
regulations  by  the  Health  Commissioner.  Better  reports 
of  diseases  among  milk  handlers  have  been  assured. 
A  maximum  prepasteurization  count  of  750,000  bacteria 
per  cubic  centimeter  has  been  prescribed.  The  maxi¬ 
mum  bacteria  content  of  milk  has  been  lowered  from 
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100,000  to  50,000  per  cubic  centimeter.  All  raw  milk 
not  certified  has  been  excluded  from  Boston,  thereby 
reducing  to  practically  an  irreducible  minimum  the 
potential  danger  which  always  exists  in  raw  milk. 

Regulations  on  ice  cream  were  promulgated,  which 
will  put  ice  cream  on  the  same  plane  of  safety  as  pas¬ 
teurized  milk,  as  well  as  providing  for  the  licensing  of 
all  persons  who  sell  ice  cream. 

Notices  were  issued  to  producers  of  market  milk  for 
distribution  to  the  producer  through  the  wholesaler, 
the  object  being  to  help  the  producer  to  send  better 
milk  to  Boston  in  order  to  comply  with  the  maximum 
prepasteurization  standard  of  750,000  bacteria  per 
cubic  centimeter,  effective  January  1,  1929.  One  of  the 
large  distributors  of  milk  in  Boston  reports  that  this 
circular  was  the  deciding  factor  in  enabling  them  to  get 
the  agreement  of  99.5  per  cent  of  their  producers  to  cut 
and  store  three  tons  or  more  of  ice  per  cow  each  year. 

An  arrangement  was  made  to  provide  for  those  who 
wish  it  a  certified  milk  which  has  been  pasteurized,  and 
it  is  to  be  marked,  11  Certified  Milk  Pasteurized.” 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Conservation. —  The  work  on  encephalitis  lethargica 
started  by  Doctor  Yiets  at  the  hospital  at  Long  Island 
continues,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  full  report  of  the  results 
will  be  ready  at  an  early  date. 

Cooperation  with  Medical  Schools. —  The  Department 
continues  to  offer  its  facilities  for  instruction  to  students 
in  medical  courses  and  to  those  in  the  public  health 
schools,  and  their  visits  to  the  Department  for  demon¬ 
strations  and  talks  are  a  regular  feature  of  the  work  of 
the  Department’s  staff. 

Licenses  and  Permits. —  The  number  of  licenses  and 
permits  issued  during  the  year  will  be  found  in  a  table 
on  page  27.  This  table  does  not  include  undertakers’ 
licenses,  totaling  175,  for  which  there  is  no  charge,  nor 
day  nurseries,  halls,  or  lying-in  hospitals. 

Monthly  Bulletin. —  The  number  of  requests  for  the 
Bulletin  continue  to  increase  and  it  is  apparent  that 
the  Bulletin  is  better  known  and  more  widely  circu¬ 
lated  than  ever  before.  In  its  special  articles  an 
endeavor  is  made  to  popularize  the  latest  scientific 
knowledge  obtainable.  In  addition  the  Bulletin  pre¬ 
sents  a  resume  of  activities  of  the  different  divisions  and 
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the  morbidity  and  mortality  statistics  for  the  month. 
The  table  of  average  milk  scores  of  milk  dealers  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  highly  appreciated  and  there  is  no  doubt 
that  it  has  helped  greatly  in  improving  the  milk  supply 
of  the  city. 

Detention  Hospital. — -  The  hospital  which  is  main¬ 
tained  for  the  detention  and  care  of  cases  of  smallpox 
and  leprosy  which  may  be  found  in  the  city  is  in  excel¬ 
lent  physical  condition,  having  been  improved  during 
the  year  through  renovation,  painting  and  electrical 
work.  It  is  ready  at  all  hours  for  the  reception  of 
cases. 

Convenience  Stations. —  The  Department  did  not  in¬ 
crease  its  number  of  stations  during  the  year,  although 
as  usual  there  were  requests  from  several  parts  of  the 
city.  The  City  Planning  Board  is  making  a  survey 
and  study  of  the  matter  and  will  report  when  its  work 
is  completed.  Additional  stations  are  most  needed  in 
the  busy  sections  of  the  city  proper  where  the  prevail¬ 
ing  cost  of  the  land  is  prohibitive  for  the  purpose  of 
building  a  convenience  station. 

Automobile  Equipment. —  Through  the  exchange  of 
three  of  the  Department  automobiles  for  new  cars, 
the  equipment  is  in  most  satisfactory  condition.  This 
includes  the  passenger  cars,  ambulance,  milk  (collector 
of  samples)  car,  car  for  the  collection  of  samples  of 
water,  ice,  blood,  and  cultures  from  stations,  truck  and 
roadsters  for  the  veterinarian  and  the  chief  of  the  dairy 
service. 

Dairy  Inspection. —  In  pleasing  contrast  to  the  opposi¬ 
tion  of  dealers  and  producers  of  former  years,  our 
field  inspectors  now  report  that  any  suggestions 
tending  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  milk  meet  with 
approval  and  as  a  result  this  year  hundreds  of  milk 
houses  have  been  erected  throughout  the  New  England 
milk  shed  for  the  proper  handling  and  storage  of  milk. 
A  steady  improvement  has  been  noted  at  the  country 
creameries,  12  having  been  remodeled.  Automatic 
jug  washers  are  rapidly  doing  away  with  hand 
washing  methods.  Another  innovation  is  the  glass- 
lined  tank  car  which  eliminates  cans,  much  labor  and 
the  necessity  of  washing  cans  at  city  plants.  Six  of 
these  cars  are  now  in  operation  and  more  will  be  in  use 
for  the  coming  year.  Our  local  dealers  have  taken  steps 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  new  milk  regulations  by 
installing  clarifiers,  filters  and  other  apparatus.  Four 
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plants  have  been  completely  rebuilt,  11  added  new 
equipment,  and  one  of  the  largest  milk  plants  in  the 
country  is  now  in  process  of  construction. 

Sanitary  Inspection. —  The  routine  work  of  the  San¬ 
itary  Inspection  Division  is  never  spectacular,  but  the 
representatives  of  this  division  more  than  any  other 
come  in  direct  contact  with  the  public.  The  regular 
inspections  made  by  this  division  during  the  past  year 
very  largely  required  efforts  to  induce  or  to  compel 
somebody  to  do  something  which  he  did  not  want  to  do. 
Frequently  the  inspectors  find  themselves  involved  in 
neighborhood  feuds  and  family  quarrels,  when  some  of 
the  participants  endeavor  to  secure  reinforcements  from 
official  sources  by  alleging  the  existence  of  nuisances. 
By  the  manner  in  which  they  perform  their  duties  con¬ 
stantly  calling  for  tact  and  diplomacy  the  efficiency  of 
the  Department  as  a  whole  is  judged. 

During  the  year  this  division  investigated  7,220  com¬ 
plaints.  There  were  32,111  original  inspections  and 
31,126  structural  and  maintenance  defects  noted  in 
buildings  and  ordered  remedied,  344  inspections  of 
public  halls,  theaters  and  auditoriums  were  made  for 
licensing  purposes.  There  were  the  usual  routine  in¬ 
spections  of  dumps,  stables,  tenement  houses,  barber 
shops,  hospitals,  premises  where  fowl  are  kept,  yards, 
cellars  and  passageways,  and  it  might  be  stated  that 
the  number  of  stables  has  been  reduced  to  the  actual 
number  where  horses  are  kept,  rather  than  the  thou¬ 
sands  of  structures  that  at  one  time  were  used  for  the 
stabling  of  horses  but  now  have  gone  into  disuse  due 
to  the  advent  of  the  automobile  and  the  truck.  The 
licenses  that  were  once  issued  for  these  buildings  have 
been  revoked  because  the  buildings  have  been 
demolished  or  converted  into  garages. 

Conventions. —  During  the  year  this  department  was 
represented  at  five  different  conventions  and  con¬ 
ferences:  Dr.  Karl  It.  Bailey  at  the  bacteriologists’ 
meeting  at  Richmond,  Va.,  Dr.  H.  F.  R.  Watts  at 
X-ray  conference  at  Philadelphia,  Miss  Hazel  Wedg¬ 
wood  at  the  nurses’  convention  at  Louisville,  Ky., 
Mr.  F.  E.  Mott  at  a  milk  conference  at  Plainsboro, 
N.  J.,  and  Commissioner  F.  X.  Mahoney  and  Secretary 
S.  L.  Maloney  at  the  American  Public  Health  Asso¬ 
ciation  at  Chicago. 

Prosecutions . —  During  the  year  there  were  148  cases 
prosecuted  by  the  Bureau  of  Milk  Inspection,  one  by 
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the  Medical  Division,  twenty-four  by  the  Food  Division 
and  thirty-one  by  the  Sanitary  Inspection  Division. 

Changes  in  Personnel . —  In  addition  to  the  routine 
appointments  in  the  several  groups  of  inspectors, 
nurses,  clerks,  etc.,  vacancies  were  caused  by  resignation, 
transfer,  retirement  and  death  and  several  leaves  of 
absence  have  also  been  granted. 

Retirements . —  James  M.  Kilroy,  a  sanitary  inspector 
and  a  Civil  War  veteran,  who  had  been  in  the  service  of 
the  department  since  1879,  was  retired  on  half  pay. 
J.  M.  Kaveney,  laborer,  and  Marie  A.  Campbell,  nurse, 
were  also  retired. 

Leaves  of  Absence. —  Dr.  Charles  F.  Wilinsky,  from 
June  1  for  one  year,  to  assume  the  directorship  of  the 
New  Beth  Israel  Hospital,  and  is  being  temporarily 
succeeded  by  Dr.  Frederick  J.  Bailey.  Dr.  P.  H.  Mul- 
lowney,  for  one  year,  to  conduct  for  the  Boston  American 
a  pure  food  column,  temporarily  succeeded  by  Chief 
Inspector  John  J.  Mahoney.  Dr.  John  G.  Downing, 
medical  inspector,  for  six  months  on  account  of  illness. 
Dr.  Henry  M.  Emmons,  medical  inspector,  indefinite 
leave  on  account  of  illness.  In  addition  there  were 
other  leaves  of  absence  among  the  personnel  but  for 
short  periods  and  because  of  illnesses. 

Deaths. 

Prof.  James  0.  Jordan,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Milk 
Inspection,  connected  with  this  work  in  Boston  since 
1895  and  inspector  of  milk  since  1905.  His  career  and 
work  toward  improving  the  milk  supply  is  well  known 
by  all  interested  in  public  health  in  this  country.  He 
was  a  familiar  figure  at  meetings  where  milk  was  the 
important  feature  and  his  opinions  based  on  long 
experience  and  practical  application  were  highly  valued. 

Frederick  S.  Davis,  a  former  Deputy  Commissioner 
in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Vital  Statistics,  Ptecords 
and  Account  and  who  had  been  in  the  service  of 
the  department  since  1881,  and  who  was  retired  in 
November,  1927,  passed  away  at  the  age  of  seventy-two. 

James  A.  O’Donnell,  a  sanitary  inspector  since  1899, 
and  Hannah  Morris,  matron,  died  during  the  year.

Mayor  that  a  separate  building  be  provided  for  the 
activities  of  the  Health  Department.  Mayor  Nichols 
appointed  a  committee  to  report  on  this  matter  and  the 
following  letter  will  explain  the  view  of  the  committee. 
Mayor  Nichols  has  adopted  the  recommendation  and 
will  ask  the  City  Council  for  a  sufficient  loan  to  begin 
work  on  this  project.

Mayor  of  Boston. 

Dear  Sir, —  A  committee  which  was  recently  ap¬ 
pointed  by  your  Honor,  comprised  of  Building  Commis¬ 
sioner  Rourke,  Park  Commissioner  Long,  and  Health 
Commissioner  Mahoney  as  chairman,  to  make  a  study 
of  existing  conditions  in  the  Health  Department  and 
the  handicaps  under  which  the  department  is  obliged  to 
labor  in  order  to  render  efficient  service  to  the  people, 
has  reported  that  this  department  should  be  housed 
in  a  building  separate  and  distinct  from  other  official 
municipal  agencies,  and  in  a  unit  of  its  own. 

In  arriving  at  this  decision  the  committee  was  in¬ 
fluenced  by  several  factors,  the  most  important  being 
the  protection  of  the  general  public  and  other  municipal 
employees.  The  Health  Department  is  compelled  by 
statute  law  to  prevent,  if  possible,  and  control  communi¬ 
cable  diseases,  and  there  are  more  than  thirty  of  such 
diseases,  and  every  one  concerned  is  likely  to  come  in 
contact  with  such  diseases,  as  well  as  physicians,  nurses, 
attendants,  undertakers,  foodhandlers  and  others  who 
may  be  involved.  This  means,  also,  that  they  come  to 
City  Hall  Annex  for  information,  assistance  and  diag¬ 
nosis.  In  addition,  the  scope  of  health  endeavors  is 
constantly  becoming  greater,  which  means  increased 
facilities  and  equipment,  consequently  more  room. 
Because  of  present  conditions  the  Health  Department 
has  been  obliged  to  curtail  and  cancel  many  public 
health  problems  which  require  its  attention.  As  an 
illustration:  At  the  present  time  the  laboratory  is 
serving  approximately  1,500  physicians  and  75  institu¬ 
tions,  exclusive  of  activities  within  this  department,  and 
is  making  annually  55,000  examinations  of  all  types, 
from  infectious  diseases  to  examinations  of  water  and 
foodstuffs.  The  installation  of  a  modern  laboratory 
with  up-to-date  equipment  and  apparatus  is  absolutely

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imperative  to  allow  for  the  normal  increase  in  this  type 
of  work  and  provide  suitable  facilities  for  research  prob¬ 
lems  that  are  a  part  of  all  laboratories. 

With  these  facts  in  mind  the  committee  felt  that  a 
building  erected  in  the  geographic  center  of  Boston 
would  best  suit  the  needs  of  the  public,  and  a  site 
bounded  by  Hemenway  street,  Huntington  avenue,  and 
Forsyth  road  has  been  proposed.  This  location  in  the 
Fenway  is  in  close  proximity  with  the  various  large 
hospitals,  the  medical  schools,  teaching  and  educational 
institutions,  as  well  as  other  agencies  interested  in  the 
promotion  of  public  health,  besides  being  well  adapted 
to  the  general  practitioner  who  looks  to  the  Health 
Department  for  guidance  in  diagnosis. 

Architectural  and  engineering  studies  have  been 
made  as  to  the  utilization  of  this  land  for  the  erection  of 
a  modern  public  health  building,  and  the  results  of  these 
studies  are  forwarded  to  you  in  the  way  of  a  photo¬ 
graphic  representation  of  the  appearance  of  such  a 
structure  in  such  a  spot  as  has  been  proposed. 

The  committee  recommends  to  your  Honor  that  such 
necessary  steps  should  be  taken  by  you,  with  the  Legis¬ 
lature  and  the  City  Council,  in  order  that  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  committee  be  consummated.

Conclusion. 

For  any  progress  that  has  been  made  this  year  credit 
is  due  your  Honor  for  your  unfailing  consideration  of 
the  progressive  problems  and  your  willingness  and 
desire  to  cooperate  to  the  expenditure  of  additional 
public  funds  to  carry  on  the  work  and  to  further  new 
projects  that  redound  to  the  health  and  happiness  of 
the  community.  Appropriations  have  been  increased 
and  more  personnel  allowed  for  the  programs  that  have 
been  determined  upon.  This  may  be  attested  and 
proven  by  the  fact  that  a  greater  amount  of  money 
has  been  appropriated  and  expended  than  in  any  year 
in  the  history  of  the  department,  and  we  are  now  spend¬ 
ing  more  than  one  dollar  per  capita  for  public  health 
requirements.  This  does  not  include  the  cost  of  hos¬ 
pitals,  or  new  health  units  built  under  the  provisions  of 
the  George  Robert  White  Fund. 
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The  plans  for  the  coming  year  aim  at  the  perfection 
and  enlargement  of  programs  already  started.  It  is 
expected  that  this  may  be  accomplished,  without  any 
greatly  increased  appropriation,  but  sufficient  only  to 
continue  many  projects  that  were  started  during  the 
year  and  for  which  necessarily  a  full  year’s  appropria¬ 
tion  was  not  provided  last  year. 

In  concluding  this  report,  therefore,  I  desire  to  express 
my  appreciation  of  the  sympathy  and  support  uni¬ 
formly  accorded  by  your  Honor.  I  desire,  too,  to 
record  my  thanks  for  the  cooperation  that  has  been  so 
willingly  given  by  the  various  other  city  and  state 
departments,  by  the  many  public  and  private  agencies, 
by  the  officers  and  employees  in  the  services  of  the 
Health  Department,  by  the  press  of  Boston  and  by  the 
people  of  Boston  generally,

Arterial  degeneration  may  be  accepted  as  an  inevitable 
accompaniment  of  age,  but  approximately  35  per  cent 
of  the  deaths  due  to  conditions  embraced  by  the  term 
“ cardio-vascular  degeneration”  occurred  to  persons 
less  than  sixty  years  old.  Moreover  our  statistics  of 
causes  of  death  would  indicate  that  deaths  attributable 
to  cardio-vascular  degeneration  were  becoming  more 
common  in  persons  under  sixty  and  even  under  fifty 
years  of  age.  The  matter  may  be  well  deserving  of 
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more  attention  from  public  health  officials  because  of 
evidence  that  the  cause  of  arterial  degeneration  may 
be  found  in  common  infections  rather  than  in  faulty 
personal  habits. 

The  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  last  year  was  the 
smallest  ever  recorded  in  Boston.  For  more  than  ten 
years  mortality  from  tuberculosis  in  Boston  has  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  steady  annual  decrease  observable 
elsewhere  in  this  country  and  the  decrease  will  doubtless 
continue  so  long  as  economic  conditions  generally 
remain  as  favorable  as  at  present. 

Acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory  tract  are  directly 
or  indirectly  responsible  for  more  deaths  than  from 
any  other  acute  infections.  Most  of  such  deaths  are 
due  to  one  form  or  other  of  pneumonia. 

State  regulations  made  pursuant  to  statutory  law 
prescribe  that  lobar  pneumonia  is  a  disease  reportable 
by  physicians  and  householders  while  broncho¬ 
pneumonia  is  not.  Investigations  made  by  the  Medical 
Division  would  indicate  that  practical  difficulties  or 
errors  in  distinguishing  pneumococcus  lobar  pneumonia 
from  a  broncho-pneumonia  result  in  a  tendency  to 
report  broncho-pneumonia  as  lobar  rather  than  the 
contrary.  Statistical  mortality  from  pneumonia  would 
also  seem  to  justify  the  deduction  that  no  less  than  one 
third  of  the  lobar  pneumonia  cases  occurring  in  Boston 
are  not  reported  to  the  Health  Department  at  all.  It 
is  a  common  occurrence  to  find  death  ascribed  in  a 
death  certificate  to  lobar  pneumonia  when  there  has 
been  no  previous  report  of  the  existence  of  the  case 
as  required  by  law. 

The  duration  of  a  case  of  lobar  pneumonia  may  be 
very  brief  or  a  physician  may  not  be  called  until  death 
is  near.  These  considerations,  as  well  as  the  plausibility 
of  excuses  of  errors  of  diagnosis  really  make  the  require¬ 
ment  to  report  lobar  pneumonia  non-enforceable.  The 
requirement  is,  however,  useful  in  furnishing  a  rough 
idea  as  to  the  prevalence  of  pneumonia  in  the  city.  An 
unseasonal  increase  in  reported  cases  of  pneumonia,  as 
occurred  in  December,  1928,  indicates  that  something 
unusual  in  the  way  of  respiratory  infections  is  happen¬ 
ing,  but  for  this  purpose  as  well  as  in  the  interest  of 
better  statistics  any  form  of  pneumonia  should  be  made 
reportable. 

The  unreliability  of  statistical  data  makes  it  impos¬ 
sible  to  say  definitely  whether  pneumonia  is  increasing 
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in  Boston  either  in  prevalence  or  in  mortality,  but  the 
evidence  from  various  sources  seems  to  justify  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  pneumonia  due  to  the  pneumococcus  is 
tending  to  decrease  rather  than  increase  in  Boston 
except  at  times  as  during  December,  1928,  when  some 
unusual  predisposing  infection  like  influenza  is  present 
in  the  community  as  an  epidemic. 

The  present  relative  unimportance  of  acute  contagious 
diseases  like  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  etc.,  is 
indicated  by  the  fact  that,  excluding  the  tuberculosis, 
the  pneumonias  and  influenza,  the  total  deaths  credited 
on  death  certificates  as  being  due  to  all  kinds  of  com¬ 
municable  diseases  during  1928  was  only  298. 

At  times  in  the  past  when  the  population  of  Boston 
was  much  smaller  than  now  there  have  been  more  than 
this  number  of  deaths  in  a  year  from  either  diphtheria  or 
scarlet  fever  alone. 

Something  besides  the  influence  of  specific  antitoxin 
treatment  and  artificial  immunization  has  been  serving 
to  make  both  these  diseases  less  serious  than  formerly. 
Virulent  rapidly  fatal  cases  of  both  diseases  are  still 
seen  but  there  are  indications  nevertheless  that  the 
infective  agents  have  been  tending  to  lose  their  former 
virulence. 

Both  the  Schick  tests  and  Dick  tests  show  a  high  per¬ 
centage  of  natural  immunity,  even  among  the  younger 
school  children,  varying  markedly  in  different  elements 
of  the  population  and  in  different  parts  of  the  city.  It 
is  not  improbable  that  other  factors  in  addition  to  those 
above  mentioned  have  had  the  effect  of  increasing  the 
resistance  of  the  population  of  Boston  to  the  infective 
agent  of  diphtheria  and  of  scarlet  fever. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  there  were  nearly  twice  as 
many  deaths  credited  to  whooping  cough  as  to  scarlet 
fever  during  the  year,  and  nearly  as  many  as  from 
diphtheria.  Moreover  this  does  not  tell  the  whole  story. 
A  great  many  more  deaths  are  actually  due  to  whooping 
cough  than  appears  on  death  certificates.  Death  is 
almost  always  results  from  a  broncho-pneumonia  and 
when  a  physician  is  called  to  attend  this  fatal  terminal 
condition  the  original  infection  may  be  unrecognized  or 
unrecognizable.  Ihe  seriousness  of  whooping  cough 
has  never  been  appreciated,  and  unlike  scarlet  fever  and 
diphtheria,  natural  factors  do  not  appear  to  be  operating 
to  make  it  less  serious. 
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Rabies  among  animals  in  Boston  has  continued  to 
increase  in  prevalence  during  the  year.  The  state 
regulation  which  went  into  effect  this  year  requiring 
all  cases  of  animal  bites  to  be  reported  to  the  depart¬ 
ment,  whether  the  animal  may  be  suspected  of  being- 
rabid  or  not,  and  prescribing  a  quarantine  of  fourteen 
days  for  the  dog  concerned,  has  added  greatly  to  the 
work  of  the  Medical  Division  on  which  devolves  the 
duty  of  seeing  that  the  regulation  is  enforced  and  that 
persons  who  are  deemed  to  need  anti-rabic  treatment 
obtain  it  promptly.  A  special  report  on  this  subject 
submitted  by  Dr.  Eugene  A.  Dowd  is  hereto  appended. 

The  Medical  Division  was  constantly  being  called  on 
as  usual  during  the  year  to  investigate  cases  of  alleged 
food  poisoning.  One  noteworthy  investigation  was  that 
of  the  poisoning  on  two  occasions  of  a  considerable 
number  of  persons  who  ate  certain  chocolate  eclairs 
which  had  been  turned  out  about  twenty-four  hours 
previously  as  a  part  of  a  large  lot  made  under  careful 
conditions  by  a  large  and  responsible  manufacturer. 
On  the  first  occasion  portions  of  the  eclairs  actually 
causing  trouble  were  recovered  and  were  demonstrated 
to  be  capable  of  producing  the  symptoms  noted.  The 
bacteriological  examination  disclosed  large  numbers  of 
colon  bacilli  in  the  filling  of  the  eclairs,  but  was  other¬ 
wise  inconclusive.  On  the  second  occasion  colon  bacilli 
were  found  in  large  numbers  in  the  filling  of  eclairs 
which  gave  rise  to  no  trouble.  Examination  of  the 
products  of  more  than  a  dozen  other  manufacturers 
showed  that  the  colon  bacilli  were  present  in  large 
numbers  in  some  of  the  products  and  entirely  absent 
in  others.  It  has,  of  course,  long  been  well  known 
that  the  material  composing  the  filling  of  eclairs  was 
capable  of  developing  properties  giving  rise  to  symptoms 
of  food  poisoning,  but  the  exact  cause,  its  possible 
relation  to  colon  bacilli  contamination,  and  the  manner 
in  which  such  contamination  occurs,  have  not  been 
satisfactorily  explained  by  our  investigations.

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The  duties  of  the  medical  inspectors  comprise  super¬ 
vision  of  cases  of  communicable  disease  in  which  exper¬ 
ienced  and  expert  advice  and  authoritative  official  action 
are  necessary.  Many  cases  arise  where  a  family 
physician  is  not  engaged  and  our  medical  inspector  must 
make  a  diagnosis.  Again  there  are  cases  in  which  an 
attending  physician  has  made  a  diagnosis  but  later  feels 
inclined  to  doubt  his  first  opinion.  In  such  cases  the 
medical  inspector  is  called  upon  to  assume  the  respon¬ 
sibility  and  make  sure  that  the  release  of  such  a  person  in 
the  community  will  not  be  a  menace  to  others  and,  on 
the  other  hand,  see  that  the  patient  be  not  unjustifiably 
isolated  and  contacts  quarantined  without  reason. 

The  medical  inspector  is  likewise  called  upon  to 
administer  proper  therapeutic  sera  in  cases  where  the 
attending  physician  may  have  for  various  reasons  failed 
to  do  so  and  to  give  prophylactic  sera  to  contacts. 

During  the  year  the  medical  inspectors  of  this  divi¬ 
sion  made  7,960  visits  to  communicable  diseases. 

Marked  improvement  is  to  be  noted  in  the  handling 
of  the  venereal  disease  problems.  Emphasis  has  been 
placed  upon  the  location  and  eradication  of  frank 
sources  of  infection.  Not  only  individuals  (both  males 
and  females),  but  also  houses,  hotels,  etc.,  call  for 
investigation.  While  the  effect  of  an  investigation  of 
this  character  may  be  transient,  nevertheless  an  official 
visit  is  often  worth  while. 

Much  good  prevention  work  has  been  accomplished 
which,  cannot  be  presented  statistically.  The  children 
of  infected  parents  have  been  followed  up  and  the 
required  hospital  or  private  medical  attention  insisted 
upon  so  that  the  usual  complications  of  both  gonorrhea 
and  syphilis  have  been  prevented.  This  far-reaching 
work  requires  tact  and  patience,  but  the  results  well 
justify  the  time  and  labor. 

Two  cases  of  leprosy  were  reported  in  this  city  during 
the  year.  One  of  these  was  a  non-resident  reported 
from  a  Boston  hospital.  As  in  most  of  our  cases  of 
leprosy,  one  of  these  patients  had  been  under  the  care 
of  hospital  and  private  physicians  for  several  years  but 
smears  of  the  nasal  secretion  had  never  been  taken. 
This  procedure  easily  established  the  diagnosis. 

This  patient  had  been  employed  for  seven  years  in  a 
large  hospital  in  this  state  and  had  had  the  leprosy 
nodules  of  his  face  electrically  massaged. 
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The  other  case  had  been  treated  for  syphilis,  as  have 
most  of  these  cases,  because  of  a  positive  Wassermann 
reaction,  although  the  leprosy  bacillus  was  readily 
found  by  us  in  his  nose. 

Smallpox  appeared  in  this  city  at  two  different 
occasions  during  the  past  year.  In  the  first  a  group 
of  four  cases  were  promptly  recognized,  contacts  vac¬ 
cinated  and  kept  under  careful  supervision  and  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  disease  thus  prevented.  The  second  group 
of  cases  was  traced  to  an  individual  who  contracted 
the  disease  out  of  state.  In  this  instance,  too,  a  similar 
procedure  stopped  the  spread  of  the  disease.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  NURSING  SERVICE 
FOR  CALENDAR  YEAR  1928. 


Boston,  January  2,  1929.

The  Nursing  Service  of  the  Boston  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  has  developed  and  expanded  so  rapidly  since 
September,  1924,  when  the  child  hygiene  work  was 
taken  over  from  the  Community  Health  Association, 
that  continual  planning  has  been  necessary  to  adjust 
and  readjust  programs  and  personnel.  New  responsi¬ 
bilities  for  different  programs  were  assumed  so  rapidly 
that  no  one  plan  was  perfected  before  another  adjust¬ 
ment  was  necessary. 

In  September,  1924,  before  taking  over  the  additional 
child  hygiene  work,  twenty-six  staff  nurses  and  two 
supervising  nurses  were  employed,  eleven  doing  child 
hygiene  work  and  fifteen  doing  communicable  disease 
work.  The  end  of  the  year  1928  sees  increased  personnel 
numbering  one  hundred  and  twenty  staff  nurses,  twelve 
supervisors,  two  dietitians  and  a  director,  making  a 
total  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  persons  allotted 
to  the  nursing  service. 

In  1926  we  added  to  the  duties  of  the  nursing  service 
maternal  and  infant  death  investigations,  attendance  at 
posture  classes,  visitation  of  day  nurseries,  and  visits  to 
parochial  schools  for  the  purpose  of  helping  with  the 
toxin-antitoxin  immunization  work.  Additional  assist¬ 
ance  was  given  in  the  parochial  schools  in  connection 
with  the  ten-year  program  instituted  by  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Division  of  the  State  Health  Department, —  as 
well  as  service  given  to  the  Harvard  Whooping  Cough 
Commission  in  their  investigation  and  treatment  of 
whooping  cough. 

The  work  has  grown  steadily  since  it  was  taken  over 
by  the  Boston  Health  Department.  Every  effort  has 
been  made  to  have  the  work  done  efficiently  and  on  a 
sound  basis  and  that  this  has  been  done  successfully  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  mothers  come  with  their  chil¬ 
dren  to  the  child  hygiene  conferences  and  to  the  nurses 
for  advice  on  how  to  keep  their  children  well  over  a 
period  of  several  years,  and  also  that  there  is  an  increas¬ 
ing  number  of  mothers  in  all  districts  in  the  city  coming 
for  this  advice. 
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On  September  1,  1925,  we  had  under  our  supervision 
8,806  children  under  school  age.  On  December  31, 
1928,  there  were  9,875  such  children  under  our  super¬ 
vision.  This  figure  represents  children  who  have  been 
under  our  supervision  for  a  period  of  from  three  months 
to  five  years.  It  does  not  include  children  who  have 
had  but  one  visit  by  the  nurse,  or  those  who  have  been 
discharged  in  less  than  three  months  for  various  reasons, 
usually  that  they  are  under  the  care  of  a  private  phy¬ 
sician.  It  seems  reasonable  to  suppose  that  these 
mothers  would  not  continue  to  come  for  help  and  advice 
unless  they  were  receiving  something  of  real  value  from 
this  service  offered  by  the  Boston  Health  Department. 

On  September  1,  1925,  there  were  seventeen  stations 
in  which  child  hygiene  conferences  were  held  once  or 
twice  weekly  and  also  used  for  district  headquarters  for 
nurses.  Five  of  these  stations  were  in  the  South  End 
and  three  were  in  East  Boston.  When  the  health  unit 
was  opened  in  East  Boston  all  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department  for  East  Boston  was  transferred  to  this 
station  and  the  other  three  closed.  In  the  South  End 
there  are  now  three  stations,  including  the  one  in  the  new 
building  which  was  acquired  by  the  Health  Department 
when  the  tubercidosis  work  was  transferred  to  it  April  1, 
1927. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  nineteen  stations  dis¬ 
tributed  in  various  parts  of  the  city  in  which  are  held 
one  or  two  conferences  weekly  to  which  mothers  may 
bring  their  children  for  advice  in  health  matters,  also 
for  vaccinations  and  toxin-antitoxin  administrations 
against  diphtheria  and  also  used  for  district  headquarters 
for  nurses.  At  nine  of  these  stations  tuberculosis  clinics 
are  held,  once  or  twice  a  week  in  the  morning  and  once 
a  week  in  the  evening.  Nursing  service  is  provided  for 
both  the  child  hygiene  conferences  and  tuberculosis 
clinics. 

The  number  of  instructive  home  visits  to  the  well 
children  in  the  child  hygiene  group  made  by  the  nurses 
in  1925  was  135,858.  In  1928  home  visits  to  this  group 
of  children  number  127,543.  While  this  represents  a 
smaller  number  of  home  visits  to  this  group  of  children, 
it  also  shows  improved  quality  of  visits  as  evidenced  by 
the  increased  attendance  at  clinics.  The  fewer  number 
of  home  visits  to  this  group  of  children  is  further  ex¬ 
plained  by  the  fact  that  now  the  nurse  also  supervises 
the  tuberculosis  and  other  communicable  disease  cases. 
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When  she  makes  a  home  visit  to  a  family  where  there  is 
a  tuberculosis  case,  this  is  counted  as  only  one  visit  to  a 
case  of  tuberculosis  even  though  there  may  be  several 
children  under  school  age  who  would  logical^  be  classi¬ 
fied  in  the  child  hygiene  group  and  about  whom  she 
gives  advice  to  the  mother  in  this  one  visit.  Such  a  visit 
naturally  consumes  more  time  than  to  one  individual. 
Another  factor  which  should  be  considered  is  the  in¬ 
creased  amount  of  time  given  by  the  nursing  group  to 
clinic  service.  With  the  taking  over  of  the  tuberculosis 
work,  a  decentralized  clinic  service  was  established 
which  greatly  increased  the  efficiency  of  the  service,  but 
it  also  made  necessary  a  much  larger  amount  of 
time  given  to  clinic  service  by  the  nursing  group. 

In  1927  the  tuberculosis  work  which  was  formerly 
carried  on  by  the  Boston  Sanatorium  Out-Patient 
Department  was  taken  over  by  the  Boston  Health 
Department.  This  work  has  developed  very  rapidly, 
largely  due  to  the  adoption  of  a  decentralized  plan  of 
clinic  service,  and  new  work  instituted,  such  as  is  now 
being  carried  on  for  the  tuberculosis  contact  children 
on  the  roofs  of  the  health  units.  Nursing  service  has 
been  provided,  not  only  for  the  tuberculosis  division 
but  for  the  child  hygiene  and  communicable  disease 
activities,  on  a  generalized  basis,  i.  e.,  a  nurse  is  given  a 
definite  district  to  cover  and  does  whatever  type  of  work 
is  required  in  that  district.  The  general  increase  in  the 
average  number  of  visits  made  for  the  different  services 
for  1927  and  1928  indicates  that  the  difficult  task  of 
giving  a  just  proportion  of  nursing  service  to  each  divi¬ 
sion  has  been  accomplished.

The  program  for  the  parochial  schools  which  was 
planned  for  the  school  year  of  1928-29  has  been  only 
partially  carried  out.  However,  nursing  service  is  now 
being  given  regularly  to  forty-one  parochial  schools  in 
Boston.  There  were  2,486  visits  made  by  the  nurses 
to  parochial  schools  in  1928. 

Much  good  work  has  been  done  because  of  the  excel¬ 
lent  cooperation  given  to  the  nurses  by  the  Sisters  in  the 
schools.  In  the  schools  visited,  scales  have  been  pro¬ 
vided  and  the  children  weighed  and  measured.  Special 
home  visits  have  been  made  to  all  underweight  children 
and  one  good  result  has  been  the  establishment  in  some 
of  the  schools  of  a  mid-morning  lunch  of  milk  and  per¬ 
haps  a  sandwich,  many  times  brought  to  school  by  the 
children  themselves. 

The  inspection  of  children  for  skin  rashes  has  resulted 
in  the  discovery  of  several  cases  of  unreported  com¬ 
municable  disease.  Cases  of  pediculosis  were  excluded 
by  the  Sister  Superior  and  home  visits  made  by  the 
nurses.  Many  cases  of  enlarged  tonsils,  defective  vision 
and  other  defects  were  referred  either  to  a  private  phy¬ 
sician  or  dispensary.  These  cases  also  had  home  visits 
to  explain  to  the  parent  the  need  for  medical  care. 
Our  work  in  the  parochial  schools  shows,  however,  some 
outstanding  needs  in  practically  every  school  visited. 
To  do  efficient  and  satisfactory  work,  and  to  establish  a 
high  standard  of  school  nursing,  a  medical  examination 
as  the  basis  upon  which  to  start  is  essential.  There  is 
great  need  for  more  dental  and  refraction  service  for 
this  group  of  children.  Also  it  is  desirable  that  every 
school  should  be  equipped  with  a  first  aid  kit. 

The  question  of  service  taken  advantage  of  by  the 
colored  people  of  Boston  has  been  discussed  with  many 
groups.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  8  per  cent  of  the 
total  number  of  children  under  the  nurses7  supervision 
in  the  South  End  and  26  per  cent  in  the  Roxbury  Cross¬ 
ing  district  are  colored.  This  shows  a  fair  proportion  of 
colored  people  taking  advantage  of  this  service  given  by 
the  nurses. 

The  work  in  the  day  nurseries  has  increased  consider¬ 
ably  during  the  past  year  and  eight  nurseries  are  now 
visited  regularly  by  the  nurses. 

The  work  of  the  nurses  in  visiting  communicable 
disease  has  increased  along  with  the  other  services. 
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Following  is  the  number  of  visits  made  for  the  past  four 
years  to  cases  of  communicable  disease:

While  the  number  of  cases  for  1928  has  apparently  not 
been  unusually  large,  there  has  been  opportunity  for  bet¬ 
ter  follow-up  work  in  regard  to  quarantine. 

There  has  been  a  number  of  requests  from  the  Com¬ 
municable  Disease  Division  for  nursing  service  in  con¬ 
nection  with  vaccination  of  various  special  groups, 
especially  for  some  of  the  individuals  on  the  ships  coming 
into  the  harbor  and  at  one  of  the  shipbuilding  yards. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  the  tuberculosis  wt>rk  was  the 
newest  service  undertaken,  a  great  deal  of  time  has  been 
given  to  improving  this  type  of  work.  The  Boston 
Tuberculosis  Association  donated  a  special  teaching 
supervisor  for  six  months  to  teach  the  nurses  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  tuberculosis  nursing  and  how  to  fit  it  in  to  a 
generalized  program.  The  volume  of  work  has  greatly 
increased  during  the  year,  both  in  home  visits,  the 
number  of  patients  carried,  and  in  clinic  service.  It 
has  been  necessary  to  utilize  the  time  of  one  nurse 
at  each  of  the  following  units:  East  Boston  Health 
Unit,  South  Boston  Health  Unit  and  East  Concord  street 
for  the  Alpine  lamp  treatments.  This  has  been  a  joint 
service  for  tuberculosis  and  child  hygiene.  The  total 
lamp  treatments  for  the  year  charged  to  Child  Hygiene 
were  548,  for  Tuberculosis,  1,163.  At  the  North  End 
Health  Unit,  Miss  Moran,  who  has  been  detailed  to 
the  unit  work,  is  looking  after  the  lamp  treatments. 

With  the  opening  of  the  roofs  of  the  health  units  to 
children  who  are  tuberculosis  contacts,  additional  serv¬ 
ice  by  the  nurses  has  been  necessary.  Two  nurses  are 
on  duty  on  the  roof  in  South  Boston  and  one  nurse 
together  with  two  nursing  attendants  are  on  duty  at 
the  North  End  Health  Unit.  In  connection  with  the 
roof  program  mothers7  classes  for  the  mothers  of  these 
children  have  been  carried  on.  The  routine  of  these 
classes  has  been  planned  and  supervised  by  the  dietitian 
and  she  has  been  assisted  by  the  nurses  in  the  unit. 
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Prior  to  a  child’s  admission  to  the  roof,  the  nurse  who  is 
supervising  the  family,  obtains  a  two-day  food  intake 
showing  what  the  child  has  actually  eaten  for  two 
days,  his  general  food  and  health  habits,  his  likes  and 
dislikes.  Upon  this  is  based  the  menu  served  to  the 
children  on  the  roof  and  also  the  instructions  to  the 
mothers.  The  menus,  buying  and  supervision  of  the 
cooking  of  the  food,  as  well  as  the  class  instruction, 
has  been  done  by  Miss  Donovan,  the  dietitian.  Because 
of  this  additional  work  it  was  necessary  to  add  another 
dietitian  so  that  the  work  with  the  nurses  in  the  field 
in  regard  to  nutrition  would  not  suffer.  This  field 
work  of  the  dietitian  with  the  nurses  has  grown  con¬ 
siderably  this  past  year,  as  nutrition  cases  are  reported 
not  only  from  the  child  hygiene  group,  but  also  from  the 
tuberculosis  group. 

In  June,  1928,  the  Director  of  the  Nursing  Service 
was  sent  by  the  Health  Department  to  the  Biennial 
Convention  of  the  National  Organization  of  Public 
Health  Nursing,  participating  in  the  discussion  of  the 
organization  and  advantages  of  public  health  nursing 
under  municipal  control.  There  was  an  interesting- 
recommendation  by  the  Educational  Committee  of 
this  organization.  Regarding  generalized  supervision, 
they  recommended  that  special  supervisors  should  be 
employed  only  when  there  was  a  sufficient  number  of 
general  supervisors.  The  general  feeling  was  that 
there  should  be  six  supervisors  for  every  fifty  nurses. 
Many  private  organizations  have  more  than  this  when 
special  supervisors  are  included. 

The  outstanding  needs  of  the  nursing  service  are 
adequate  clerical  service  and  an  assistant  to  the  director 
who  would  be  capable  of  teaching  public  health  nursing 
principles  and  procedures  and  able  to  handle  whatever 
is  necessary  in  the  director’s  absence.  The  necessity 
for  a  grading  of  the  nursing  personnel  which  was  recom¬ 
mended  in  the  annual  report  of  1926  is  as  necessary 
now  as  it  was  then  if  we  are  to  demand  the  highest 
type  of  service  and  keep  a  morale  which  makes  for 
efficient  work.  During  1928  we  have  averaged  one 
hundred  and  three  nurses  on  duty.  With  the  im¬ 
provement  in  the  type  of  nurse  certified  from  the  civil 
service  department  it  would  be  desirable  and  possible 
to  obtain  and  keep  on  duty  the  full  quota  of  nurses 
allowed  in  the  budget.

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REPORT  OF  CHILD  HYGIENE  DIVISION. 


Boston,  January  1,  1929. 

Francis  X.  Mahoney,  M.  D., 

Health  Commissioner. 

Dear  Sir, —  The  activities  of  the  Division  of  Child 
Hygiene  and  Health  Units  during  the  year  of  1928 
have  been  conducted  essentiallv  on  the  same  lines  as 
in  1927,  being  expanded  where  the  opportunity  has 
presented  itself. 

Dr.  Charles  F.  Wilinsky,  Deputy  Commissioner  in 
charge  of  this  division,  temporarily  severed  his  con¬ 
nection  with  the  division  on  June  1  by  taking  a  leave 
of  absence  of  one  year  to  assume  the  directorship  of 
the  New  Beth  Israel  Hospital. 

The  accomplishments  of  the  division  have  been  very 
gratifying  as  shown  in  the  increased  attendance  at  the 
child  health  clinics  and  the  improvement  in  the  health 
of  those  who  have  come  under  the  supervision  of  this 
division. 

The  educational  factor  of  the  work  done  has  mani¬ 
fested  itself  in  the  homes  by  a  marked  awakening  to  a 
realization  of  the  value  of  preventive  medicine,  shown 
by  actual  cases  in  their  own  or  nearby  homes,  and  of 
those  who  have  been  benefited  by  their  visits  to  the 
health  units. 

Child  Health  Clinics. 

There  are  at  present  nineteen  child  health  conference 
stations.  Because  of  the  closing  of  the  Beth  Israel 
Hospital,  Townsend  street,  Roxbury,  in  August,  1928, 
the  cases  in  that  district  were  transferred  to  the  Vine 
Street  Station.  Thirty  weekly  conferences  are  con¬ 
ducted,  being  well  attended  by  infants  and  preschool 
age  children.  The  improvement  in  the  child  and  the 
increase  of  interest  shown  by  the  numbers  attending 
is  an  encouragement  to  expand  the  work  whenever  and 
wherever  possible.  The  benefits  of  these  clinics,  start¬ 
ing  the  children  at  an  early  age  on  the  road  to  health, 
will,  as  each  year  rolls  by,  be  made  manifest  by  a 
healthier  generation.  Together  with  the  advice  given 
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at  the  clinics  with  regard  to  feeding,  early  vaccination 
and  immunization  against  diphtheria,  they  are,  if  found 
needing  medical  or  surgical  treatment,  referred  to  their 
private  physicians. 

Diphtheria  Prevention. 

There  has  been  an  active  effort  to  reduce  the  number 
of  cases  of  this  disease  by  an  extensive  program  of 
toxin-antitoxin  immunization  carried  on  at  the  Child 
Health  Clinics,  Health  Units  and  Parochial  Schools,  as 
shown  in  the  following  tables:

Smallpox  Prevention. 

Every  effort  possible  is  made  to  promote  the 
advisability  of  vaccination  against  this  disease.  In 
May,  1928,  a  few  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported 
in  the  South  End  section  of  Boston  and  the  South  End 
Health  Unit  was  immediately  opened  for  evening  vac¬ 
cination  clinics  at  which  seven  hundred  forty- three 
persons  were  vaccinated.

Health  Units. 

In  May,  1928,  the  Tuberculosis  Building,  Out-Patient 
Department,  at  East  Concord  street,  was  converted 
into  a  health  unit  and  took  on  the  same  activities  as  are 
functioning  at  the  other  units.  This  has  proven  of 
great  benefit  to  the  people  of  this  district. 

On  October  29,  1928,  the  corner  stone  of  the  new 
Health  Unit  in  Charlestown  was  laid.  ,A  building 
purchased  in  Roxbury,  and  which  is  being  altered, 
will  provide  this  section  with  a  modern  up-to-date 
Health  Unit  —  another  link  in  the  chain  of  units  made 
possible  by  the  late  George  Robert  White.  Upon 
their  completion  these  units  will  operate  complete 
programs  of  preventive  medicine. 
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Medical  Inspectors. 

The  medical  inspectors  make  daily  visits  to  the 
respective  health  units  of  which  they  are  in  charge. 
Here  they  make  physical  examinations,  give  vaccina¬ 
tions,  toxin  antitoxin  immunization  against  diphtheria. 
As  a  means  of  stimulating  vaccination  against  smallpox, 
and  immunization  against  diphtheria,  the  medical . 
inspectors  were  assigned  to  various  child  health  clinics 
to  assist  the  physician  in  charge  in  this  work.

Posture  Classes. 

The  posture  classes  have  been  of  value.  The  children 
are  sent  from  the  child  health  conferences  and  from  the 
public  schools.  The  exercise  given  to  remedy  faulty 
posture  is  supervised  by  a  nurse  trained  in  that  work. 
Where  more  stringent  measures  of  remedying  the  trouble 
are  necessary,  the  child  is  referred  to  a  private  physician 
or  a  hospital.

Dental  Service.

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Tuberculosis  Service. 

The  clinics  are  held  in  all  the  units  and  have  progressed 
sufficiently  to  prove  their  value.  By  means  of  the 
Fluoroscope  and  X-ray  as  a  supplemental  aid  to  other 
means  of  diagnosis,  the  early  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis 
is  made.  The  daily  clinics,  as  well  as  the  evening 
clinics  at  the  South  End  Health  Unit,  have  been  well 
attended.  The  use  of  the  Alpine  lamp  treatment  has 
proved  beneficial,  especially  in  the  young. 

Roof  Service. 

The  roof  service  for  preschool  tubercular  contacts 
has  demonstrated  the  value  of  this  service  by  the 
improved  health  of  the  children  who  have  been  in  daily 
attendance  at  these  classes.  It  has  also  been  a  striking 
example  of  the  value  of  preventive  medicine.  This 
service,  begun  in  September,  1928,  is  now  functioning  at 
the  South  Boston  and  North  End  Health  Units  and  it  is 
hoped  to  extend  it  in  the  near  future  to  East  Boston 
and  Charlestown. 

Nose  and  Throat  Service. 

Part  of  the  program  of  the  Forsyth  Dental  Infirmary 
is  to  examine  all  children  who  have  received  dental 
treatment  at  the  West  End  Health  Unit  for  faulty 
tonsils  and  adenoids.

Periodic  Examinations  for  Adults. 

During  the  past  year  this  service  operated  at  the  West 
End  Health  Unit  and  forty  men  and  women  were 
examined. 

Prenatal  Service. 

Prenatal  clinics  are  conducted  at  the  Health  Units 
by  the  Boston  Lying-in  Hospital,  and  the  work  is  sup¬ 
plemented  in  the  field  by  the  nurses  of  the  Community 
Health  Association. 

The  Community  Health  Association. 

The  nurses  of  this  organization  make  their  head¬ 
quarters  at  the  various  health  units  and  furnish  bed- 
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side  care  to  those  in  the  district.  A  large  number  of 
homes  were  visited  by  them  and  their  promotion  of 
health  education  in  these  homes  is  a  valuable  aid  to  the 
Health  Department. 

Mental  Hygiene. 

The  State  Department  of  Mental  Hygiene  conducts 
habit-forming  clinics  at  the  West  End  Health  Unit, 
followed  by  visits  to  the  homes. 

Infantile  Clinics. 

This  service  is  conducted  by  the  Children’s  Hospital 
and  is  carrying  on  an  important  program. 

American  Red  Cross. 

Home  Nursing  Classes,  under  the  direction  of  the 
American  Red  Cross,  are  held  at  the  units. 

Boston  Dispensary. 

The  district  physician  of  this  organization  makes  the 
health  unit  his  headquarters  for  any  calls  in  the  district. 

Welfare  Service. 

Various  welfare  agencies  are  housed  at  the  units  and 
afford  valuable  means  of  cooperation  between  all 
services  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  living  in  their 
respective  districts.

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REPORT  OF  FOOD  INSPECTION  DIVISION. 


Boston,  January  1,  1929. 

Francis  X.  Mahoney,  M.  D., 

Health  Commissioner. 

Dear  Sir, —  The  following  report  of  activities  of  the 
Food  Inspection  Division  for  the  year  1928  is  respect¬ 
fully  submitted: 

From  April  14  the  Deputy  Commissioner  in  charge  of 
this  division  was  on  leave  of  absence  until  the  close  of 
the  year.  During  this  interval  the  work  of  the  division 
was  ably  carried  on  by  Chief  Inspector  John  J.  Mahoney, 
who  was  designated  by  the  Health  Commissioner  as 
Acting  Deputy  Commissioner  in  charge  of  the  Food 
Division.  Inspector  William  J.  Cotty  was  temporarily 
appointed  Chief  Inspector. 

Inspection  of  food  establishments  in  the  City  of 
Boston  is  carried  on  by  a  chief  food  inspector  and  four¬ 
teen  food  inspectors,  under  the  supervision  of  the  deputy 
commissioner  in  charge. 

Upwards  of  fifty  thousand  inspections  of  manufac¬ 
tories,  stores  and  vehicles  were  made  in  the  course  of  the 
year,  together  with  about  four  thousand  reinspections 
of  places  where  defective  conditions  were  found  to 
exist.  Seizures  and  condemnations  of  decomposed  and 
unwholesome  foodstuffs  found  in  the  course  of  inspec¬ 
tion  will  be  found  listed  on  the  tables  herewith. 

Alcohol. —  At  present  there  are  about  six  hundred 
eighty-five  places  licensed  by  this  department  for  the 
sale  of  wood  alcohol  and  denatured  alcohol.  Each  new 
applicant  for  this  class  of  license  is  subject  to  a  special 
examination  as  to  both  his  fitness  as  a  person  and  the 
facilities  of  his  premises  to  carry  on  the  business.  Par¬ 
ticular  attention  is  paid  to  possible  fire  hazards  and 
illegal  uses  by  reason  of  careless  handling.  During  the 
year  three  licenses  were  revoked  after  hearing  upon 
complaint  by  the  police  that  there  was  evidence  of 
illegal  sales. 

Bakeries. —  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Bakery  Law, 
there  is  a  requirement  of  semi-annual  inspection  of  the 
six  hundred  manufacturing  bakeries.  The  general  con- 
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dition  of  these  bakeries  continues  to  be  satisfactory. 
In  a  few  cases,  where  conditions  were  unsatisfactory,  it 
was  found  necessary  to  send  for  negligent  proprietors 
and  issue  warnings  as  to  drastic  action  to  follow  upon 
any  continued  noncompliance  with  the  notices  of  the 
department. 

Carbonated  Beverages  {Tonic). —  Fifty-seven  licenses 
have  been  issued  for  this  class  of  industry.  Supervision 
has  been  more  rigid  throughout  the  year.  At  one 
period  an  inspector  of  the  Food  Division  had  as  a  prin¬ 
cipal  feature  of  his  work  to  give  most  particular  atten¬ 
tion  to  conditions  on  the  licensed  premises.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  that  invitations  were  extended  to  dealers  to  call 
at  the  office,  bringing  with  them  samples  of  all  labels 
in  use,  with  the  idea  of  bringing  about  a  uniform  con¬ 
formity  to  requirements  against  violation  of  misbrand¬ 
ing  and  adulteration  provisions  under  the  Pure  Food 
and  Drugs  Act. 

Eggs. —  A  systematic  inspection  of  the  places  break¬ 
ing  out  eggs  was  carried  on  throughout  the  year.  Little 
or  no  trouble  was  caused  the  department  through  any 
observed  violations.  With  regard  to  cold  storage  eggs 
on  sale  in  the  city,  not  many  complaints  were  received, 
and  the  chief  difficulty  was  in  seeing  that  proper  cold 
storage  signs  were  installed  as  required  by  the  Cold 
Storage  Law. 

Fish. —  The  cleaning  up  of  a  long-standing,  unsatis¬ 
factory,  insanitary  condition  at  the  Boston  Fish  Pier 
was  an  important  achievement  of  the  Food  Division. 
Careless  handling  of  fish  and  fish  waste  over  a  long 
period  had  resulted  in  unclean  conditions,  which  were 
looked  upon  as  almost  necessary.  Notices  were  issued 
concerning  the  care  of  fish  waste  in  proper  receptacles, 
and  cooperative  action  was  taken  by  the  Boston  Fish 
Market  Corporation.  Their  tenants  were  requested 
by  circular  letter  of  the  corporation  to  keep  their  places 
in  order,  and  arrangements  were  made  also  for  a  daily 
flushing  of  the  pier.  Much  favorable  comment  has 
been  received  as  a  result  of  this  action,  and  Federal 
officials  are  reported  as  regarding  the  Fish  Pier  as  the 
best  conducted  in  the  country. 

Food  Poisoning  Cases. —  On  two  separate  occasions 
reports  were  received  of  large  numbers  of  persons  hav¬ 
ing  been  made  ill  following  the  eating  of  pastry  made 
with  contaminated  cream  filling.  The  contaminated 
condition  was  aggravated  for  the  reason  that  the 
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weather  was  unusually  warm  and  the  cream  filling  in 
question  had  been  kept  for  more  than  a  day  before  use, 
possibly  without  sufficient  refrigeration.  In  each  case, 
the  source  of  supply  was  the  same  plant.  A  number  of 
food  inspectors  made  an  intensive  examination  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  possible  cause  of  the  original  contamination. 
Every  potential  cause  was  eliminated.  In  addition  a 
broad  inquiry  was  instituted  to  look  into  the  processing 
of  cream  filling  at  the  larger  plants,  and  suggestions 
tending  to  avert  any  recurrence  of  illness  from  such 
sources  were  put  into  effect. 

Ice. —  In  conjunction  with  the  Bacteriological  Labora¬ 
tory,  a  special  survey  was  made  of  the  great  ice-making 
plants  of  this  city.  Conditions  under  which  ice  is  made 
were  observed  and  noted  and  samples  were  taken  of 
the  ice  and  all  water  used  in  any  way  in  the  process  of 
manufacture.  With  few  exceptions,  serious  faults  were 
observed  and  subsequent  analysis  bore  out  the  findings. 
Some  defects  observed  were,  spitting  in  the  water  out¬ 
side  the  ice  tanks,  throwing  cigarettes  and  matches  in 
the  outside  tank  water,  and  in  two  cases  the  use  of 
contaminated  harbor  water  to  free  ice  from  the  freezing 
tanks.  Twenty-six  samples  were  taken.  Steps  were 
taken  to  correct  the  conditions  complained  of,  and  the 
ice  manufacturers  are  cooperating  in  every  particular. 

Ice  Cream. —  Particular  attention  was  given  to  the 
inspection  of  the  hundred  or  more  ice  cream  manu¬ 
facturing  plants  located  in  this  city.  At  one  period 
it  was  the  special  work  of  one  of  the  inspectors  to  make 
a  most  careful  survey  of  conditions  existing  at  each 
licensed  place. 

Market  Inspection. —  The  market  inspection  has  re¬ 
sulted  in  huge  seizures  of  meat  unfit  for  food.  More 
than  forty  tons  of  meats  of  all  kinds  have  been  con¬ 
demned  as  unwholesome  and  unfit  for  food.  Early  in 
the  year  a  large  quantity  of  beef  and  veal  intended  for 
sausages  was  discovered  to  be  contaminated  by  rats 
and  mice.  Several  meat  carcasses  were  discovered 
affected  with  tuberculosis,  although  they  bore  the 
“ inspected  and  passed  stamp”  of  outside  town  authori¬ 
ties.  Action  was  thereupon  taken  to  increase  the 
strictness  of  local  inspection.  An  important  work  was 
undertaken  in  cooperation  with  the  Federal  authorities 
for  a  more  complete  protection  for  meat  carcasses  in 
transportation.  Circulars  were  prepared  and  distributed 
calling  for  proper  protection  and  clean  handling  of  meat. 
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Nuts. —  Further  cooperative  action  with  federal  offi¬ 
cials  was  taken  in  a  general  survey  of  nuts  and  nut  meats 
stored  in  warehouses  and  terminals.  Many  hundreds 
of  pounds  of  this  class  of  foodstuffs  were  seized  and 
condemned  as  unwholesome. 

Pedlers. —  Special  attention  was  paid  throughout  the 
year  to  the  quality  of  offerings  of  the  pedlers  at  the 
Saturday  market.  This  resulted  in  the  withdrawal  of 
many  pounds  of  decayed  fruit  and  vegetables. 

Adulterated  Olive  Oil. —  From  time  to  time  the 
attention  of  the  Food  Inspection  Division  is  drawn  to 
abuses  arising  in  the  sale  and  distribution  of  olive  oil 
and  so-called  “ salad  oil”  which  is  a  much  cheaper 
product.  The  term  “ salad  oil”  is  no  longer  indicative 
of  olive  oil,  exclusively,  so  that  in  the  absence  of  any 
statement,  design  or  device  on  the  labels,  conveying 
directly  or  by  implication  any  false  or  misleading 
impression  concerning  the  origin  or  characteristics  of 
the  product,  no  objection  will  be  made  to  the  designa¬ 
tion  of  edible  vegetable  oils,  other  than  olive  oil,  as 
“ salad  oil,”  with  or  without  qualification. 

There  are  two  classes  of  adulteration  of  this  product 
that  perhaps  need  special  mention;  first,  where  a  product 
sold  and  labeled  as  pure  olive  oil  contains  more  or  less 
cottonseed  oil;  and,  second,  where  a  product  bears  on 
its  label  the  plain  words  “ salad  oil,”  but  is  nevertheless 
a  violation  because  it  also  bears  misleading  signs  and 
devices.  For  example,  a  can  which  contains  nothing 
but  cottonseed  oil,  or  perhaps  with  a  flavoring  of  olive 
oil,  is  labeled  rightly  enough  “ salad  oil,”  but  in  addition 
the  container  is  almost  covered  with  suggestive  pictures 
of  olive  trees  deeply  fruited. 

A  common  process  for  the  sale  of  cottonseed  oil  as 
olive  oil  is  to  heat  the  mixture  of  olive  oil  and  cottonseed 
oil  to  make  a  suitable  blend  and  then  add  a  green  color¬ 
ing  matter.  The  result  is  a  presentable  imitation  of 
olive  oil,  and  this  would  be  particularly  true  with  the 
addition  of  olive  oil  flavor. 

The  department  has  secured  two  convictions  in  the 
lower  court  recently,  where  oils  alleged  to  be  pure  olive 
oil  were  found  to  be  adulterated.  In  one  case  the  pro¬ 
duct  was  cottonseed  oil  entirely,  and  in  the  other  case 
the  product  was  25  per  cent  cottonseed  oil. 

Poultry. —  Frequent  inspection  of  all  poultry  slaughter 
houses  was  made  throughout  the  year.  An  effort  was 
made  to  prevent  the  offering  for  sale  of  live  poultry  with- 
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out  a  permit  from  the  Health  Commissioner  as  required 
by  the  regulations,  on  the  part  of  persons  other  than 
pedlers,  and  for  not  being  registered  and  assigned  a 
number,  on  the  part  of  pedlers.  Much  difficulty  was 
met  with  in  the  prosecution  of  complaints  of  this  nature, 
due  to  the  ambiguity  resulting  from  apparent  conflict 
of  the  regulations  and  statute  law.  Under  the  state  law 
hawkers  and  pedlers  may  sell  live  poultry  with  a  license. 
Under  the  regulations  the  sale  of  live  poultry  must  be 
made  either  under  a  permit,  or  under  an  assigned  num¬ 
ber  for  which  no  fee  is  charged.  Recent  developments 
indicate  that  this  situation  will  be  straightened  out  in 
the  1929  legislature. 

Prosecutions. —  Comparatively  few  cases  were  entered 
in  court.  Of  twenty-three  cases  entered,  only  three 
were  discharged  and  fines  totaling  $290  were  imposed. 

Restaurants. —  There  are  about  two  thousand  licensed 
common  victuallers  in  the  city.  Careful  attention  is 
paid  to  conditions  as  to  cleanliness  of  premises  and 
wholesomeness  of  product  and  service.  Where  defective 
conditions  are  observed,  a  formal  notice  to  correct  is 
served. 

Terminal  Inspection. —  Terminal  inspection  at  the 
railroads  again  showed  astounding  total  of  condemna¬ 
tions.  This  was  particularly  true  of  Mexican  tomatoes, 
of  which  whole  carloads  were  seized  on  account  of  injury 
from  blight,  insects  and  mold.  The  loss  of  turnips  was 
also  considerable. 

Shellfish. —  From  time  to  time  investigations  of  the 
sale  of  shellfish  containing  a  high  count  of  B.  Coli  has 
been  undertaken.  One  jobber  was  called  to  the  office 
and  warned  that  a  repetition  of  such  sale  on  his  part 
w’ould  be  cause  for  presentation  of  a  complaint  in  court. 

Sterilization. —  Tliroughout  the  year  there  has  been  a 
constant  pressure  kept  at  all  points  to  assure  a  proper 
sterilization  of  utensils,  dishes  and  other  equipment 
used  in  the  service  of  food.  This  particular  work  is 
regarded  as  one  of  high  importance,  and  no  other  branch 
of  food  inspection  receives  more  constant  attention.

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CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  IN  ANIMALS. 


The  following  is  the  report  of  the  activities  of  the 
veterinarian  Dr.  Eugene  A.  Dowd  in  charge  of  con¬ 
tagious  diseases  in  animals  for  the  year  1928:

Rabies. 

Dog  bite  cases  have  increased  from  550  cases  investi¬ 
gated  in  1926;  689  cases  investigated  in  1927,  to  the 
alarming  total  of  1,152  cases  investigated  in  1928. 
There  is  no  apparent  reason  for  believing  that  the  year 
1929  will  show  a  decrease. 

However,  as  disturbing  as  such  a  marked  increase 
in  dog  bite  cases  may  be,  the  rabies  situation  is  much 
more  serious.  The  year  1926  ended  with  a  total  of 
9  Boston  dogs  and  1  horse  dead  from  rabies  infection. 
The  year  1927  produced  31  cases  of  rabies  in  Boston 
dogs;  and  the  year  1928  shows  the  alarming  number  of 
102  in  the  dogs  in  Boston  and  5  positive  cases  in  cats. 

In  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  with  the  years  ending 
on  November  30,  rabies  has  shown  a  marked  and  per¬ 
sistent  increase;  from  324  cases  of  rabies  in  1926;  797 
cases  in  1927,  to  the  alarming  total  of  859  cases  in  1928. 
Without  preventive  measures  effectively  enforced,  there 
can  be  no  assurance  that  the  year  1929  will  have  a 
satisfactory  total  of  rabid  cases  at  its  close. 

Rabies  is  a  distinctly  fatal  menace  to  both  human 
and  animal  life.  It  can  be  effectively  removed,  as  it 
has  been  in  some  European  countries.,  by  strict  enforce¬ 
ment  of  muzzling  regulations.  Usually,  this  dread 
disease  is  transmitted  by  the  bite  of  a  rabid  animal,  in 
most  cases,  a  rabid  dog,  so  all  that  is  necessary  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  is  to  prevent  dogs 
from  biting, —  surely  a  simple  and  effectual  scheme.

The  restraining  order  on  dogs,  approved  by  the  Boston 
City  Council,  expired  automatically  on  March  15,  1928, 
and  such  has  been  the  lethargy  of  the  Boston  public,  that 
there  has  been  no  attempt  to  secure  a  renewal  of  this 
restraining  order.  In  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Massachusetts  Cattle  Bureau  for  the  year  ending 
November  30,  1927,  he  decided  that  “The  local  authori¬ 
ties  have  also  ample  power  in  the  event  of  an  outbreak 
of  rabies  to  require  that  all  dogs  shall  be  properly  and 
securely  muzzled  or  restrained  from  running  at  large.’7 
Assuming  that  this  decision  is  a  correct  one,  the  restraint 
of  dogs  is  squarely  up  to  the  local  authorities  and  beyond 
all  doubt  should  be  promptly  enacted  and  effectively 
enforced. 

There  are  so  very  many  sufficient  reasons,  that  to 
state  or  enumerate  them  is  but  a  wTaste  of  time,  wThy 
veterinarians  and  all  other  interested  persons  should 
be  obliged  immediately  to  report  to  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  all  cases  of  rabid  animals  of  which  they  have 
knowledge.  At  the  present  writing,  with  rare  exceptions, 
this  is  not  done. 

That  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  is  fully 
alive  to  the  seriousness  of  the  spread  of  rabies  is  apparent 
by  the  following  communication  which  is  self-explana¬ 
tory: 

September  26,  1928. 

Gentlemen, —  Under  the  authority  of  sections  6,  7,  109,  111 
and  112  of  chapter  111,  General  Laws,  of  this  department,  at  a 
meeting  on  September  18,  1928,  voted  to  declare  dog  bite  a 
disease  dangerous  to  public  health  and  therefore  reportable 
under  the  provisions  of  the  above  sections  of  the  law. 

This  action  was  deemed  necessary  because  of  the  unusual 
prevalence  of  rabid  dogs  in  the  western  section  of  the  state  and 
the  resulting  large  number  of  bites  of  human  beings  by  rabid 
dogs.  During  1928,  to  date,  there  have  been  four  human 
deaths  from  rabies,  a  disease  for  which  nothing  can  be  done 
once  the  first  symptoms  have  appeared.  If  all  cases  of  dog- 
bite  are  reported  to  local  health  authorities,  whether  or  not  in 
the  opinion  of  the  attending  physician  the  bite  is  such  as  to 
require  anti-rabic  treatment,  there  will  be  more  definite  informa¬ 
tion  relative  to  the  seriousness  of  the  situation  and  a  needless 
death  avoided  through  making  treatment  available. 

At  this  time,  it  seems  pertinent  to  call  the  attention  of  local 
health  authorities  to  their  responsibility  under  the  provisions 
of  section  95  of  chapter  111,  of  the  General  Laws,  to  provide 
anti-rabic  treatment  for  such  cases  as  may  need  such  care  and 
the  necessity  for  obtaining  and  instituting  treatment  early  in 
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the  case.  The  question  of  financial  ability  of  the  patient  to  pay 
for  the  treatment,  settlement,  etc.,  can  be  determined  later,  and 
if  necessary,  payments  obtained  through  the  town  counsel  as 
would  be  the  case  were  the  patient  ill  with  smallpox,  or  any 
other  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health.

With  the  simple  notification  of  this  department  of  a 
case  of  dog  bite,  almost  all  physicians  and  hospitals 
consider  their  responsibility  at  an  end.  While  their 
legal  responsibility  may  be  ended  by  this  procedure,  if 
a  determined  effort  were  made  to  report  also  the  owner¬ 
ship  and  location  of  the  biting  animal,  many  more  dogs 
would  be  successfully  located  and  examined,  irritating 
delays  prevented,  the  uneasiness  of  the  patient  avoided, 
and  the  precautionary  administration  of  the  Pasteur 
treatment  materially  reduced.  There  are  some  few 
physicians,  the  Boston  City  Hospital  and  the  Boston 
Police  Department,  that  make  determined  efforts  to 
locate  the  biting  dog  and  such  efforts  are  in  the  main 
successful.  In  addition  to  locating  the  dog  in  question, 
the  Boston  Police  Department  have  adopted  the  satis¬ 
factory  method  of  having  all  dogs  in  question  securely 
confined  until  examined  by  the  veterinarian  of  this 
department. 

It  is  an  acknowledged  fact  that  the  stray  dog  is  a 
menace  and  should  be  removed  from  the  confines  of 
Boston.  With  this  in  view,  and  such  consideration  is 
further  strengthened  by  making  all  dog  bite  cases 
reportable  to  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health,  it  is  again  urged  that  the  collection  of  dogs  in 
Boston  be  placed  under  the  sole  authority  of  the  Health 
Department,  where,  beyond  all  question,  it  properly 
belongs. 

Where  it  was  possible  to  locate  the  biting  dog,  a 
table  was  kept  of  the  breed  of  the  dog.  This  record 
is  not  offered  for  your  consideration,  as  it  is  of  doubtful 
value.  Rabies  is  no  respector  of  the  breed  of  dogs, 
and  in  regard  to  dogbite  cases,  the  proportionate 
number  of  the  different  breeds  is  not  known,  since  the 
freedom  of  some  dogs  is  much  greater  than  that  allowed 
others,  thereby  offering  much  more  opportunity  to  bite. 
The  history  of  all  bites  was  not  obtainable,  so  it  was 
not  always  possible  to  determine  whether  or  not  the 
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dog  was  at  fault  and  in  many  cases,  your  veterinarian 
was  not  skillful  enough  to  determine  from  the  evidence 
of  various  breeds  in  which  the  dog  had  participated  just 
which  was  the  predominant  one.  Also,  of  course,  many 
biting  dogs  are  not  located.

There  were,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Department  of  Animal  Industry,  fifteen  milch 
cows  condemned  for  tuberculosis  in  Boston  last  year, 
ending  November  30. 

The  cattle  as  a  whole  in  Boston  are  in  an  apparently 
healthy  and  satisfactory  condition  and  are  stabled  in 
thirty  separate  barns. 

With  the  enforcement  of  the  Boston  Health  Depart¬ 
ment’s  regulations  regarding  the  handling  of  milk  and 
the  progress  of  the  real  estate  developments,  thereby 
reducing  pasturage,  it  may  be  confidently  predicted 
that  Boston  is  to  have  a  marked  reduction  of  the  cattle 
within  its  borders.  The  new  regulation  relating  to 
the  shipment  of  reacting  cattle  is  presented  for 
consideration.

Order  {Regulation)  Relative  to  Cars,  Trucks  or  Vehicles  in  which 
Reacting  Cattle  have  been  Shipped  or  Transported. 

Section  1.  Cattle  which  have  reacted  to  a  tuberculin  test 
shall  not  be  shipped,  transported  or  moved  within  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  in  cars,  trucks  or  vehicles  of  any  kind  containing 
healthy  cattle  unless  all  the  animals  are  for  immediate  slaughter, 
or  unless  the  reacting  cattle  are  separated  from  the  other  ani¬ 
mals  by  a  wooden  partition  which  shall  be  securely  affixed  to 
the  walls  of  the  car,  truck  or  vehicle. 

Sect.  2.  All  cars,  trucks  or  other  vehicles  in  which  reacting 
cattle  have  been  shipped,  transported  or  moved,  and  which 
are  within  the  Commonwealth  when  unloaded  shall  before  being 
used  again  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected  by  removing 
all  lither  and  manure  from  all  portions  of  such  car,  truck  or 
vehicle  and  saturating  the  entire  interior  surface  thereof  with 
an  approved  disinfectant. 
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This  Order  shall  be  published  by  posting  a  copy  of  same  in  a 
conspicuous  place  at  the  public  stock  yards  at  Boston  and  the 
quarantine  stations  at  Boston  and  Somerville,  and  by  the 
Inspectors  of  Animals  in  each  city  and  town  in  the  Common¬ 
wealth  by  filing  a  copy  hereof  with  the  City  Clerk  or  Town 
Clerk  as  the  case  may  be  and  by  posting  a  copy  hereof  in  a 
conspicuous  public  place  within  the  city  or  town  for  which  he 
is  Inspector  of  Animals.

With  the  disappearnace  of  the  apprehension  of  the 
poultry  owners  in  regard  to  an  invasion  of  the  dread 
European  fowl  pest,  requests  for  the  department’s 
examinations  of  poultry  have  practically  ceased.  The 
poultry  in  Boston  is  today  in  a  pleasingly  satisfactory 
condition. 

Glanders. 

But  seven  horses  were  subjected  to  the  Mallein  test 
for  glanders,  in  the  year  just  passed,  with  negative 
results  in  each  instance. 

Due,  undoubtedly,  to  the  diminished  number  of 
horses,  and  in  consequence  of  fewer  common  troughs 
for  water,  stables,  blacksmith  shops  and  other  places 
where  horses  might  assemble,  there  is  such  a  satisfactory 
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lessening  of  glanders  that  the  Massachusetts  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Animal  Industry  has  promulgated  the  following 
order.

Whereas  competent  authorities  have  determined  that  the 
disease  known  as  glanders,  or  farcy,  does  not  now  prevail 
extensively  in  the  States  of  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Connecticut 
or  Rhode  Island,  Department  Order  No.  36,  approved  in 
Council  April  3,  1918,  is  hereby  revoked. 

This  order  shall  be  published  by  the  Inspector  of  Animals  in 
each  city  and  town  in  the  Commonwealth  by  filing  a  copy 
hereof  with  the  City  Clerk  or  Town  Clerk  as  the  case  may  be 
and  by  posting  a  copy  hereof  in  a  conspicuous  public  place 
within  the  city  for  which  he  is  an  inspector  of  animals.

REPORT  OF  MILK  INSPECTOR  AND  CHEMIST. 


Boston,  January  1,  1929. 

Francis  X.  Mahoney,  M.  D., 

Health  Commissioner. 

Dear  Sir, —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1928. 


In  January,  1928,  the  death  of  James  0.  Jordan, 
removed  from  office  one  of  the  most  progressive  and 
pioneer  leaders  in  the  field  of  pure  milk.  Professor 
Jordan’s  name  was  synonomous  with  milk  all  over  the 
country  and  he  was  a  familiar  figure  in  the  courts  of  the 
Commonwealth  prosecuting  offenders.  He  labored  long 
and  hard  to  give  to  Boston  the  best  milk  supply  in  the 
country  and  his  reputation  was  knowm  far  and  wide, 
and  in  the  leading  organizations  and  associations  con¬ 
cerned  with  milk  his  advice  and  opinion  was  eagerly 
sought.  As  an  assistant  to  him  I  found  it  a  great 
pleasure  to  be  associated  with  a  man  of  such  training 
and  experience  and  who  had  such  a  fund  of  knowledge 
concerning  milk  and  dairy  products  who  imparted  it 
to  those  associated  with  him. 


The  total  number  of  samples  collected  was  less  than 
in  1927.  This  was  due  to  the  repeated  absence  from 
duty  of  two  of  the  collectors  of  samples  for  a  total  of 
seventy-five  days. 

The  number  of  court  cases  for  the  year  was  one 
hundred  forty-eight,  an  increase  of  sixty-four  more 
than  in  1927.  At  least  one  reason  for  this  increase 
was  that  a  study  was  made  of  the  violations  of  other 
years.  Many  of  these  offenders  were  “ repeaters” 
who  sell  milk  from  dip  tanks  in  lunch  rooms  for  con¬ 
sumption  on  the  premises.  An  inspection  showed  that 
in  many  cases  these  “ repeaters”  were  still  handling 
milk  in  a  careless  manner.  After  the  offender  was 
again  fined,  he  was  presented,  in  printed  form,  with  an 
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analysis  of  the  reasons  why  the  handling  of  bulk  milk 
in  lunch  rooms  by  careless  employees  results  in  the 
fining  and  the  prosecution  of  the  owner  thereof,  and  he 
was  advised  to  adopt  the  sale  of  bottled  milk  as  the 
remedy.  As  a  result  of  this  method  of  follow-up  a 
substantial  number  of  lunch  rooms  have  changed 
over  to  bottled  milk.  The  sale  of  bottled  milk  in 
lunch  rooms  can,  however,  never  be  100  per  cent, 
because  the  patrons  of  the  cheaper  class  of  lunch  rooms 
will  not  pay  the  increased  charge  required  for  the 
service  of  bottled  milk. 

An  unusual  violation  of  the  “  foreign  substance  in 
milk”  statute  was  discovered  in  the  case  of  a  man,  an 
old  offender  in  this  type  of  food  law  violation,  who 
homogenized  a  mineral  oil,  having  the  same  refractive 
index  as  butter  fat,  with  whole  milk  thus  producing  a 
“cream”  having  40  per  cent  total  fat.  The  product, 
looking  and  tasting  like  cream  and  having  the  same 
refractive  index  as  butter  fat,  would  have  been  over¬ 
looked  by  the  ordinary  routine  laboratory  examination. 
It  was  only  by  means  of  the  Reichert-meissl  number 
that  detection  was  possible. 

Another  unusual  Food  Law  violation  was  the  case  of  a 
man  who  made  a  cream  cheese  by  homogenizing  with 
skimmed  milk,  a  mineral  oil  similar  to  the  one  cited 
in  the  above  paragraph.  This  adulteration  was  de¬ 
tected  in  the  same  way  as  in  the  preceding  case. 

During  the  year  a  revision  of  the  milk  regulations 
was  made  and  these  were  adopted  by  the  Health  Com¬ 
missioner  on  September  12,  1928,  effective  after  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1928.  The  salient  features  of  these  new  regula¬ 
tions  were: 

No  raw  milk  to  be  sold  in  Boston  unless  certified  by 
the  Boston  Medical  Milk  Commission. 

All  raw  milk,  not  certified,  to  be  excluded  from  sale 
in  Boston  unless  first  pasteurized. 

Prohibition  of  the  reception  of  any  milk  having  more 
than  750,000  bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter  for  the 
purpose  of  pasteurization  by  a  pasteurization  plant. 

A  standard  of  not  more  than  50,000  bacteria  per 
cubic  centimeter  in  market  milk. 

A  standard  of  not  more  than  500,000  bacteria  per 
cubic  centimeter  in  cream. 

All  cream  to  be  either  certified  or  pasteurized. 

The  requirement  for  the  reporting  of  diseases  among 
milk  handlers  was  enlarged  to  include  cases  of  those 
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suspected  of  having,  as  well  as  those  having,  diseases 
reportable  to  local  Boards  of  Health  under  the  regula¬ 
tions  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health. 

A  program  for  the  establishment  of  a  modern  system 
of  record  keeping  has  been  begun  and  has  already 
proven  itself  to  be  helpful,  by  making  the  keeping  of 
the  records  less  time  consuming,  as  well  as  by  making 
the  records  themselves  more  readily  accessible. 

A  new  system  of  follow-up  of  violations  of  Health 
Department  regulations  has  been  established.  This 
system  has  had  good  success  in  aiding  guilty  persons 
to  correct  faulty  conditions  without  resorting  to  court 
procedure.  This  method  has  resulted  in  increased 
efficiency  in  operation;  an  improved  supply  of  the  food 
concerned;  and  a  better  feeling  between  the  trade  and 
this  department. 

The  testing  of  pasteurized  milk  for  tubercle  bacilli, 
begun  in  1925  and  continued  through  1926  and  1927, 
gave  negative  results  in  all  cases.  This  work  was  not 
continued  in  1928. 

The  usual  investigations  and  adjustments  of  the 
complaints  of  citizens  about  foods,  over  which  the 
milk  inspector  has  control,  were  made  and  in  all  cases 
but  two  without  court  action.  The  two  cases  which 
resulted  in  court  action  were  the  cases  of  adulterated 
cream  and  adulterated  cheese  mentioned  above. 

A  critical  shortage  of  milk  occurred  in  November, 
1928.  This  shortage  was  in  large  part  unforeseen  and 
several  more  or  less  uncertain  reasons  for  it  were  sug¬ 
gested.  The  most  plausible  reason  suggested  was 
that  the  feed  harvested  in  the  summer  of  1928  had  a 
content  of  water  far  above  the  average,  because  of 
the  excessive  rains  in  the  summer  of  1928,  and,  for 
that  reason,  the  cattle,  although  getting  the  usual 
volume  of  feed,  did  not  get  the  usual  amount  of  solid 
food  value.  Some  milk  from  outside  the  New  England 
inspected  milk  shed  came  to  Massachusetts.  That 
which  came  into  Boston  was  sold  for  mechanical  pur¬ 
poses  only.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  milk  inspector, 
a  conference  was  held  in  his  office,  at  which  conference 
were  present  representatives  of  the  Health  Department 
of  Boston,  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  of  the  New  England  Milk  Producers’  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  of  the  dealers  who  were  short  of  milk.  A 
program  for  the  mobilization  of  all  potential  supplies  of 
milk  within  the  New  England  inspected  milk  shed  was 
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adopted.  When  the  crisis  was  past,  upon  the  urgent 
advice  of  the  milk  inspector,  the  New  England  Milk 
Producers’  Association  began  active  work  on  a  program 
for  even  distribution  of  production  and  improvement 
of  quality  so  that  a  similar  shortage  might  not  in  the 
future  threaten  the  very  foundations  of  prosperity 
of  the  milk  producers  of  New  England.  The  milk 
supply  for  Boston  can  be  confined  exclusively  to  the 
New  England  inspected  milk  shed  only  if  the  said  milk 
shed  is  able  at  all  times  to  provide  a  sufficient  supply 
of  milk  of  such  quality  as  will  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  law  and  the  regulations  of  the  health  departments 
of  New  England. 

An  investigation  has  been  made  of  the  causes  of 
high  counts  in  milk  when  received  at  the  pasteurization 
plant.  Two  outstanding  causes,  which  must  stop, 
were  found.  The  more  important  cause  is  the  air 
cooling  of  milk.  This  method  of  cooling  is  funda¬ 
mentally  wrong  and  even  with  the  temperature  of 
the  air  at  zero,  spoils  hugh  amounts  of  milk.  Air 
cooling  of  a  can  of  milk  proceeds  from  the  outside 
towards  the  center  and  the  core  of  the  milk  remains 
for  hours  at  a  temperature  which  allows  bacteria  to 
grow.  When  it  is  time  to  add  the  warm  milk  from 
the  next  milking,  the  milk  in  the  can  will  contain  hun¬ 
dreds  of  thousands  of  bacteria  with  which  the  new 
milk  is  seeded.  The  process  of  air  cooling  is  again 
commenced  and  proceeds  so  slowly  that  the  milk  gets 
to  the  receiving  station  with  millions  of  bacteria  in  a 
cubic  centimeter.  The  remedy  is  ice  water  tank  cool¬ 
ing  and  this  method  must  be  used  throughout  the  year. 
Air  cooling  is  expensive  to  the  producer  in  another  way. 
The  process  causes  the  cream  to  acquire  a  sticky, 
leathery  consistency  and  in  that  condition  the  cream 
sticks  to  the  sides  of  the  can  in  the  shape  of  a  ring  and 
never  gets  back  again  into  the  milk,  so  that  the  pro¬ 
ducer  does  not  get  paid  for  the  cream  that  sticks  to 
the  can.  The  second  cause  is  failure  to  make  daily 
deliveries  of  milk  to  the  receiving  station.  When  the 
two  causes  are  combined,  that  which  was  good  milk 
when  produced,  reaches  the  pasteurization  plant  as 
a  rotten  mess  not  saleable  as  fluid  milk. 

License  Law. —  Collection  for  license  fees  last  vear 
amounted  to  $3,642.  This  was  somewhat  larger  than 
the  income  from  the  same  source  in  1927,  by  $109, 
and  represents  7,284  licenses. 
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Number  of  Milk  Dealers  and  Quantity  of  Milk  Handled 
Daily. —  In  1927  there  were  ninety-eight  wagon  dealers; 
for  1928,  103  licenses  were  issued.  The  number  of 
shops  selling  milk  is  greater  than  last  year  as  6,315 
store  licenses  were  granted  in  1928,  but  only  6,142  in 
1927.  The  amount  of  milk  received  daily  by  the  milk 
dealers  of  this  city  was  more  than  in  1927  by  167,630 
quarts.  The  amount  received  each  day  approximated 
819,639  quarts  and  of  this  quantity  approximately 
757,815  quarts  arrived  by  railroad.  The  amount  of 
milk  consumed  daily  in  Boston  apparently  decreased 
about  169,177  quarts  in  comparison  with  the  apparent 
daily  consumption  in  1927.  This  apparent  decrease 
can  be  accounted  for  in  the  following  way:  A  part  of 
it  is  an  actual  decrease.  The  Lee  epidemic  resulted 
in  a  great  drop  in  the  daily  consumption  of  milk  in 
Boston  and  the  effect  is  still  being  felt.  It  is  impossible 
to  express  this  effect  in  exact  figures.  The  larger  part 
of  this  apparent  decrease  is  due  to  the  fact  that  several 
of  the  large  dealers  furnished  this  office  in  the  last 
few  years  with  figures  as.  to  their  business  which  were 
grossly  incorrect.  These  incorrect  figures  account  for 
approximately  140,000  quarts  of  this  apparent  decrease 
aforementioned.  Approximately  376,331  quarts  of  milk 
were  daily  consumed  in  1928.  Of  this  amount  372,158 
quarts  or  98.8  per  cent  arrived  by  railroad;  approxi¬ 
mately  3,508  or  0.93  per  cent  were  transported  by 
wagons  and  trucks,  and  approximately  665  quarts  or 
0.27  per  cent  were  the  product  of  the  sixty-two  cows 
kept  within  the  city  limits.  The  number  of  cows 
reported  in  1927  was  seventy. 

Certified  Milk. —  Approximately  2,935  quarts  of  cer¬ 
tified  milk  were  sold  daily  in  1928  and  this  is  equivalent 
to  0.78  per  cent  of  the  total  daily  supply. 

Certified  Milk  —  Pasteurized. —  One  producer  of  cer¬ 
tified  milk  says  that  he  has,  for  fifteen  years,  been  selling 
a  certified  milk  which  has  been  pasteurized  but  has 
not  labeled  it  “  Certified  Milk  —  Pasteurized.”  Another 
producer  states  that  he  has,  for  five  years,  been  selling 
a  certified  milk  which  has  been  pasteurized,  but  has 
not  so  marked  it.  Another  producer  has,  for  some 
indefinite  period,  been  selling  a  certified  milk  which 
has  been  pasteurized  and  has  been  marking  it  11  Cer¬ 
tified  Milk.”  It  is  apparent  that  a  definite  demand 
for  this  product  exists.  If  any  certified  milk  is  pas¬ 
teurized,  there  seems  to  be  no  reason,  morally  or  legally, 
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why  it  should  not  be  so  labeled  and  acting  upon  the 
advice  of  the  Health  Commissioner  of  Boston,  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health 
of  Massachusetts,  the  Boston  Medical  Milk  Commis¬ 
sion  notified  all  producers  certified  by  them  that  the 
commission  was  prepared  to  supervise  the  pasteuriza¬ 
tion  of  certified  milk  and  that  certified  milk  which  had 
been  pasteurized  might  be  marked  “  Certified  Milk 
Pasteurized”  produced,  pasteurized,  bottled  and  sealed 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Boston  Medical  Milk 
Commission.  One  producer  pasteurizes  in  bulk. 
Another  producer  pasteurizes  in  the  bottle,  using  his 
regular  certified  milk  crown  cap;  after  pasteurization, 
he  stamps  the  word  “Pasteurized”  across  the  cap, 
using  a  special  ink.  In  this  connection,  it  may  be 
noted  that  a  regulation  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  requires  that  pasteurized  milk  be  bottled  at 
the  place  of  pasteurization,  if  bottled,  and  shall  bear 
the  word  “Pasteurized”  on  the  cap. 

Grade  “A”  Milk. —  This  milk  is  bottled,  capped  and 
sealed  with  a  covering  device  that  suitably  protects 
the  lip  of  the  bottle  from  contamination;  must  have 
upon  the  cap  “Grade  A  Pasteurized”  and  also  state 
the  day  of  the  week  upon  which  it  was  so  treated.  This 
milk  shall  be  pasteurized,  and  after  pasteurization  shall 
be  kept  at  not  more  than  50  degrees  Fahrenheit;  shall 
contain  not  more  than  25,000  bacteria  per  cubic  centi¬ 
meter  when  offered  for  sale,  and  not  less  than  4  per 
cent  milk  fat.  The  amount  of  Grade  “A”  Milk  sold 
daily  is  22,504  quarts,  equivalent  to  5.98  per  cent  of 
the  total  milk  consumed  daily. 

“Superior”  Milk. —  Milk  of  the  “Superior”  type  or 
of  a  high  grade  was  supplied  daily  by  milkmen  of  this 
city  to  the  amount  of  26,713  quarts,  equivalent  to 
7.09  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  of  milk  sold  daily. 
This  indicates  an  apparent  increase  of  21,448  quarts 
daily  as  compared  with  the  quantity  of  1927.  This 
apparent  increase  is  due  to  the  classification  of  certain 
low  count,  high  fat,  milks  as  superior  milks.  The 
classification  is  by  those  who  sell  it.  This  milk  receives 
its  recommendation  for  excellence  from  the  milkmen 
who  sell  it.  It  does  not  have  the  standing  for  excellence 
which  is  now  given  the  Grade  “A”  milk.

Pasteurized  and  Raw  Milk. —  The  proportion  of  milk 
pasteurized  was  about  the  same  as  in  1927,  the  approx¬ 
imate  quantity  delivered  in  Boston  each  day  being- 
372, 026  quarts,  which  represents  about  98.9  per  cent 
of  the  supply. 

Raw  milk  from  tuberculin  tested  accredited  herds 
amounted  to  1,370  quarts  daily.  All  told,  it  is  about 
0.32  per  cent  of  the  total  supply.  This  type  of  milk  is 
not  permitted  to  be  sold  in  Boston  after  December 
31,  1928.

Sale  of  Milk  in  Bottles. —  Slow  progress  is  being  made 
in  extending  the  sale  of  bottled  milk  in  restaurants 
and  hotels.  It  would  be  desirable  to  have  all  the  milk 
served  in  these  places  handled  in  this  manner,  but 
if  milk  is  to  be  served  at  all  in  certain  low-price  lunch 
rooms,  it  must  be  bulk  milk,  for  the  trade  will  not 
pay  the  greater  price  for  the  bottled  milk.  A  circular 
was  prepared  analyzing  the  reasons  why  it  is  better, 
both  for  the  owner  of  the  lunch  room  and  for  the  con¬ 
sumer,  to  have  the  milk  served  in  bottles,  filled  and 
sealed  at  the  pasteurization  plant.  This  circular  is 
sent  to  all  lunch  rooms  which  handle  bulk  milk  which 
is  to  be  consumed  on  the  premises. 

Cleaning  Empty  Bottles. —  At  this  time,  all  of  the 
milk  concerns  are  charging  for  bottles.  This  has  had 
a  marked  influence  on  their  condition.  As  this  charge 
is  passed  on  to  customers  by  storekeepers,  the  milk 
bottle  is  thereby  made  an  article  of  value  to  the  con- 
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sumer.  Thus  milk  bottles  are  better  conserved  by 
the  public,  and  more  of  them  are  annually  returned  to 
their  owners. 

As  compared  with  former  years,  there  is  a  decided 
advancement  in  the  cleaning  of  milk  and  cream  bottles 
by  consumers,  but  there  are  many  householders  who 
continue  the  slovenly  habit  of  not  rinsing  these  con¬ 
tainers  after  emptying.  The  education  of  these  latter 
with  respect  to  this  proposition  is  a  difficult  problem, 
as  the  people  concerned  are  filthy  in  other  matters, 
as  well  as  with  milk  bottles.  This  want  of  care  with 
these  bottles  renders  their  subsequent  cleaning  difficult 
and  sometimes  apparently  impossible,  by  modern  de¬ 
vices,  so  that  particles  of  dried  milk  may  adhere  to 
the  sides  of  the  containers.  When  these  are  later 
employed  for  the  delivery  of  milk,  their  appearance 
may  result  in  complaints  from  other  consumers.  These 
are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  bureau  and  of  the 
dealers.  Thus  the  neglect  of  one  individual  may  make 
trouble  for  many.  A  circular  is  being  prepared  for 
distribution  to  householders,  through  dealers,  which 
it  is  hoped,  may  help  to  remedy  this  fault. 

Milk  Package  Exchange. —  Complaints  have  been 
received  from  dealers  that,  in  some  cases,  bottles  re¬ 
turned  by  the  Milk  Package  Exchange  have  been  so 
badly  misused  that  the  time  needed  to  clean  them  is 
worth  more  than  are  the  bottles.  The  question  arises 
whether  or  not  the  redemption  of  bottles  from  dumps 
is  not  being  carried  too  far.  Such  badly  misused 
bottles  should  be  destroyed. 

Bacteriological  Examinations  of  Bottles  and  Caps. — 
To  test  the  efficiency  of  bottle  washing  by  different 
firms,  examinations  of  bottles  were  periodically  made  to 
determine  their  bacterial  content.  In  all  344  bottles 
were  tested.  They  were  considered  and  reported  on  a 
lot  basis,  each  finding  is  the  average  of  two  bottles 
collected  from  a  dealer  at  one  time.  Figures  were 
obtained  representing  172  groups.  On  this  group  basis, 
there  were  160  returns  on  pint  bottles  and  184  on  quart 
bottles.  Detailed  results  are  shown  below:

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Where  groups  of  bottles  were  found  to  contain  organ¬ 
isms  in  excess  of  500,  a  warning  was  issued  to  the  dealer 
and  a  follow-up  inspection  made.  As  a  result  of  these 
notices  and  follow-up  inspections,  greater  interest  is 
being  displayed  in  the  matter  of  cleaning  containers. 

Bottle  caps  were  also  tested  on  the  same  plan  as  that 
adopted  for  the  bottles.  In  all,  504  were  examined  and 
averaged  according  to  the  dealers  from  whom  they  were 
obtained,  on  a  basis  of  84  groups.

Dirt  in  Milk . —  Effective  devices  for  removing  visible 
dirt  from  milk  have  been  adopted  by  milk  plants,  so 
that  very  little  of  it  is  finding  its  way  into  the  bottled 
milk.  The  Department  of  Public  Health  regulation 
No.  4,  for  milk  pasteurization  establishments,  requir¬ 
ing  that  “  Prior  to  the  holding  period,  all  milk  intended 
for  pasteurization  shall  be  so  clarified  or  filtered  that 
the  product  shall  be  free  from  all  visible  dirt  or  sedi¬ 
ment  ^  has  been  very  effective.  Undoubtedly  there  is 
now,  as  has  always  been  the  case,  far  too  much  milk 
with  an  excessive  amount  of  visible  dirt,  being  shipped 
from  the  producer  to  the  distributor. 

Efforts  of  Dealers  to  Improve  Supplies. —  The  proper 
handling  of  milk  requires  constant  supervision  on  the 
part  of  dealers.  This  involves  frequent  bacteriological 
and  chemical  examinations.  All  of  the  large  concerns 
in  this  city  make  such  tests  a  part  of  the  regular  routine, 
and  a  majority  of  the  small  firms  are  giving  more  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  subject  each  year.  In  1928,  milkmen  made 
147,529  bacteriological  examinations.  With  the  above 
samples  49  or  .033  per  cent  showed  the  presence  of  pus 
and  streptococci. 

Low  Temperature  Essential  to  Good  Milk  Supplies. — 
A  necessary  feature  for  the  maintenance  of  a  good  milk 
supply  is  thorough  cooling  at  the  dairy  and  subse¬ 
quently  keeping  the  milk  at  a  low  temperature  until 
used  by  the  consumer.  The  air  cooling  by  the  producer 
must  stop.  Ice  water  tank  cooling  must  be  used 
throughout  the  year.  Not  enough  effort  has  been 
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devoted  to  this  subject  by  those  responsible  for  the 
quality  of  the  milk,  and  especially  it  is  true  in  New  Eng¬ 
land  where  the  natural  conditions  are  such  that  there  is 
no  acceptable  excuse  for  any  dairy  not  employing  ice 
for  the  purpose  of  perpetually  cooling  all  of  the  milk 
produced  here.  Milk  dealers  and  farmers  should  make 
every  effort  to  insure  its  being  done.  When  this  is 
accomplished  there  will  be  much  improvement  in  the 
supplies  of  milk  and  cream  reaching  Boston.  Unless 
these  things  are  done,  milk  from  outside  the  inspected 
milk  shed  cannot  be  kept  out  of  this  market. 

Temperature  of  Milk  in  Stores. —  An  investigation  was 
made  to  try  to  ascertain  some  of  the  causes  for  milk  in 
the  hands  of  retailers  being  at  a  temperature  greater 
than  50  degrees  Fahrenheit.  It  was  found  that  the  milk 
ice  chest  is  more  efficient  than  an  ordinary  refrigerator. 
This  is  especially  true  when  the  milk  is  placed  in  the 
ordinary  sectional  refrigerator  in  some  section  remote 
from  the  ice.  It  was  found  that  on  especially  hot  days 
even  a  milk  ice  chest  can  have  a  100-pound  block  of 
ice  placed  across  the  tops  of  the  bottles  and  still  have 
the  milk  in  the  bottles  above  50  degrees  Fahrenheit. 
In  hot  weather  it  is  essential  that  the  ice  be  cracked 
and  packed  in  around  the  milk  bottles.  A  circular  on 
this  subject  is  being  prepared  for  distribution  to  retailers 
in  an  effort  to  correct  this  condition. 

During  the  warmer  periods  of  the  year  the  tempera¬ 
ture  was  ascertained  of  all  samples  of  milk  and  cream 
collected.  In  addition  to  this,  the  temperature  was 
noted  throughout  the  year  of  all  samples  for  bac¬ 
teriological  examinations.  The  temperature  test  for 
bacteriological  examinations  of  the  year  totalled  6,185. 
Warnings  are  sent  where  the  temperatures  are  over 
50  degrees  Fahrenheit.  The  same  policy  is  pur¬ 
sued  in  milk  and  cream  found  on  wagons  or  in  shops. 
Altogether,  179  notices  were  issued  to  such  dealers. 

Buttermilk. —  The  approximate  average  daily  sales  of 
buttermilk  in  1928  was  2,711  quarts.  Of  this  quantity 
about  one  half  was  true  buttermilk.  The  average 
daily  sales  in  1927  was  504  quarts. 

Cream. —  Sales  of  cream  continued  to  grow.  During 
1928,  for  the  first  time,  western  cream  came  into 
Boston  in  every  month  of  the  year.  The  total  amount 
to  come  in  has  practically  doubled  in  each  year  since 
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1924.  The  quality  of  this  cream  has  been  excellent 
and  in  most  cases  even  better  than  the  cream  made  in 
New  England.  An  attempt  was  made  by  some  western 
shippers  to  get  into  this  market  cream  of  inferior  quality 
by  mixing  a  certain  number  of  cans  of  this  kind  of 
cream  with  other  cans  of  good  cream  in  each  carload. 
Western  cream  seems  destined  to  become  a  dominating 
factor  in  this  market. 

Approximate  total  receipts  of  western  cream  in  terms 
of  40  per  cent  cream  were  3,102,020  quarts.  Approxi¬ 
mate  daily  sales  of  cream  in  Boston  in  terms  of  40  per 
cent  cream  were  23,842  quarts.  The  sales  were  dis¬ 
tributed  approximately  75  per  cent  for  household  pur¬ 
poses  and  25  per  cent  for  manufacturing  purposes. 

Ice  Cream. —  In  an  effort  to  place  the  sale  of  ice  cream 
on  a  plane  of  safety  like  that  of  pasteurized  milk,  a  com¬ 
prehensive  set  of  regulations  for  the  manufacture,  sale 
and  care  of  ice  cream  was  written.  These  regulations 
establish  sanitary  specifications  for  buildings,  equip¬ 
ment,  materials,  technique,  and  care  in  handling  ice 
cream.  The  bacteria  standard  was  also  dropped  from 
500,000  to  not  more  than  200,000  bacteria  per  cubic 
centimeter  when  offered  for  sale. 

Last  year  870  specimens  were  collected.  Three  vio¬ 
lations  of  the  law  were  found.  The  total  number  of 
bacteriological  examinations  was  817.  Of  these,  16, 
or  1.95  per  cent  contained  over  500,000  bacteria  per 
cubic  centimeter. 

Butter  and  Cheese. —  Twenty-one  samples  of  butter 
and  cheese  were  examined.  One  violation  of  the  law 
was  found. 

Oleomargarine. —  The  number  of  oleomargarine 
licenses  was  larger  than  last  year.  We  issued  866 
licenses  as  against  831  permits  last  year.  Ordinarily, 
when  the  price  of  butter  is  low  for  the  year,  we  expect 
to  have  fewer  oleomargarine  licenses  than  in  a  year 
when  butter  is  high.  This  is  no  longer  the  case  in  this 
city  for  the  retailing  of  oleomargarine  is  concentrated 
in  the  hands  of  the  chain  stores.  There  were  no  vio¬ 
lations  of  the  law  found. 

Vinegar. —  Much  attention  was  devoted  to  vinegar 
but  in  nearly  every  case  it  was  to  ascertain  if  the  product 
was  of  legal  standard.  Seven  cases  were  found  below 
the  statute  requirement.

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REPORT  OF  DAIRY  DIVISION. 


Francis  X.  Mahoney,  M.  D., 

Health  Commissioner. 

Dear  Sir. —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 
report  of  dairy  inspection  activities  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1928. 

The  amount  of  work  accomplished  by  this  division 
shows  a  slight  increase  in  total  number  of  services  over 
the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year. 

Dairy  farm  score  sheets  sent  in  by  our  inspectors  in 
many  instances  show  a  marked  improvement  in  the 
sanitary  conditions,  at  dairy  farms  and  a  large  number 
of  producers  have  been  granted  Grade  “A”  permits  which 
entitle  them  to  a  premium  for  their  milk. 

In  pleasing  contrast  to  the  opposition  of  dealers  and 
producers  met  with  in  former  years,  our  inspectors 
now  report  that  any  suggestions  tending  to  improve 
the  quality  of  the  milk  meet  with  approval  and  as  a 
result  this  vear  hundreds  of  milk  houses  have  been 
erected  throughout  the  New  England  milk  shed  for  the 
proper  handling  and  storage  of  milk.  Amending  the 
milk  regulations  July  10,  1928,  demanding  a  bacterial 
count  of  not  more  than  50,000  colonies  per  cubic  centi¬ 
meter  on  pasteurized  milk,  until  delivery  from  the 
licensed  establishment,  and  a  count  of  not  more  than 
750,000  colonies  per  centimeter  for  raw  market  milk 
prior  to  pasteurization,  the  latter  count  to  become 
effective  January  1,  1929,  will  result  in  a  better  finished 
product. 

In  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  new  regula¬ 
tions  producers  and  country  creameries  must  exercise 
greater  care.  The  great  majority  of  producers  today 
are  conversant  with  the  proper  methods  of  pure  milk 
production,  but  in  many  instances  improper  cooling  by 
reason  of  insufficient  ice  causes  the  product  to  deteriorate 
before  it  is  delivered  to  the  creamery  or  the  receiving 
station.  Careless  handling  at  these  intermediate  points 
may  increase  the  bacterial  content  of  milk  and  much 
of  the  blame  for  high  count  milk  heretofore  placed  on 
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the  producer  should  rightfully  be  charged  to  dirty 
equipment  and  inefficient  jug  washing  at  creameries 
and  receiving  stations. 

In  certain  sections  of  Maine  and  Vermont  where 
because  of  insufficient  volume  or  lack  of  train  service 
milk  is  collected  and  shipped  every  other  day  this 
division  is  now  cooperating  with  dealers  and  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  producers  to  bring  about  daily  shipments. 
The  railroads  have  agreed  to  help  and  it  is  hoped  that 
in  the  near  future  all  collections  and  shipments  of 
fluid  milk  will  be  made  daily. 

A  steady  improvement  has  been  noted  at  the  country 
creameries,  twelve  having  been  remodelled  and  auto¬ 
matic  jug  washers  are  rapidly  doing  away  with  hand 
washing  methods.  Another  innovation  is  the  glass 
lined  tank  car  which  eliminates  cans,  much  labor  and 
the  necessity  of  washing  cans  at  city  plants.  Twenty- 
seven  of  these  cars  are  now  in  operation  and  more  will 
be  in  use  the  coming  year.  Our  local  dealers  have 
taken  steps  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  new  milk 
regulation  by  installing  clarifyers,  filters  and  other 
apparatus.  Four  plants  have  been  completely  rebuilt, 
eleven  have  added  new  equipment,  and  one  of  the 
largest  milk  plants  in  the  country  is  now  in  process  of 
construction. 

At  the  present  time  a  considerable  amount  of  milk 
from  eastern  New  York  and  Vermont  —  formerly  coming 
to  Boston  —  is  now  being  shipped  to  New  York  city. 
The  reason  for  this  change  is  purely  an  economic  one, 
the  retail  price  of  milk  being  higher  in  New  York  city 
than  in  Boston.  The  matter  is  therefore  beyond 
the  control  of  this  department  and  will  increase  the 
seasonal  shortage  which  occurs  every  fall.  In  order 
to  meet  this  situation  the  dairy  division  is  cooperating 
with  dealers,  state  officials  and  members  of  the  New 
England  Milk  Producers’  Association  to  bring  about 
more  uniform  production  and  to  change  over  cream 
territory  to  fluid  milk  territory.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  DIVISION. 


Boston,  January  1,  1929. 

Dr.  Francis  X.  Mahoney,  M.  D., 

Health  Commissioner. 

Dear  Sir, —  The  following  is  submitted  as  the  report 
of  the  Sanitary  Division  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1928: 

The  enforcement  of  the  laws,  ordinances  and  regula¬ 
tions  governing  the  abatement  of  nuisances  and  correct¬ 
ing  of  insanitary  conditions  throughout  the  city  have 
been  carried  out  as  usual  by  the  employees  of  this 
division. 

Tenement,  three-family  and  lodging  houses  have  been 
periodically  examined  as  required  by  law. 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  stables, 
dumps,  premises  where  live  fowl  are  kept,  barber  shops, 
offensive  trade  establishments  and  premises  causing 
nuisance  by  reason  of  excessive  smoke  or  fumes. 

There  were  seventy  applications  for  dumping  places 
approved  and  eight  disapproved. 

Certification  of  lying-in  hospitals  to  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Welfare  has  been  made  after  investiga¬ 
tion  as  to  the  proper  maintenance  and  sanitary  condition 
of  such  establishments.  Similar  investigations  have 
been  conducted  preliminary  to  the  licensing  of  public 
and  private  hospitals,  undertakers,  theaters  and  public 
halls,  stables,  garbage  collectors,  keeping  of  live  fowl 
and  goats,  and  dumps. 

The  work  of  this  division  has  been  especially  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  following  matters: 

Examinations  and  investigations  by  the  sanitary 
inspectors  covered  such  matters  as 

Cleaning  and  repairing  and  draining  of  private  alleys 
and  passageways. 

Draining  or  filling  in  of  wet  and  spongy  lands. 

Regulation  of  the  providing,  building  and  cleaning  of 
cesspools. 

Requirements  regarding  the  lighting  and  ventilating 
of  interior  rooms  and  water-closet  apartments  (including 
the  approval  of  plans). 

Limiting  of  the  number  of  occupants  of  buildings  or 
parts  of  buildings. 

Vacating  of  premises  found  to  be  unfit  for  habitation. 
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The  occupancy  of  basements  for  living  purposes. 

Upkeep  and  repair  of  plumbing,  including  water  and 
drainage  systems. 

Supervision  and  enforcement  of  proper  sanitary  con¬ 
ditions  on  grounds  used  by  circuses  and  other  outdoor 
shows. 

The  gas  investigator  assigned  to  the  division  has 
covered  matters  relating  to  the  use  of  illuminating  gas, 
condition  of  repair  of  service  pipes  and  fixtures  and 
special  examinations  of  premises  reported  by  the  police 
department  following  deaths  by  monoxide  poisoning. 
Examinations  are  also  made  of  premises  occupied  as 
lodging  houses  with  reference  to  condition  of  fixtures 
and  service  pipes. 

To  aid  in  this  work  the  inspector  has  been  provided 
with  a  “  Carbon  Monoxide  Detector/’  an  apparatus 
developed  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Mines,  for 
use  in  his  investigations. 

The  two  men  detailed  to  the  work  of  rat  suppression 
have  cooperated  with  the  quarantine  officials  by  enforc¬ 
ing  regulations  relative  to  ships  from  certain  ports. 
They  also  patrol  the  waterfront  inforcing  sanitary 
measures. 

Supervisors. —  The  supervisory  system  still  continues 
to  bear  out  my  previously  expressed  opinion  as  to  its 
value  and  efficiency.  Now  that  the  gap  caused  by  the 
appointment  of  five  supervisors  has  been  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  additional  inspectors,  the  work  is  pro¬ 
ceeding  smoothly  and  with  good  results.

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Tenement ,  Three-family  and  Lodging  House  Inspec¬ 
tion. —  The  statute  requiring  the  semi-annual  inspec¬ 
tions  of  these  dwellings  has  been  complied  with  in  so 
far  as  has  been  possible. 

It  may  be  said,  in  general,  that  these  premises  were 
found  in  good  conditions;  such  defects  and  lack  of 
cleanliness  found  being  remedied  promptly  at  the 
request  of  the  department. 

A  table  is  annexed  showing  the  detail  of  these  routine 
inspections. 

Public  Lodging  Houses. —  The  few  remaining  public 
lodging  houses  (charging  twenty-five  cents  per  night  or 
less),  have  been  kept  under  observation  and  have  been 
maintained  in  good  order.  In  April,  they  were  certified, 
as  usual,  for  licensing. 

Yards  and  Passageways. —  These  areas  have  been 
found  in  good  repair  and  generally  clean.  While  the 
supervision  of  yards  and  alleys  always  requires  con¬ 
siderable  attention  by  the  inspectors,  the  results  attained 
are  worth  the  effort  involved. 

The  cans  placed  by  the  Public  Works  Department 
for  the  reception  of  refuse  has  helped  in  some  degree  in 
keeping  the  alleys  clean,  although  in  the  lodging  house 
districts  considerable  refuse,  mainly  the  remains  of  light 
housekeeping  food  and  materials,  is  thrown  into  the  alleys. 

Dumps. —  Not  much  can  be  added  to  what  has  been 
said  in  previous  reports  regarding  these  dumps. 
Between  fifty  and  sixty  locations  are  licensed  each 
year  for  this  purpose,  and,  when  located  as  is  sometimes 
necessary,  near  dwellings  are  not  desirable  neighbors. 

The  larger  dumps,  being  far  removed  from  habita¬ 
tions,  and  properly  policed,  are  not  so  much  a  matter 
of  concern.  Fires  on  these  dumps,  however,  at  times 
cause  a  distinct  nuisance. 

Of  course,  it  is  recognized  that  in  mair^  instances, 
low  and  swampy  areas  are  filled  in  by  this  means  and 
made  available  for  use.  In  many  cases  the  cost  of  other 
filling,  such  as  earth  or  engine  ashes  would  be  prohibitive. 

In  general,  these  dumps  are  kept  under  close  observa¬ 
tion  and  are  maintained  in  good  condition.  In  many 
cases  dumping  is  prohibited  between  April  15  and 
November  1,  when  the  material  consists  of  light  and 
inflammable  refuse. 

We  require  the  approval  of  the  Fire  Department 
before  a  permit  is  granted,  which  reduces  the  fire  risk  to 
a  minimum. 
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In  order  to  be  consistent,  and  on  account  of  my 
belief  in  the  process,  I  again  urge  that  some  action  be 
taken  looking  toward  incineration  of  the  lighter  wastes. 

Dilapidated  Buildings ,  Etc . —  During  the  year  the 
Building  Department  were  asked  to  take  up  the  matter 
of  the  demolition  of  thirty-seven  (37)  buildings  or 
parts  of  buildings  found  in  a  state  of  dilapidation  by 
our  inspectors. 

Nineteen  (19)  other  matters  were  called  to  the 
attention  of  the  Building  Department;  such  matters 
being  dangerous  conditions  in  and  about  buildings, 
defective  water  leaders,  etc. 

Cesspools. —  The  temporary  drainage  of  premises  by 
means  of  cesspools  has  been  passed  upon,  plans  being- 
approved  when  necessary. 

Many  large  land  developments  have  been  started 
during  the  year  in  locations  not  served  by  the  city 
sewers,  and  temporary  drainage  by  cesspools  has  been 
found  necessary  in  such  cases. 

In  one  such  development  approximately  fifty  new 
dwellings  were  erected,  when  it  was  found  that  the 
water  from  the  Neponset  River  filled  up  the  cesspools 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  them  useless  as  a  drainage 
system,  as  well  as  a  possible  source  of  pollution  to  the 
river.  The  city,  at  the  suggestion  of  this  department 
extended  the  sewers  to  take  care  of  this  situation. 

I  believe  that  proper  sewerage  facilities  and  city 
water  supply  should  be  provided  before  these  extensive 
building  developments  are  permitted. 

Offensive  Trades. —  A  number  of  places  which,  by 
reason  of  processes  employed,  etc.,  are  potential  nuisances 
on  account  of  smoke,  fumes  or  odors,  are  kept  under 
a  regular  daily  inspection  by  inspectors  of  this  division. 

Very  little  cause  for  complaint  was  found  during  the 
year;  although  the  smoke  and  dust  from  several  of 
the  large  plants  in  one  section  of  the  city  are  a  matter 
of  concern,  and  we  have  been  endeavoring  to  find  some 
means  of  reducing  or  removing  the  cause  for  complaint. 
Considerable  study  has  been  given  to  the  matter,  and 
conferences  have  been  held  with  the  parties  at  interest 
and  with  experts  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

It  is  a  matter  of  satisfaction  to  note  that  the  chlorine 
apparatus  installed  at  Spectacle  Island  continues  to 
operate  satisfactorily  as  is  evidenced  by  the  lack  of 
complaints  of  odors  from  the  plant.  This  is  in  distinct 
contrast  to  conditions  in  previous  years. 
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Rat  Control. —  This  work  has  been  carried  forward 
as  in  other  years.  Cooperation  with  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service  has  been  maintained  and  ships 
referred  from  the  Quarantine  Station  have  been  the 
subject  of  close  inspection  and  regulation. 

In  addition  to  the  ship  work,  the  waterfront  is  pa¬ 
trolled  and  proper  sanitary  conditions  maintained. 

Convenience  Stations. —  The  eight  convenience  stations 
maintained  by  the  department  are  in  good  condition 
of  repair  and  kept  in  a  cleanly  and  satisfactory  condition. 

It  is  suggested  that  additional  stations  be  provided 
in  sections  of  the  city  not  already  served. 

Interior  Ventilation.  —  The  usual  approval  of  plans  for 
ventilation  of  interior  water-closets  has  been  attended  to. 

Removals  ( Neglected  Persons). — fourteen  (14)  cases 
were  investigated  and  adjusted  and  the  neglected  per¬ 
sons  were  removed  to  institutions  or  hospitals  or  other¬ 
wise  cared  for. 

As  usual  cleaning  of  the  premises  was  ordered  and 
carried  out. 

Transportation  of  Garbage. —  Applications  for  permits 
to  transport  garbage  through  the  streets  have  been 
considered  and  passed  upon  by  this  division. 

Several  parties  found  to  be  collecting  and  transporting 
garbage  without  a  permit  have  been  called  to  the  office 
during  the  year.  In  one  case  court  action  was  necessary 
to  enforce  the  law. 

Barber  Shops. —  Such  places  of  business  are  subject 
to  a  regular  monthly  inspection.  Very  little  cause  for 
complaint  was  found  during  the  year.  The  regulations 
adopted  last  year  are  being  fully  complied  with. 

Bathing  Beaches. —  No  complaints  in  regard  to  the 
bathing  beaches  were  received  during  the  past  year. 

Improvements  at  Savin  Hill  Beach  have  been  under 
consideration  by  a  state  commission  and  a  bill  embodying 
the  findings  of  such  commission  is  before  the  Legislature 
for  action. 

Sand  Blasting. —  Under  the  arrangement  with  the 
permit  office  of  the  Public  Works  Department,  one 
hundred  forty-eight  (148)  applications  for  permits 
for  this  work  were  passed  upon  by  this  division.  Each 
of  these  jobs  entailed  numerous  inspections  by  this 
division,  but  I  believe  the  results  warrant  such  expendi¬ 
ture  of  time.  A  distinct  improvement  in  operations 
and  lessening  of  nuisance  by  reason  of  sand  and  dust 
is  noted. 
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Airport . —  The  radical  changes  and  improvements 
being  made  at  the  airport  contemplate  doing  away  with 
the  unsatisfactory  toilet  facilities  commented  upon 
last  year.  An  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  to 
the  airport  is  to  be  made  and  proper  toilet  and  drainage 
facilities  will  be  provided. 

Cooperation  with  Other  Departments,  Etc. —  During  the 
year  1928,  two  hundred  (200)  references  were  made  to 
the  Public  Works  Department,  including  matters  re¬ 
lating  to  the  removal  of  house  refuse,  ashes  and  garbage, 
the  cleaning  of  catch-basins,  transportation  of  refuse 
through  the  public  streets,  sewers  and  other  drainage 
questions,  water  supply,  and  similar  work  of  joint 
interest. 

Many  conferences  were  held  with  officials  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  regarding  public  works  and 
acknowledgment  is  made  here  of  advice  and  assistance 
tendered  this  department  by  such  officials. 

Similar  cooperation  in  varying  degrees  was  had  with: 

Building  Department  with  reference  to  dilapidated 
buildings,  approval  of  hospitals,  and  ventilation  of 
interior  rooms  and  toilets. 

Fire  Department,  with  reference  to  approval  of 
dumping  permits,  removal  of  possible  fire  menaces,  etc. 

Rent  and  Housing  Commission  in  the  investigation 
of  matters  referred  by  that  commission. 

In  Conclusion. —  The  work  of  this  division  has  been 
carried  on  in  a  competent  and  satisfactory  manner  and 
the  resulting  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  is  good.

Dear  Sir, —  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  activities  of  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1928. 

Routine  examinations  during  the  year  totaled  50,857; 
but  as  10,756  specimens  were  examined  in  quadruplicate 
and  many  others  in  duplicate  and  triplicate,  the  actual 
number  of  examinations  made  is  larger  than  the  figure 
50,857  indicates. 

During  the  summer  months  an  examination  was 
made  of  the  plants  manufacturing  artificial  ice.  Spec¬ 
imens  of  the  water  from  which  the  ice  was  made  were 
collected  and  examined  bacteriologically  to  determine 
their  fitness  for  table  use.  In  places  where  the  water 
examined  was  below  the  American  Public  Health 
Association’s  standard,  immediate  steps  were  taken 
to  remedy  the  existing  cause  of  this  condition.

The  term  “ premature  negative”  indicates  that  a 
negative  culture  has  been  succeeded  by  one  or  more 
positive  ones. 

The  figures  in  Table  7  show  that  it  would  be  unwise 
to  lift  the  quarantine  after  a  single  negative  culture, 
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as  about  15  per  cent  of  such  patients  are  still  carriers 
of  the  diphtheria  bacilli.  When  a  positive  culture 
follows  a  negative  one,  cultures  are  still  taken  until 
two  successive  negatives  are  obtained,  unless,  by  a 
negative  virulence  test,  the  patient  is  found  to  be  a 
noncarrier  of  the  disease.  It  is  probable  that  a  few 
positive  cultures  might  be  found  even  after  two  nega¬ 
tives,  but  the  number  would  be  so  small  as  to  be  practi¬ 
cally  negligible  as  a  factor  in  the  spread  of  the  disease.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TUBERCULOSIS 

DIVISION. 


Francis  X.  Mahoney,  M.  D., 

Commissioner  of  Health. 

My  dear  Doctor  Mahoney,  —  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit,  herewith,  the  annual  report  of  1928  of  the 
Division  of  Tuberculosis. 

General  Statement. 

The  year  1928  was  the  first  full  year  of  operation  of 
the  Division  of  Tuberculosis,  and  the  plan  as  outlined  in 
last  year’s  report  has  been  faithfully  adhered  to  in 
regard  to  general  policies. 

An  additional  clinic  has  been  added,  that  of  the 
Boston  Dispensary,  making  a  total  number  of  ten. 
This  arrangement  provided  a  clinic  for  each  center 
of  population  practically  in  the  city,  and  thus  served 
the  aim  of  the  disseminated  clinic  idea,  which  was  to 
bring  the  service  to  a  convenient  point  for  the  population. 

There  has  also  been  added  to  the  staff  the  services  of  a 
nose  and  throat  expert,  and  an  additional  appointment 
was  allowed  in  this  regard  in  order  to  cover  up  the 
service  at  such  times  as  the  appointee  found  himself 
unable  to  be  present  because  of  other  emergencies. 

It  can  be  readily  conceived  that  the  services  of  such 
an  individual  could  not  be  fully  engaged  by  this  division, 
and  thus  the  provision  of  a  substitute.  It  might  be 
said  here  that  the  advantage  in  obtaining  this  service  . 
was  twofold.  Some  pulmonary  difficulties  are  the 
outcome  of  neglected  nose  and  throat  troubles.  Pul¬ 
monary  tuberculosis,  in  any  of  its  stages,  is  aggravated 
by  such  troubles,  or  at  least  is  the  treatment  interfered 
with. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  department  not  only  to  prevent 
as  far  as  possible  the  advance  of  these  difficulties,  but 
also  to  aid  in  differentiating  cases  of  bronchiectasis, 
which  often  -bear  the  appearance  of  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis,  but  which  properly  belong  in  a  general  hospital 
clinic. 
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Sufficient  time  has  now  elapsed  to  judge  fairly  the 
working  plan  of  clinic  and  field  service,  and  with  the 
passing  of  the  year  we  have  become  convinced  that  our 
plotted  clinics  and  our  associated  field  service  have 
now  a  promise  of  an  exceedingly  fine  grasp  upon  the 
tuberculosis  situation. 

There  was  a  disparity  of  about  40  per  cent  in  the 
number  of  cases  recorded  as  positive  in  the  findings  of 
the  department  and  the  number  with  which  the  com¬ 
bined  force  was  acquainted.  This  has  been  reduced 
so  as  to  show  full  promise  that  in  a  few  months  this 
disparity  will  have  disappeared. 

The  work  has  been  conducted  as  much  with  the  idea  of 
clearing  up  confused  or  misdiagnosed  cases  as  to  estab¬ 
lish  definite  and  actual  tuberculous  process,  and  in  this 
we  have  succeeded  beyond  our  most  sanguine  hopes. 
In  other  words,  what  it  appeared  might  take  three 
years  to  accomplish  is  at  the  end  of  eighteen  months 
well  in  hand. 

Each  and  every  case  of  tuberculosis,  be  it  clinic  or 
home,  is  followed  up  with  regularity,  and  the  only  excep¬ 
tion  to  this  is  where  an  objection  is  made  by  some  physi¬ 
cian  who  definitely  satisfies  the  department  of  the 
follow-up  care  and  who  arranges  for  regular  reports. 


Problems. 

As  was  explained  in  the  report  of  last  year,  an  acute 
situation  is  present  in  the  matter  of  hospitalization. 
The  reasons  for  this  were  fully  gone  into,  and  need  not 
be  reviewed. 

Almost  daily  a  reviewal  of  this  takes  place  in  the  offices 
of  the  division;  it  is  safe  to  say,  from  six  to  twenty  times. 
The  division  does  not  expect  that  the  human  factor 
.  will  allow  a  great  number  to  consider  the  situation  well 
enough  to  expel  natural  selfishness,  and  this  applies  to 
a  majority  of  the  people,  no  matter  what  the  walk  in 
life,  whether  they  are  engaged  in  health  or  welfare 
work,  or  in  private  or  professional  life. 

This  situation  will  last  for  another  year  at  least,  and 
the  department  is  doing  its  utmost,  and  the  city  likewise, 
to  relieve. 

We  are  most  appreciative  of  the  real  cooperative 
spirit  on  the  part  of  the  city  government,  which  means 
the  Mayor’s  office,  the  Boston  City  Hospital  Trustees 
and  Superintendent,  Mattapan  Hospital,  the  State 
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Health  Department  and  Sanatoria,  and  those  private 
institutions  with  which  we  have  been  allowed  to  have 
dealings;  principally,  Crane’s  Central  New  England 
Sanatorium  (Dr.  Bayard  Crane)  at  Rutland,  the 
several  cottages  under  the  care  of  Dr.  George  Lapham 
and  the  Plymouth  County  Hospital,  under  Dr.  Bradford 
Pierce  at  South  Hanson,  Mass. 

In  the  month  of  February,  the  division  was  allowed 
to  look  for  some  private  accommodations  to  relieve  the 
acute  pressure  in  hospital  beds,  and  arrangements  were 
made  with  the  three  last  named  places,  which  were 
most  agreeable,  and  we  want  here  to  express  our  appre¬ 
ciation  to  these  individual  groups  for  what  they  have 
accomplished. 

Under  this  heading,  we  must  speak  of  a  few  of  the 
disagreeable  somethings  that  always  make  an  emer¬ 
gency  problem  bitter.  We  make  mention  of  two  types 
of  cases,  and  this  is  said  in  the  hope  that  it  may  reach 
through  the  minds  of  a  thinking  group  those  who 
habitually  are  nonthinking. 

The  first  is  that  recalcitrant  type,  a  group  which  does 
not  desire  to,  or  is  determined,  and  will  not  conform 
to  hospital  discipline.  Without  discipline,  the  great 
number  suffer  because  by  far  the  great  number  in  an 
institution  exercise  their  intellects  to  the  extent  that 
they  submit  gladly  to  treatment. 

This  group  refuses  to  obey  rules  of  any  description, 
and  try  to  be  a  law  to  themselves.  It  has  made  nec¬ 
essary,  expulsion  from  the  hospital,  and  makes  it  so 
trying  on  this  division  as  to  sometimes  be  most  despair- 
ing. 

As  arrangements  stand  at  present,  there  is  no  hospital 
disposition  which  can  be  made  of  many  of  these  indi¬ 
viduals.  Yet  no  sooner  are  they  expelled  from  the 
hospital  than  they  report  at  this  office  and  start  human 
machinery  at  work  to  an  extent  that  would  appall 
the  most  imaginative,  and  the  most  unreasonable 
demands  are  made  as  to  the  disposition  of  these  cases. 

Here  again,  no  amount  of  explanation  seems  to 
satisfy  these  individuals,  and  all  argument  or  reason¬ 
able  offers  fall  on  nonreceptive  ears. 

It  is  the  hope  of  this  division  that  ere  the  complete 
passing  of  another  year,  a  conference  of  hospital,  welfare 
and  health  departments  will  have  considered  this 
problem,  and  have  made  recommendations  for  a 
solution. 
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This  is  essential  if  the  program  is  to  operate  whole¬ 
somely. 

The  second  group  in  this  type  is  that  individual  who 
has  arrangements  made  for  reception  and  treatment 
at  either  private  or  state  hospitals,  and  even  though  he 
or  she  understands  fully  the  rules,  breaks  these,  and  is 
discharged.  In  addition,  and  under  this  same  heading, 
is  the  dissatisfied  group  who  want  to  stay  a  month,  or 
less,  in  one  place,  and  shift  to  another,  and  even  to  a 
third  and  fourth. 

We  fully  understand  the  tax  upon  the  persons  who 
are  ill,  and  would  appreciate  a  better  understanding  on 
the  part  of  their  friends.  Shifting  about  is  costly  to 
the  sick  person,  and  from  the  foregoing  it  can  be  seen 
that  just  at  this  stage  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  please 
in  this  regard.  However,  we  have  tried  to  the  utmost 
to  be  tolerant  of  these  things,  and  are  happy  to  state 
that  much  headway  is  being  made  toward  the  solution 
of  our  difficulties. 

Regarding  hospital  admission,  let  me  repeat  —  it 
is  the  policy  to  establish  legal  settlement  in  every  single 
case,  and  no  case  for  which  Boston  is  responsible  will 
be  admitted  without  this  settlement  procedure.  The 
only  exception  to  this  would  be  the  emergency  case 
to  which  Boston  finds  itself  temporarily  the  host,  and 
ordinarily  the  department,  as  other  departments,  would 
do  the  proper  and  humane  something. 

Little  is  understood,  and  very  little  appreciated,  of 
the  effort  which  is  made  in  establishing  these  settle¬ 
ments,  and  the  additional  effort  of  checking  up  the  bills 
for  the  various  hospitals,  which  is  conducted  by  Mr. 
Louis  Farrell  of  the  Health  Department.  We  desire 
to  make  special  mention  of  the  very  great  value  this 
work  has  been  to  the  department. 

Not  the  least  of  the  difficulties  has  been  the  tremen¬ 
dous  call  upon  the  entire  clerical  force  in  the  arrange¬ 
ment  and  rearrangement  of  records  and  index  files  and 
we  feel  that  here,  too,  the  cooperation  has  been  unstint¬ 
ing  and  generous.  There  is  no  day  but  which  finds  a 
goodly  number  of  letters  of  inquiry  from  various  official 
and  nonofficial  organizations.  We  have  tried  faith¬ 
fully  to  give  information  to  those  groups  authorized  by 
the  commissioner  to  receive  it  and  we  ask  that  those 
who  are  interested  bear  with  us  patiently  as  the  call 
is  already  too  great  for  the  services  at  hand. 
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Staff. 

The  examining  staff  is  now  composed  of  sixteen 
clinic  examining  physicians,  each  one  of  whom  devotes 
his  entire  effort  to  this  program, —  that  is,  it  is  his  life 
work.  Many  of  the  group  have  a  great  many  years  of 
experience,  and  have  been  affiliated  with  the  work  at 
hand  since  its  inception.  It  is  comforting  to  have  as 
expert  a  physician  as  Doctor  Cleaveland  Floyd  as  the 
leader  of  this  group.  Not  only  is  he  expert  and  pains¬ 
taking  in  carrying  out  the  clinic  work,  but  is  dependable, 
and  capable  of  carrying  responsibility.  The  division 
appreciates  his  cooperation. 

In  addition,  as  above  mentioned,  there  is  a  nose  and 
throat  expert,  Dr.  Louis  Wolfson,  and  the  division  feels 
that  it  is  especially  fortunate  in  having  the  services  of 
this  expert.  There  is  a  full-time  physician  for  X-ray 
work  with  a  full-time  technician,  and  we  take  special 
.  pride  in  the  character  of  the  work  carried  on  by  Dr. 
Harry  Watts  and  his  assistant.  The  equipment  grows, 
and  we  now  have  four  complete  X-ray  equipments. 
The  work  in  this  department  is  tabulated. 

The  equipment  for  nose  and  throat  work  is  especially 
excellent,  and  provides  for  bronchioscopic  examination, 
which  is  found  now  and  then  as  essential  in  diagnostic 
work.  It  might  be  added  here  that  a  nose  and  throat 
examination  is  made  on  every  new  patient. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  division  to  hold  monthly  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  staff  with  the  idea  of  advancing  something 
in  an  educational  way,  of  discussing  case  findings  and 
their  X-ray  aspects,  and  to  further  correlate  and  make 
efficient  the  efforts  of  the  division. 

The  complete  cooperation  of  the  clinic  and  field 
work  is  made  possible  by  the  efficient  manner  in  which 
the  Nursing  Division  carries  on  its  program.  The 
division  feels  very  grateful  to  the  director  of  that 
division,  Miss  Wedgwood,  her  supervisors,  and  the 
whole  force  generally,  who  show  such  complete  sym¬ 
pathy  and  understanding  of  the  aims  in  the  tuberculosis 
program.  Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  the 
nutritionist,  Miss  Donovan,  and  her  assistant.  Miss 
Mulrenan,  for  their  great  capabilities  in  carrying  on 
the  nutritional  part  of  the  program  in  the  roof  classes. 
We  have  been  fortunate  too  in  the  selection  of  cooks 
and  assistants  in  furthering  this  work. 
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Tuberculosis  Rates. 

For  tuberculosis  rates  for  the  year  1928  we  will  refer 
you  to  the  statistical  report  which  we  think  is  most 
satisfying  and  illuminating.  It  will  be  seen  that  the 
actual  number  of  deaths  is  steadily  decreasing  and 
that  the  death  rate  per  hundred  thousand  population 
is  as  constant  in  its  reduction.  In  other  words  we 
enjoy  the  lowest  rate  in  history. 

Health  Units  Solarium  Program. 

The  program,  as  conducted  .on  the  roofs  of  the  units, 
deals  with  children  who  are  under  par,  and  contacts 
with  known  cases. 

We  are  including  a  plan  of  the  nutritional  program 
which  gives  an  idea  in  abstract  of  the  aims  and  objects 
in  conducting  this  wrork  and  also  a  short  report  of  the 
program  itself  and  there  is  this  additional  information 
which  outlines  the  first  part  of  a  much  more  ambitious 
program  to  be  carried  on  another  year.  In  so  many 
words  the  division  wants  a  much  more  complete  study 
program  and  in  addition  to  a  nutritional  study  will  be 
a  well-defined  study  of  the  solarium  idea. 

To  further  explain,  provision  will  be  made  for  artificial 
light  to  take  the  place  of  the  sunlight  when  sky  conditions 
prevent  the  transmission  of  light  through  the  clouds  and 
therefore  through  the  vita  glass.  The  study  of  tooth 
and  bone  growth,  of  mental  conditions  will  also  be 
included  and  the  division  hopes  to  surround  itself 
with  expert  opinion  and  assistance. 

Rearrangement  of  the  roofs  to  accommodate  the 
children  from  ages  of  three  to  five,  inclusive,  have  been 
entered  into  and  before  the  year  is  spent  will  have  been 
completed.  This  will  include  arrangements  at  the 
roofs  of  five  of  the  units  and  everything  that  has  been 
asked  for  and  desired  has  been  supplied  by  the  generosity 
of  the  White  Fund  Trustees  and  we  take  this  occasion 
to  speak  of  the  very  great  cooperative  spirit  on  the  part 
of  this  group,  through  Mr.  George  Phelan.  This  does 
not  tell  wholly  of  the  complete  spirit  of  cooperation 
from  the  George  Robert  White  Fund  authorities.*  In 
another  year  we  hope  to  give  not  only  a  complete  story 
of  progress  but  mention  in  detail  all  of  its  features.

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Plan  of  Nutritional  Program. 

The  result  of  the  health  units  solarium  program  for 
the  first  six  months  is  indicative  of  a  most  successful 
health  educational  feature.  This  feature  consists  of 
two  groups  of  pre-school  children,  one  group  of  twenty- 
five  children  on  the  vita-glass  inclosed  roof  of  the  North 
End  Health  Unit,  and  a  group  of  thirty  children  on  a 
similar  roof  in  the  South  Boston  Health  Unit.  These 
children  were  carefully  selected  from  the  health  unit 
clinics,  and  represent  either  children  seriously  under¬ 
weight,  marked  rickets  or  tuberculosis  contacts  or 
potential  cases  of  tuberculosis.  Prior  to  or  after  entrance 
on  roof  each  child  satisfied  medical  requirements  as 
to  vaccination,  Von  Pirquet  and  toxin-antitoxin. 

The  entrance  physical  examination  disclosed  defects 
of  nutrition,  teeth,  tonsils,  adenoids,  etc.  The  nurse 
notified  the  parents  of  the  physical  handicaps,  and 
assisted  in  making  hospital  appointments  to  correct 
these  defects.  There  were  fifteen  of  the  twenty-five 
children  admitted  to  the  North  End  Health  Unit 
Solarium  recommended  for  tonsilectomies.  Eight  have 
been  performed;  five  have  hospital  appointments  for 
the  near  future;  two  have  been  postponed  because  their 
physical  condition  does  not  warrant  operation  as  yet. 
There  were  thirteen  children  out  of  the  thirty  admitted 
to  the  South  Boston  Solarium  recommended  for  tonsil¬ 
ectomies.  Five  have  already  been  performed;  four 
hospital  appointments  have  been  made  for  the  near 
future;  four  have  promised  appointments. 

Everv  solarium  child  has  had  a  dental  examination. 
The  teeth  beginning  to  decay  were  filled,  and  the 
seriously  decayed  teeth  extracted.  The  children  have 
established  the  habit  of  using  their  tooth  brush  after 
each  meal. 

This  solarium  health  program  has  been  interpreted 
to  the  mothers  of  the  children  by  means  of  a  monthly 
luncheon  on  the  solarium  with  their  children,  and  a 
health  conference  after  the  luncheon.  The  roof  nurse, 
field  nurse  and  nutrition  worker  arrange  this  conference, 
which  includes: 

(1.)  Discussion  of  individual  child  as  regards: 

(a.)  Weight. 

(6.)  Height. 

(c.)  Food  habits  (at  home). 

(d.)  Health  habits  (at  home). 

(2.)  Talk  on  health  and  food  habits. 
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(3.)  Demonstration  of  all  food  served  on  roof,  and 
its  relation  to  health. 

In  many  cases  of  very  special  problems,  as  irregular 
attendance,  tardiness  and  suspicious  symptoms,  the  roof 
nurse  consulted  with  the  field  nurse,  and  she  in  turn 
visited  the  child’s  home  and  helped  solve  the  difficulty. 

One  of  the  most  helpful  activities  of  the  roof  is  the 
weekly  weighing  and  measuring  of  the  children.  This 
serves  as  a  splendid  teaching  device  at  the  mothers’ 
conferences,  it  being  a  concrete  evidence  of  the  health 
and  growth  of  her  child.  No  child  admitted  for  treat¬ 
ment  has  failed  to  gain,  and,  except  for  three  children, 
two  of  exceptional  nervous  temperament  and  one 
quarantined  with  contagious  disease,  all  children  who 
were  markedly  underweight  have  reached  the  normal 
grade.  The  average  gain  in  six  months  is  three  pounds, 
or  half  a  pound  a  month. 

Two  children  on  admission  were  diagnosed  as  phlyc¬ 
tenular  keratitis  patients.  At  present  any  symptoms 
are  hardly  detectable;  one  child  has  had  one  recurrence 
during  the  six  months’  attendance. 

One  of  the  most  obvious  achievements  of  our  roof 
program  is  the  improvement  in  the  mental  attitude  and 
emotional  stability  of  the  children.  A  very  striking 
example  of  this  improvement  is  the  interest  and  enjoy¬ 
ment  they  are  beginning  to  show  in  their  own  little 
problems,  and  their  relationship  to  one  another.  They 
also  have  acquired  a  more  desirable  attitude  toward  the 
nurse,  doctor,  dentist,  etc.  The  children  have  learned 
to  relax  completely,  and  are  beginning  to  develop  a 
sense  of  responsibility  in  many  of  their  activities,  i.  e., 
serving  at  table,  dressing,  etc.  The  atmosphere  of  the 
solarium  is  now  happy  and  joyous,  with  reasonable 
concentration  of  attention  at  all  times.  The  children 
have  been  taught  to  appreciate  the  agreeable  feeling  of 
cleanliness  —  each  child  has  been  provided  with  all  the 
necessary  toilet  articles,  and  has  been  trained  to  make 
use  of  them  when  necessary. 

The  sun  suits,  which  the  children  wear  while  on  the 
roof,  expose  the  greater  part  of  the  body  to  the  sunlight. 
This  stimulation  has  caused  the  skin,  which  was  coarse 
and  pale  on  admission,  to  become  velvet-like  and 
noticeably  tanned. 

Certain  principles  are  closely  adhered  to  in  feeding 
and  training  the  children.  Breakfast,  dinner  and  after¬ 
noon  collation  are  served  at  a  definite  hour  each  day. 
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Realizing  this  is  the  critical  time  for  a  child  in  forming 
food  likes  and  dislikes,  particular  stress  has  been  laid 
upon  children  being  taught  to  eat  everything  served  to 
them.  In  teaching  these  children  to  like  wholesome 
foods,  the  menus  have  been  varied  from  day  to  day  to 
avoid  monotony,  and  are  served  as  attractively  as 
possible.  This  food  is  prepared  and  cooked  in  a  scien¬ 
tific  fashion.  A  special  caution  is  given  to  preserve  the 
natural  food  flavors,  and  therefore  the  mineral  and 
vitamin  content  is  retained.  The  average  food  intake 
daily  for  each  child  is  sixteen  hundred  calories.  Cod 
liver  oil  is  part  of  the  food  program  and  is  served  in  the 
forenoon  with  tomato  juice.

Dear  Sir, —  I  respectfully  submit  the  annual  report 
of  the  Division  of  Vital  Statistics  for  the  calendar  year 
1928. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  1928  was 
11,563,  compared  with  11,102  deaths  for  the  year  1927, 
showing  an  increase  of  461  deaths  and  producing  a 
death  rate  of  14.47  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the 
year  as  against  a  rate  of  14.00  per  1,000  for  1927; 
14.89  per  1,000  for  1926  and  14.77  per  1,000  for  1925. 

The  corrected  death  rates  for  Boston  residents,  after 
deducting  the  nonresident  deaths  were  11.73  for  the 
year  1928;  11.38  for  the  year  1927;  12.15  for  the 
year  1926  and  12.17  for  the  year  1925.  Speaking  in 
terms  of  actual  deaths  of  residents  of  Boston  there 
were  9,376  such  deaths  for  1928;  9,027  for  1927;  9,564 
for  1926  and  9,530  for  1925.  The  total  number  of 
nonresident  deaths  for  these  years  was  2,187  for  1928; 
2,075  for  1927;  2,155  for  1926  and  2,041  for  1925. 

These  figures  for  nonresident  deaths  averaging  2,113 
a  year  for  the  period  stated  above  are  the  highest 
nonresident  death  totals  for  any  city  in  the  country. 
The  addition  of  new  hospitals  to  Boston’s  already 
large  hospital  list  offers  a  constantly  increasing  attrac¬ 
tion  to  nonresident  patients  for  hospital  care  in  this 
city.  As  an  example  of  this,  of  the  2,187  nonresident 
deaths  during  the  year,  2,002  or  91.5  per  cent  died  in 
Boston  hospitals. 

Principal  Causes  oj  Death. —  The  deaths  from  heart 
disease,  2,449  for  the  year,  and  the  largest  number 
ever  recorded  in  Boston  for  any  calendar  year,  lead 
the  list.  These  were  all  primary  causes  as  classified 
by  the  International  Classification  system  and  were 
315  in  excess  of  the  total  for  1927  and  170  in  excess 
of  the  total  for  1926,  the  highest  previous  total.  The 
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death  rate  per  100,000  from  heart  disease  (classification 
numbers  —  87,  90*)  was  306.43  for  1928;  269.10  for  1927 
and  289.53  for  1926.  Deaths  from  cancer  totaled  1,227 
for  the  year  and  this  total  was  also  the  largest  ever 
recorded  in  Boston.  This  total  for  1927  was  1,218 
and  for  1926,  1,179.  The  rate  per  100,000  of  the 
population  was  153.53  for  1928,  153.59  for  1927  and 
149.78  for  1926.  Broncho-pneumonia  deaths  were  third 
in  order  of  weight,  causing  781  deaths  for  1928  as  against 
583  in  1927  and  680  in  1926.  The  rate  per  100,000  was 
97.72  for  1928;  73.51  for  1927  and  86.38  for  1926. 

Tuberculosis  deaths  all  forms  were  fourth  in  order 
of  weight  causing  664  deaths  and  producing  the  lowest 
death  rate  per  100,000,  83.08,  ever  recorded  in  the  city. 
The  tuberculosis  death  rate  shows  a  constant  dimi¬ 
nution  for  the  past  three  years  being  83.08  per  100,000 
of  the  population  for  1928;  86.13  for*  1927  and  100.87 
for  1926.  (Deaths  from  tuberculosis  all  forms  are 
further  elaborated  in  Table  No.  7-A.)  Grouping 
the  deaths  from  arteriosclerosis,  cerebral  hemorrhage, 
heart  disease  (not  congenital)  and  nephritis,  chronic, 
the  so-called  degenerative  diseases,  we  find  a  total  of 
3,993  deaths  for  1928,  with  a  rate  of  499.6  per  100,000 
of  the  population;  3,638  deaths  for  1927  with  a  rate 
of  458.7;  3,865  deaths  for  1926  with  a  rate  of  491.0 
and  3,665  deaths  for  1925  with  a  rate  of  468.0 

Deaths  by  Age  Groups. —  During  the  calendar  year 
1928,  deaths  of  infants  totaled  1,446,  a  decrease  of 
nine  (9)  deaths  as  compared  with  the  year  1927.  This 
total  of  infant  ♦deaths  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in 
Boston,  but  as  the  live  birth  rate  is  decreasing  the 
infant  mortality  rate  does  not  show  a  corresponding 
decrease.  Increases  were  shown  in  the  age  groups 
(comparing  1928  with  1927)  in  the  following:  Under 
five  years,  30;  twenty  years  and  under  thirty,  16;  forty 
years  and  under  fifty,  34;  fifty  years  and  under  sixty, 
85;  sixty  years  and  under  seventy,  223;  seventy  years 
and  under  eighty,  211;  and  eighty  years  and  over,  23. 
It  will  be  readily  seen  that  the  increase  in  total  deaths 
(461)  was  accounted  for  in  a  large  measure  in  the  age 
groups,  sixty  years  and  over.  The  total  deaths,  sixty 
years  and  over  were  4,829  for  1928  and  4,389  for  1927 
an  increase  of  440  deaths. 

Death  Rates  by  Wards. —  The  highest  ward  death 
rate  was  shown  in  Ward  9  (Roxbury),  rate  14.37  per 


*  Includes  pericarditis,  endocarditis,  angina  pectoris  and  myocarditis. 
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1,000  of  the  population.  This  ward  was  also  the  highest 
in  the  years  1927  and  1926.  The  next  highest  death 
rate  was  shown  in  Ward  16  (Neponset,  Dorchester), 
rate  13.70.  The  highest  rate  but  one  for  the  year 
1927  was  shown  in  Ward  8  (lower  Roxbury),  rate  13.20. 
The  lowest  death  rate  for  1928  was  shown  in  Ward  14 
(Dorchester),  rate  8.11.  This  ward  also  had  the  lowest 
rate  for  the  years  1927  and  1926.  Ward  9,  the  ward 
with  the  highest  rate,  contains  the  largest  colored 
population  of  any  ward  in  the  city.  Ward  14,  the 
ward  with  the  lowest  rate,  contains  a  large  proportion 
of  the  Jewish  population  of  the  city. 

Infant  Mortality. —  There  were  1,446  infant  deaths 
during  1928  compared  with  1,455  infant  deaths  in 
1927.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  1928  was  77.11 
as  compared  with  a  rate  of  76.29  for  1927.  The  ap¬ 
parent  paradox  of  increased  rates  coupled  with  decreased 
infant  deaths  is  due  to  the  decreased  number  of  births 
reported.  If  the  nonresident  infant  deaths  and  the 
nonresident  births  be  deducted  the  infant  rate  for 
actual  residents  of  Boston  would  be  74.60  for  1928 
as  against  72.94  for  the  year  1927.  There  were  4,220 
nonresident  live  births  and  362  nonresident  infant 
deaths  for  the  year  as  compared  with  3,894  nonresident 
live  births  and  348  nonresident  infant  deaths  for  the 
year  1927.  Boston’s  nonresident  infant  death  total 
exceeds  that  of  any  other  city  in  the  country.  A  table 
showing  the  comparisons  will  be  found  in  Table  21  of 
the  vital  statistician’s  report.  The  highest  infant 
mortality  rate  for  the  year  1928  was  shown  in  Ward  2 
(Charlestown),  where  the  rate  was  104.67.  This  ward 
was  also  the  highest  during  1927  (excluding  Ward  13). 
The  next  highest  infant  rate  was  shown  in  Ward  9 
(Roxbury  District),  rate  104.26.  The  highest  rate  but 
one  for  the  year  1927  was  shown  in  Ward  4  (South  End), 
where  the  rate  was  98.59;  excluding  Ward  13  because 
of  the  presence  of  an  infant  asylum  within  its  borders. 
The  lowest  infant  mortality  rate  for  1928  was  shown  in 
Ward  5  (Back  Bay),  rate  42.42;  Ward  19  (Jamaica 
Plain)  had  the  lowest  rate  but  one,  45.27.  The  lowest 
infant  rate  for  1927  was  shown  in  Ward  14  (Dorchester), 
rate  42.04  and  the  lowest  but  one  in  Ward  18  (Hyde 
Park),  rate  42.80. 

Analysis  of  Infant  Deaths. —  Deaths  due  to  “  pre¬ 
maturity”  341,  led  the  list  of  infant  deaths,  deaths 
from  broncho-pneumonia  250,  were  next  and  deaths 
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from  diarrhea  and  enteritis  200,  were  third;  these 
three  causes  were  responsible  for  54.7  per  cent  of  the 
total  infant  deaths.  During  the  year  1927,  “pre¬ 
maturity”  also  led  the  list  of  causes  with  361  deaths, 
diarrhea  and  enteritis,  under  one  year,  with  a  total 
of  214  deaths  was  next,  and  deaths  from  congenital 
malformations,  182,  were  third  on  the  list. 

Birth  Rates. —  There  were  18,751  live  births  recorded, 
producing  a  birth  rate  of  23.46,  one  of  the  lowest  birth 
rates  ever  recorded  in  Boston.  The  birth  rate  for 
1927  was  24.05.  There  was  a  decrease  of  320  births 
for  the  year  1928,  compared  with  1927,  and  if  only 
residents  of  Boston  be  taken  separately,  the  decrease 
for  1928  would  be  646. 

The  highest  ward  birth  rate  was  recorded  in  Ward  11 
(Roxbury  and  Jamaica  Plain),  rate  21.86;  the  next 
highest  rate  was  in  Ward  1  (East  Boston),  rate  21.69. 
The  high  wards  for  1927  were  Ward  1  (East  Boston), 
with  a  rate  of  24.01  and  Ward  18  (Hyde  Park),  with  a 
rate  of  23.65. 

The  lowest  ward  birth  rate  for  1928  was  shown  in 
Ward  5  (Back  Bay),  rate  8.69;  this  ward  was  also 
the  lowest  during  1927,  when  the  rate  was  9.11.  The 
lowest  rate  but  one  for  1928  was  shown  in  Ward  4 
(South  End),  rate  8.84,  and  this  was  the  lowest  but  one 
during  1927,  also,  when  the  rate  was  10.18. 

Births  to  mothers  born  in  the  United  States  led  all 
others  with  a  total  of  11,225,  or  practically  60  per 
cent  of  the  total  recorded  births  for  the  year.  Births 
to  mothers  born  in  Canada,  1,770,  led  the  foreign 
born  group  with  a  percentage  of  9.4  of  the  total  recorded. 
Births  to  mothers  born  in  Italy,  1,718  or  9.2  per  cent 
were  next  in  the  foreign  born  group,  and  births  to 
mothers  born  in  Ireland,  1,468  or  7.8  per  cent  of  the 
total,  were  third  in  this  group. 

Births  in  Hospitals. —  Of  the  total  of  18,751  live 
births  in  Boston  during  1928,  12,534  or  66.84  per  cent 
were  born  in  hospitals,  as  against  a  percentage  of  62.4 
in  1927,  58.1  in  1926,  and  53.9  in  1925,  showing  the 
gradual  tendency  toward  hospitalization  in  parturition. 
As  is  to  be  expected,  4,147  or  98.30  per  cent  of  the  total 
nonresident  live  births  were  in  hospitals;  in  1927,  3,778 
or  97  per  cent  of  the  nonresidents  were  born  in  hospitals, 
and  in  1926  there  were  3,494  or  95.5  per  cent.  During 
1928,  4,220  or  22.5  per  cent  of  the  total  live  births 
were  nonresidents,  during  1927  this  total  was  3,894 
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or  20.4  per  cent,  and  in  1926  it  was  3,659  or  19.6  per  cent 
of  the  total  live  births  reported.  These  figures  indicate 
the  trend  of  nonresident  births  in  Boston,  an  average 
of  over  95  per  cent  of  which  are  hospitalized. 

Stillbirths. —  There  were  613  stillbirths  reported  for 
the  year,  or  16  more  than  during  1927,  and  26  less  than 
the  total  for  1926.  The  stillborn  rate  for  1928,  per 
1,000  live  and  stillbirths  together,  was  31.66;  for  1927 
it  was  30.3  and  for  1926  it  was  33.14.  Further  figures 
for  stillbirths  will  be  found  in  Table  No.  14  of  the 
statistician’s  report. 

Maternal  Mortality. —  There  were  126  deaths  of 
mothers  from  causes  incident  to  pregnancy  during  the 
year  1928,  a  decrease  of  15  deaths  from  the  previous 
year.  The  death  rate  of  mothers  per  1,000  live  and 
stillbirths  together  was  6.5  for  1928;  7.2  for  1927  and 
7.1  for  1926.  For  historical  comparisons  on  maternal 
mortality  see  Table  No.  14  of  the  statistician’s  report. 

For  a  comparison  of  Boston’s  rates  with  those  of 
certain  other  large  cities  in  the  country  see  Table  No.  20 
of  the  statistician’s  report.  From  this  table  it  will  be 
readily  seen  that  Boston’s  nonresident  deaths  exceed 
those  of  any  of  the  cities  listed  in  the  report.  A  sig¬ 
nificant  fact  is  that  New  York  with  a  population  seven 
and  one-half  times  the  size  of  Boston  has  less  nonresident 
deaths  of  both  total  deaths,  and  of  infants,  than  has 
Boston. 

Nonresident  Deaths. —  Of  the  total  number  of  non¬ 
resident  deaths,  2,187,  there  were  1,209  males  and  978 
females.  Deaths  of  nonresidents  in  hospitals  numbered 
2,002,  or  91.5  per  cent  of  the  total.  During  the  year 
1927  there  were  2,075  nonresident  deaths,  1,175  males 
and  900  females  and  1,860  in  hospitals  or  89.6  per  cent 
of  the  total. 

Deaths  o)  Colored. —  There  were  394  deaths  of  colored 
during  the  calendar  year  1928  of  which  207  were  males 
and  187  were  females.  Of  these,  255,  or  64.7  per  cent 
died  in  hospitals.  During  the  year  1927  there  were 
349  deaths  of  colored,  160  males  and  189  females.  Of 
these  210,  or  60.2  per  cent  died  in  hospitals.  A  table 
showing  deaths  of  colored  infants  is  numbered  13-A 
in  the  statistician’s  report,  and  a  table  showing  deaths 
of  colored  by  cause  and  sex  is  included  in  Table  23  in 
the  report. 

Deaths  in  Hospitals. —  Of  the  total  deaths  for  1928, 
all  causes  (11,563),  6,343,  or  54.8  per  cent  died  in 
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hospitals.  For  the  year  1927  of  a  total  death  registra¬ 
tion  of  11,102,  6,074,  or  54.7  per  cent  died  in  hospitals. 
For  the  year  1926  the  total  deaths  were  11,719  and  of 
these  6,144,  or  52.4  per  cent  died  in  hospitals.
